Felix M. Totten died at McDowell, Va.. 
March 18, 1898. He had been indisposed 
for some time. The last service he ren- 
dered the Church was to officiate at the 
burial of Colonel Benjamin Hiner. His 
last pastoral call was a visit to Mr. George 
Revercomb, who was seriously ill, and 
which illness resulted in death. This visit 
led to the conversion of Mr. Revercomb. 
Upon his death, brother Totten was ear- 
nestly solicited to conduct the funeral serv- 
ices ; but being too feeble, he was compelled 
to decline. No one, at that time, thought 
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brother Totten was so near death's door. 
He was born in Caswell county, North 
Carolina, January 16, 1852. From early 
childhood his deep piety was manifested, 
and at the age of seventeen he made a 
publjc profession and joined the Methodist 
Protestant Church. In 1876, at the age of 
twenty-live, he cast his lot with that body 
of self-sacrificing men known as the Meth- 
odist itinerants, and from that time to the 
moment of his death he labored with un- 
abated zeal in the vineyard of his Master. 
For twenty years, in station and circuit 
work, he discharged his duties faithfully. 
At the time of the union of a large number 
of the preachers of the Methodist Protest- 
ant Church in North Carolina and Virgin- 
ia with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, brother Totten fell into the bounds 
of the Virginia Conference, and was trans- 
ferred to the St. Louis Conference. During 
his service at Galena his health was seri- 
ously impaired by the fumes of the lead 
mines, and he sought and obtained a 
change to the South Carolina Conference. 
Finding no relief in that climate, after an 
illness of several months, during which he 
was not able to render effective service, 
five years ago, he was transferred to the 
Baltimore Conference and stationed at 
Trappe, Md., where he continued two 
years. In 1895 he was sent to McDowell 
Circuit, where he was abundant in labors, 
for there has been a marked advancement 
along every line of Church work during his 
pastorate. He was an ideal pastor, visiting 
families in which no minister had been for 
eighteen years. As the result of his pas- 
toral work, the circuit has been blessed 
with gracious revivals, nearly three hun- 
dred persons having professed conversion 
under his ministry. November 12, 1889. 
he married Miss Sarah D. Whittaker, of 
Enfield, N. C. He was blessed in a high 
degree in the selection of a companion 
who aided him in every way possible in the 
duties of his noble calling, and who is left 
to mourn the loss of so devoted a husband. 
During his last illness everything that lov- 
ing human hands could do was done ; but 
his delicate constitution was too weak to 
resist the ravages of disease. He bore his 
sufferings with manly fortitude and per- 
fect resignation to the Divine will, and on 
March 18, at 10 P.M., the silver cord was 
loosed and the golden bowl broken. He 
was a preacher of considerable ability. 
His sermons were prepared with much 
care, showing diligent research and deep 
thought, and delivered with earnestness. 
He was deservedly popular both with the 
young and the old among all classes of peo- 
ple. Since he came to this charge many a 
heart has been cheered by his kindness and 
influenced by his Christian life. On Wed- 
nesdav, at 10 A.M., in the Methodist church 
at McDowell, and in the presence of a large 
congregation, his funeral sermon was 
preached by the Rev. W. H. Woolf, from 



Numbers xxiii. 10, “Let me die the death 
of fche righteous, and let my last end be 
like his.” After the impressive ceremo- 
nies, his remains were taken to Enfield, N. 
C., where the last sad tribute was paid our 
deceased brother, and his remains laid to 
rest near his wife’s home, in the cemetery 
at Whittaker Chapel.

George W. Penn was born in Taylor 
county, Kentucky, on the 4th of November, 
1839, and died at St. Charles, Mo., January 
26, 1898, having lived a little over fifty- 
eight years. These figures indicate the 
term of his natural life, but no measure- 
ment can express the other and better life 
of the man. His real life began December 
20, 1852, at Mt. Moriah Church, Lewis 
county, Missouri, when and where he was 
“born again.” For more than forty-six 
years the life he lived was a life of faith 
in the Son of God who loved and gave him- 
self for him. No one ever more fully 
realized that new life than brother George 
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Penn. His conversion and experience were 
of that positive and distinctive type so char- 
acteristic of spiritual Methodism in the days 
of vital power. With a temperament of a 
highly sanguine kind, coupled with a clear 
and strong grasp of divine truth and vig- 
orous mental force, he was a good subject 
through which the Holy Spirit gave expres- 
sion to the deep things of God. We are not 
called upon to style him a great preacher, 
but his consecrated energy, devoutness of 
soul, earnestness of manner, united with 
tenderest pathos, made him a most accept- 
able preacher, and won him hosts of loving 
friends. Brother Penn was strong with the 
people. As pastor, and as presiding eld- 
er, he was loved and appreciated for his 
work’s sake and for his moral worth. He 
was of good preaching stock. His father, 
the Rev. James Penn, originally from Vir- 
ginia, was for more than fifty years one of 
our beloved and effective ministers. He 
passed to his reward a few years since, be- 
ing more than fourscore years, full of hon- 
ors and of the Holy Ghost. This venerated 
minister and expounder of the gospel gave 
to the Church he loved so long and so well 
four sons, who consecrated their best pow- 
ers and labors to the Methodist ministry — 
John, William, George, and Thompson. 
The latter, and youngest of the quartet, is 
the only one remaining to proclaim the 
glad tidings of salvation to men. Father 
and three sons now mingle in the sweet 
fellowship of the saints, with many who 
have gone up to join the white-robed 
throng, saved through the instrumentality 
of this family of Wesleyan preachers. 
Brother George W. Penn was received by 
the Missouri Conference as a probation- 
er at Chillicothe, Mo., September 16, 1858. 
He received ordination as a deacon at 
St. Charles, Mo., September 18, 1860, at 
the hands of Bishop Kavanaugh. At the 
first session of . the Missouri Conference 
after the war, held in the city of Hanni- 
bal, August 1, 1865, he was ordained elder, 
Bishop Kavanaugh officiating. His history 
is not clearly traceable from that date until 
1871, when his name appears as a transfer 
to his mother Conference. Where he had 
labored during the interim does not appear 
from any data at hand. The later years of 
his ministry were spent on the St. Charles 
District and in St. Charles Station, where 
in the early part of his fourth year of serv- 
ice in that charge he ceased at once to work 
and live. The work accomplished during 
the years of his pastorate in St. Charles 
will long remain a monument to his great 
usefulness and influence. Through his vig- 
orous and efficient efforts our Church has 
secured the most desirable property in the 
bounds of the Conference. No minister 
had a stronger and larger hold upon the 
masses of citizens in St. Charles than 
brother Penn. This was evidenced by the 
manifested sorrow of multitudes through- 



out the city, and by the vast assembly that 
crowded to his funeral. The closing up of his 
labors, protracted and full of purpose, was 
touching. An overworked system had felt 
the monitions of coming failure, and he had 
been warned of danger. We cannot fath- 
om the divine intentions, but are prone to 
believe that had brother Penn suspended 
labor for a time and undergone required 
treatment, his valuable life might have 
been prolonged. His last conscious hours 
were spent at his post, and he fell in the 
pulpit while delivering a sermon. He was 
carried hence, not to return until we bore 
him there, cold and silent, and paid loving 
tribute to his memory and worth. Thence 
he was borne to the cemetery, where he 
was laid to sleep, Masonic honors being 
rendered, in connection with the services 
of the church. His last intelligent utter- 
ance was, “My work is done,” spoken as he 
was being taken from the chancel to the 
study. He was carried home, where he 
lingered in unconsciousness until the clos- 
ing scene. Thus passed from our ranks 
one of the strong men of the Missouri Con- 
ference; thus closed in peace a life that 
had been full of lights and shadows. 

Joseph Y. Blake y was born in Howard 
county, Missouri, nearly sixty-two years 
ago. He married Ella Arnold in Clay 
county, Missouri, in 1861. Four children 
were born of this union, all of whom, with 
his wife, survive him. He united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Au- 

§ ust, 1855, under the ministry of the Rev. 

[. R. Jones, at Haynesville, Clinton coun- 
ty, Mo. Six weeks after he joined the 
Church (being a penitent, seeking salvation 
at the time of joining the Church), he was 
converted on the 3d of September, 1855, at 
about ten o’clock at night, at a camp meet- 
ing held at Antioch Church, near Haynes- 
ville, Missouri, under the auspices of the 
“O’Kelleyite” Methodists, since known as 
the Christian Union Church. He was li- 
censed to exhort by the Greenville Society 
of the Haynesville Circuit, Plattsburg Dis- 
trict, Missouri Conference, in May, 1862, 
and recommended by the said society, in 
August of the same year, to the Quarterly 
Conference for license to preach, which 
was accordingly done at Haynesville, Mo. 
He traveled the Liberty Circuit as a supply 
during the Conference year 1866-67 ; was 
received into the Missouri Conference on 
trial at its fifty-first session, held at Macon 
City, Mo., September 5, 1867. At this ses- 
sion of the Conference he was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Marvin, and at the ses- 
sion of the Missouri Conference held in 
September, 1871, was ordained elder by 
Bishop Doggett. Including the work he 
supplied in 1866-67, the following are the 
pastoral charges to which he has been ap- 
pointed, and which he served to this date : 
Liberty Circuit, Camden Circuit, Gallatin 
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Mission, Spring Hill Circuit, Brunswick 
Station and Keytesville, Linneus Circuit, 
Weston Station and Platte City, Montgom- 
ery City Circuit, Jonesburg Circuit, Pleas- 
ant Grove Circuit, Fulton Station, St. 
Charles Station, Chillicothe Station, Alba- 
ny Station, Lawson and Lathrop, Cameron 
Station, Brunswick Station, Triplett Cir- 
cuit, Hardin Circuit, New Franklin and 
Clark Chapel, Armstrong Circuit, Cedar 
City Circuit, Madison Circuit, Glasgow 
Circuit. This record was written by his 
own hand, even down to the last appoint- 
ment. Brother Blakey had been ailing for 
years, but early in the past year he was 
stricken with a dropsical affection which 
confined him to his bed for weeks. From 
this he rallied and did a good year’s work. 
He, however, anticipated an early death, 
and spent this last year of his life making 
preparation for it. Let no one think that 
the premonition of death saddened him; 
on tne contrary, it was a happy year, a 
year of deepening humility and broaden- 
ing love. He wrs a good man, kind and 
gentle ; one could not think of him as be- 
ing in a passion. There is no stain upon 
his character; he goes to his reward an 
honored itinerant Methodist preacher, who, 
like Paul, was a partaker of tne afflictions of 
the gospel. Brother Blakey had not missed 
a roll call at his Conference for thirty-two 
years. At the opening of the present ses- 
sion, when his name was called he did not 
respond, but seven hours later he answered 
for the first time to his name in the skies. 
Our brother has gone to that city where, by 
the grace of God, we shall meet him again.

John J. Haynes was born in Fayette 
county, West Virginia, December 22, 1866. 
His parents being Methodists, he was in 
childhood dedicated to God by baptism at 
the hands of the Rev. C. F. Crooks. His 

outh was passed in the county of his 

irth, and, being influenced by the envi- 
ronments of a Christian home and commu- 
nity, was in early life possessed of those 
convictions which lie at the foundation of 
every earnest and successful life — love to 
humanity and fidelity to God. Moved and 
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actuated by these holy impulses, in the 
nineteenth year of his life he received the 
blessed witness of God’s Spirit that he was 
numbered among the heirs of the kingdom. 
He was soon convinced that God demanded 
more of him than simply the labors of a 
common parishioner, and as a result was 
licensed to preach the gospel, and in Sep- 
tember, 1889, was admitted on trial in the 
Western Virginia Conference at Catletts- 
burg, and appointed by Bishop Wilson to 
the Addison charge, which he served with 
success for four years continuously. A hard 
student, he was always well prepared for 
his examinations, and at the expiration of 
two years was ordained deacon at Park- 
ersburg by Bishop Granbery. Two years 
later he was ordained elder at Ashland, 
Kentucky, by Bishop Galloway, and ap- 
ointed to the Birch Circuit, where he la- 
ored earnestly for two years. In 1895 he 
was assigned to Minnora Circuit, where for 
two years more his untiring energies were 
effectively directed in the building up and 
strengthening of the Master’s kingdom. 
We next see him among the scenes and 
friends of his childhood again, in the An- 
sted charge. Eight years ago he went out 
from among his friends in the strength of 
his manhood with the sword of truth un- 
sheathed, which year by year was polished 
and strengthened until he became one of 
the master workmen in the Lord’s employ. 
After a brief but most pleasant and profit- 
able stay of six months on the Ansted 
charge, and just after one of those gracious 
revivals in which some forty immortal spir- 
its had escaped the prison-house of sin, the 
consecrated and devoted Haynes sheathed 
and hung up his sword, never again to 
raise it in defense of the cause he so much 
loved. Though his striking personality is 
no longer a controlling force among men, 
the hallowed influence of that exemplary 
life will live on forever, and for genera- 
tions to come will be seen the reflection of 
the goodness and beauty of his character 
in the lives and acts of other men. Before 
entering the ministry, he was married to 
Miss Sue Arena Odell, who proved a most 
helpful and pleasant companion during 
their short sojourn together. Their home 
was blessed with five children, two boys 
and three girls. In the absence of a model 
husband and devoted father, w r e commend 
the bereaved w r idow T and orphaned children 
to the w r atchful care of ministering angels 
and the tender sympathies of an omniscient 
God, who ruleth and directeth in the affairs 
and destinies of men, and who hath prom- 
ised to befriend the needy and be a father 
to the fatherless. The life of brother 
Haynes w r as one worthy of imitation — gen- 
tle as it was beautiful, ever shedding light 
and gladness throughout the realm of his 
associations. He was possessed of the hap- 
py faculty of beholding the bright side of 
ever 3 r thing. Like the blushing violet in 



some secluded spot, giving off sw-eet fra- 
grance and filling with aroma the atmos- 

E here surrounding it, so was the pure and 
oly life of our dear brother ever uncon- 
sciously sending out a most blessed and 
leavening influence in the social circle of 
his wanderings and labors. But his toils 
are ended. On the 28th day of last March 
the Master called for him and he went. As 
the poet has most beautifully and impress- 
ively said, “We can not, we will not, say 
he’s dead — he’s just away”; lifted from 
the weary paths of toil on earth to the 
rapturous plains of paradise. Though to 
men he shall no more tell the sweet and 
charming story of the cross, yet with an- 
gels shall he vie in the carols of redemp- 
tion. Though over us hang the clouds of 
sorrow and bereavement, around him are 
bursting in floods of celestial glory the 
supernal light of the -saints’ inheritance. 
We have lost a faithful co worker, the 
Church a strong pillar, and the world a 
devout friend ; but he has found an en- 
during rest, where faith has merged into 
sight and hope into blessed reality.

William Marion Bewley was born in 
Greene county, Tennessee, March 2, 1842, 
and died in ‘Neosho, Mo., July 7, 1898. 
When he was but two years old his father 
removed to Missouri, first settling in Jack- 
son county, from which he removed to 
Polk county in 1847, where William grew 
to man’s estate. While on a visit to Inde- 
pendence, in 1858, he was converted in a 
meeting held by the pastor, the Rev. W. B. 
McFarland. In 1861 he joined that distin- 
guished regiment of the Confederate army, 
the Fifth Missouri. He was a brave, true, 
faithful soldier. Some time during the 
war he joined the Army Church. In June, 
1866, he was received into the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at Smith's Chap- 
el, Saline county, Missouri, by the Rev. A. 
M. Rader, to whose daughter, Louisa, he 
was married, November 15, 1867. He was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Arrow Rock Circuit, held at Ridge 
Prairie, June, 1867. At the first Conference 
ever held in Kansas City, over which Bish- 
op Marvin presided, October, 1867, he was 
admitted on trial in the itinerancy by the 
St. Louis Conference. His fields of labor 
were Rolla, Missouri, two years; Salem 
Circuit, two years; Plattin, one year. In 
1872 he was transferred to the Western 
Conference, and served Marion Center 
Circuit. In 1873 he was transferred to this 
Conference, and traveled Grand Pass Cir- 
cuit one year ; Wellington, two years ; La 
Monte, four years; Arrow Rock, three 
vears; Lebanon District, one year; and 
Miami and Mt. Carmel, two years. In 
1886 he located and removed to Colorado, 
seeking health. Here he joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, in which he wrought 
five years, the last of which he was sta- 
tioned at Springfield, Mo. In 1892 he re- 



turned to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, reentering this Conference. Hence- 
forth he was pastor of Rich Hill two years; 
Webb City, one year; Campbell Street, 
Springfield, one year ; Marshfield, one year 
— to which he was reappointed one year 
ago, but three months thereafter, because 
of failing health, he had to surrender his 
charge. He removed to Neosho, hoping to 
recuperate, but continued to decline till 
July 3, when he was stricken with paraly- 
sis, and four days after passed up to the 
home of the immortals. Brother Bewley 
had a commanding presence. He was tall, 
compactly built, of florid complexion, light 
hair, and blue eyes, and a pleasant face. 
Intellectually, he was well endowed ; and 
although his opportunities for mental train- 
ing were limited, having spent the first half 
of the third decade of his life in the army, 
yet he spoke the English language both cor- 
rectly and fluently. He had a good heart 
and a rich religious experience. He was a 
good, successful preacher and helpful pas- 
tor. In almost every charge he served he 
had gracious revivals. It is not out of 
place to say that he was a revivalist. “He 
was a good man, full of the Holy Ghost, 
and of faith ; and much people were added 
unto the Lord” by his ministry. Two of 
his children had passed on before him to 
the other shore ; two others and his wife 
remain with us.

John W. Tabor, a young man on trial 
in the Conference, died October 30, 1897. 



He was converted in early life, and united 
with the Church. He was licensed to 
preach in 1896, and was admitted on trial 
into the Conference in the fall of the same 
year. He had preached one round on his 
first charge, when called on to yield up his 
life. He was a graduate of a commercial 
school, and then a teacher in West Ken- 
tucky. He was an honest man, and was 
for some years holy in heart and life. A 
burning desire for the salvation of souls 
moved him to diligence and earnestness 
in endeavor. He was active in religious 
work, and served the Church in an of- 
ficial capacity before he became a preach- 
er. He died in holy triumph, giving full 
and satisfactory assurance of his readiness 
to depart and be forever with his Lord. 

David Morton was born in Russellville, 
Ky., June 4, 1833, and was buried there 
March 12, 1898. He was of good old En- 
glish stock on his father’s side, but mixed 
with the Scotch-Irish through his mother. 
He was the youngest son of the late Mar- 
maduke Beckwith Morton and his wife, 
Nancy Caldwell. He had a high apprecia- 
tion of his good heredity. As a boy he was 
a hearty, rollicking,, impulsive fellow, fond 
of practical jokes and full of restless activ- 
ity; he could hardly be still. Even then he 
was a recognized leader and attached his 
friends to him as with hooks of steel. His 
education was obtained at the excellent 
classical school of Professor Wines, in his 
native town. It was liberal for that day. 
His religious training, which began in his 
infancy, was careful and thorough. His 
father was eminent for his Christian integ- 
rity, and his stepmother was one of the 
saintliest of women. He was reared in a 
religious atmosphere. He attended Sunday 
school and the regular church services. 
These influences formed his life and deter- 
mined his character. He was converted 
wffien a boy, but his settled Christian expe- 
rience began at the communion table in De- 
cember, 1851. He was called to preach in 
such an authoritative manner as to leave no 
doubt of its genuineness. Like many oth- 
ers who have gone before him he had se- 
vere soul struggles before his final surren- 
der. He was duly licensed in 1852, and 
was admitted on trial in the Louisville 
Conference in October, 1853. It must not 
be forgotten that brother Morton had a fine 
business training, under his father, one of 
the most competent and careful business 
men of his day. It was in the clerk’s office 
that David acquired familiarity with busi- 
ness forms, method, exactness, and the im- 
portance of minutest details. This knowl- 
edge served him so well in later years that 
he became preeminent in his Conference as 
a business man. It was in the office of the 
county clerk that he received his prepara- 
tion for his future great career as Church 
Extension Secretary. His first appoint- 
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ment was to the Mammoth Cave Circuit, 
which he was advised “was a line opening 
for a young man.” The next important 
event in his life was his marriage to Miss 
Hannah W. Bottomley, daughter of the Rev. 
Thomas Bottomley, who was long a mem- 
ber of our Conference. His choice was a 
wise one, and his domestic life full of fe- 
licity. For more than forty years they 
walked lovingly together. His career as a 
Methodist preacher was very different from 
wliat he had anticipated. He expected to 
be in the regular pastoral work, but in- 
stead of that he was permitted to spend 
only ten years in that work. He was truly 
itinerant in a broad field, but for years his 
heart yearned for the pastorate, for which 
he had special qualifications and in which 
he had been very successful. But David 
Morton always succeeded. He despised 
failures. God had prepared him, however, 
for a different sort of work, and thrust him 
into it step by step. Early in his ministry 
he developed a capacity for large things. 
At thirty years of age he was a recognized 
leader. The conception of Logan Female 
College so early in his life was a prophecy 
of the young man's future. It was a noble 
conception, wisely planned, carefully exe- 
cuted. and became a grand realization un- 
der his efficient management. He took 
every precaution against failure. He first 
found a judicious location. He surrounded 
himself with a board of directors of wise 
business men. He traveled all over the 
Conference and enlisted the active sympa- 
thy of his brethren in the ministry and of 
hundreds of loyal laymen. He worked 
persistently through weary years until suc- 
cess crowned his labors. Then with the 
triumphant long-meter doxology on his 
lips and his heart, he laid down his trust. 
That was a happy day for him. Logan Fe- 
male College is a nobler monument to Da- 
vid Morton in his native town than the 
sculptor could chisel from the marble or 
mold in bronze. From this time forward 
he was an enthusiastic friend of education. 
His next important work for the Church 
was in the presiding eldership. In this re- 
sponsible office his administrative ability 
was made conspicuous. He spent much time 
in his work, and was never “triflingly em- 
ployed.” He never spared himself. This 
work greatly prospered in his hands. 
From the Russellville District he was trans- 
ferred to Montana and stationed at Helena, 
and also made presiding elder of the Helena 
District. This was a hard field, involving 
separation from his family, much travel, 
exposure to the severe cold, and all the in- 
conveniences of a new country. But ‘ ‘ none 
of these things moved him.” He built 
wisely and well, and his work abides. The 
varied experiences of the hard field were 
highly educative to him. He learned more 
of God, more of himself, more of his fellow- 
men than he had ever known before. He 



came home with a high appreciation of the 
great West and of its possibilities. This 
experience was his finishing qualification 
for the office and the work of Church Ex- 
tension Secretary, an office which he cre- 
ated and filled for twelve years with such 
distinguished ability. During the period 
of his connection with the office it grew 
from nothing until the contributions from 
all sources rounded up a grand total of 
$928,278.33. If not the father of our 
Preachers’ Aid Society, he was the ablest 
manager of its funds, the most jealous 
guardian of its interests, and the most un- 
tiring worker for its success. Its interests 
were as dear to him as the apple of his eye. 
We hold in grateful remembrance his la- 
bors for this cause. He was elected to rep- 
resent us five times in the General Confer- 
ence, and it has been said that no member 
of that body had a larger personal influ- 
ence. At one time lie received a strong 
vote for the episcopacy. He received his 
degree of Doctor of Divinity from Cente- 
nary College. His interest in Warren Col- 
lege and his labors for that institution dur- 
ing its brief career are facts of history. 
His subsequent connection with the Board 
of Education and his efficient management 
are well known. When the Vanderbilt 
Training School was projected, he took 
hold of it with a strong hand. In this 
work he met with unexpected trials from 
unreasonable men — he passed through “a 
baptism of fire,” and came out without 
“the smell of fire on his garments.” He 
gave liberally to this school out of his own 
money, and endowed its museum. The 
amount of money he gave to the various 
causes of the Church is astonishing, when 
we consider his resources. But he was a 
very able financier, and his money was 
consecrated. He devised liberal things, 
and prospered according to the divine 
promise. In a personal characterization 
we would say that he was a man of brain 
and brawn. He had a strongly knit body 
and was stockily built, which gave him 
great powers of physical endurance. He 
could endure a longer strain of protracted 
labor than any one else we have ever 
known. He was confident of his own 
powers, and when warned against the dan- 

f er would reply: “It won’t hurt me; I 
ave done it many a time.” He recuper- 
ated rapidly, ate heartily, and slept sound- 
ly. His brain was large and well nour- 
ished ; it was thoroughly disciplined. His 
memory was marvelous, his faculty for de- 
tails phenomenal. He rarely ever forgot 
either a face or a name, and was a superior 
enealogist. What a biographer he would 
ave made! He wrote well, and was mas- 
ter of good, strong, vigorous English. He 
was always and everywhere a man of great 
virility. His mind was distinguished for 
its breadth of sweep. It was of a practical 
rather than a logical type. Knowledge 
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that resulted in no practical benefit to the 
world had no charms for him. He was an 
intensely practical man. He had a good 
literary . taste and judgment, and read the 
best books with enjoyment. His executive 
ability was great. He both knew how to 
do things and how to have them done. He 
could manage more Church organizations, 
dominate more boards, understand the de- 
tails of all more perfectly than any other 
man we have ever had among us. But his 
domination was courteous. He was confi- 
dent in his judgment, and he had the right 
to be. He informed himself with the ut- 
most care. He was also thoroughly con- 
scientious. He was both aggressive and 
conservative. With all his fondness for 
routine, he did not believe in sticking to the 
ruts when the axles began to rub. He was 
afraid of innovations, and not a man given 
to change ; but he could perceive the value 
of new things that were really good, and 
did not hesitate to adopt them. Behind 
every enterprise that enlisted his coopera- 
tion he put the power of a great personali- 
ty. He had but little patience with hesi- 
tating weaklings. He was a man of strong 
convictions and determined purpose, and 
therefore seldom failed to accomplish what 
he undertook. He was a ready debater, 
and had the ability to state his case with 
great perspicuity and force. His mighty 
will power made him an obstinate fighter. 
His great good sense and sound judgment, 
so well known to his brethren, were poten- 
tial factors in his advocacy. Moreover, he 
was an earnest and even an impassioned 
speaker. He was a magnetic man, and 
could readily get hold of men’s hearts. He 
was in full sympathy with the great throb- 
bing heart of humanity. He knew men’s 
labors and sorrows, their cares and griefs, 
and got under their burdens. Moreover, 
he was a bright companion, a fine conver- 
sationalist, full of humor, and possessed of 
a rich fund of anecdote, which he told with 
rare zest and in an inimitable manner. 
He believed in a hearty laugh, and tried to 
lighten the burdens of others by throwing 
the sunshine of his humor into their lives. 
He has wreathed a thousand faces with 
smiles where he has made one to weep. 
He had great personal popularity. He was 
a friend tried and true. Many wept as for 
a brother when David Morton died. He 
was an ardent patriot and a feroad-minded 
philanthropist. If he labored for the wel- 
fare of all races, yet it was for his own 
land that he felt the deepest interest. He 
understood its history. He was familiar 
with political principles, and knew the 
genius of our government. He exulted in 
our brilliant achievements. He labored to 
bring up a better citizenship. He believed 
that the Christian religion was the best civ- 
ilizing agency on earth, and that the estab- 
lishment of churches was necessary to the 
extension of Christianity. Many a church 



has been established in Kentucky through 
his personal and official interest for the 
better civilization of the people. He loved 
the colored people also. His last public 
contribution w r as to the cause of colored 
education. As a preacher he was original, 
practical, evangelical. He had no fond- 
ness for what are technically called doc- 
trinal sermons. His methods were some- 
times unique, but never eccentric. In 
theology he was an orthodox Methodist. 
He was always a sensible preacher, and 
spoke to the edification of the people. At 
times he rose to greatness in the pulpit and 
swept his audience with a tide of impas- 
sioned eloquence. But his pulpit efforts 
were irregular. In manner he was rapid, 
earnest, impressive. Taken from the pas- 
torate so early in his ministry, he was not 
allowed the opportunity for full develop- 
ment as a preacher. His occasional ser- 
mons show what he might have been. On 
the platform he excelled. Here he allowed 
himself the utmost freedom of thought and 
richest play of humor. He made his audi- 
ence laugh and cry. He got their attention 
and held it. He gave out information, 
wrought conviction, and won their appro- 
bation. He awakened their consciences, 
loosened their purse strings and got their 
money. As a great collector his reputation 
was as broad as the Church. David Mor- 
ton was a devout Christian. He believed 
God. He was a man of much prayer, and 
his faith was as confiding as that of a child. 
When laboring under burdens, time and 
again we have heard him say, “Let us 
pray” ; and then how earnestly and tear- 
fully he would pour out his soul unto God! 
He said, “I rely solely on the infinite merit 
of Christ for my salvation.” Thus he lived, 
and so he died. We must leave to his bi- 
ographer the details of his life — a life so 
busy and so full of thrilling incident. For 
robust manhood, dauntless courage, bold 
enterprise, persistent purpose, calm self- 
reliance, and tireless energy ; for loyal de- 
votion to God and to his Church, his coun- 
try, and his friends; for high executive 
ability and great generosity; for distin- 
guished successes in different fields of la- 
bor ; for spotless integrity, and all in all a 
well-rounded life, we shall not soon look 
upon his like again. 

James Rufus Dempsey was born in Rock- 
ingham county, North Carolina, December 
13, 1825. While yet a child the family re- 
moved to Virginia, where he grew up to 
manhood. When quite a young man he 
came to Kentucky. He chose the profes- 
sion of medicine, but while engaged in the 
preparatory study necessary for successful 
practice, he was brought under conviction, 
and was happily converted. This was soon 
followed by a conviction that he was called 
to preach the gospel. After due and prayer- 
ful consideration, he yielded to the impres- 
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sion, and obeyed the call. Having obtained 
license to preach, he was admitted on trial 
into the Louisville Conference in 1848, 
where his membership remained to the end 
of his life. Brother Dempsey was twice 
married. His first wife was Miss Melcinia 
Coleman, of Warren county, Kentucky. 
There were born to them four children — 
Rev. J. M. Dempsey, of the Missouri Con- 
ference, being the only one surviving. His 
second marriage was to Miss Mary E. Line- 
baugh, of Russellville, Ky. There were ten 
children by this marriage, nine of whom 
are still living. His death occurred in New 
Franklin, Missouri, April 22, 1898. He 
filled some of the best appointments in the 
Conference, and was for years a presiding 
elder. In some respects brother Demp- 
sey was a rare man. He was a superior 
preacher, combining a clear, musical voice 
with distinct enunciation and poetic ex- 
pression. As a preacher he charmed his 
audiences, and was capable of filling any 
pulpit to the delight of his hearers. On 
the other hand, he was in the business af- 
fairs of life impractical and helpless, He 
had visions of success that always eluded 
him, and theories of business that ever 
fa led ; and yet he never seemed to be dis- 
couraged, but was hopeful, and seemed 
cheerful through it all — ever failing, and 
yet ever expectant. So far as we know, 
the moral character of brother Dempsey 
was without a blemish, and in the quality 
of his life he stands in our esteem for sim- 
plicity, integrity, and purity. In his death 
we feel that a brother beloved has gone 
from our midst. The visions of earth have 
all faded from his view in the brighter 
light of the morning of the eternal day. 

William L. Corbin was born in Brown 
county, Ohio, July 29, 1880. He was con- 
verted and joined the Church in childhood. 
In the fall of 1869 he was admitted on trial 
into the Kentucky Conference, where he 
traveled one year as Agent of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. He was ordained a 
deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh in 1871, and 
an elder by Bishop Marvin in 1873. He 
was married to Miss Annie Cassolt, of 
Paris, Illinois, in 1862. Two children were 
born to them, one dying in infancy. His 
wife died about eight years ago, and since 
his death, February 5, 1898, the only sur- 
viving member of the family is Miss frank- 
lin Corbin, of Paris, 111. "After spending 
one year in the Kentucky Conference, he 
filled the following appointments in the 
Illinois Conference : Altamont Circuit, two 
years; Ashley Station, one year; Marion 
Circuit, one year ; Kinmundy Station, two 
years. In the Louisville Conference: Rock- 
port Circuit, two years ; New Roe Circuit, 
one year; Calhoun Circuit, three years; 
Owensboro Circuit, one year ; Bacon Creek 
Circuit, two years; Munfordville Circuit 
two years ; Shepherdsville Circuit, one 



year; Jeffersontown Circuit, two years; 
Carrsville Circuit, one year; Sebree City Cir- 
cuit, fouryears; Casey ville Circuit, one year; 
Sacramento Circuit, two years ; when he 
died In February of his third year, thus end- 
ing his labors and laying down his charge. 
During his illness, which was somewhat pro- 
tracted, he gave ample testimony to his per- 
fect readiness to depart and be with Christ. 
We regret that our limited acquaintance 
with brother Corbin does not permit a more 
extensive personal review of his life and 
character. It is enough, however, to say 
that a good and true man and a faithful 
preacher of the gospel has finished his 
course and entered upon eternal life. The 
unseen to us is now the real to him, and 
the unfolding glories of the land that is 
fairer than day are ever opening to his 
transformed, beatific vision. 

Learner B. Davison was born in Gray- 
son county, Kentucky, May 3, 1813. lie 
was reared on the farm, and his naturally 
strong body was made stronger and tough- 
er by the exercise of the farm. He was 
converted and joined the Church in Hawes- 
ville, in 1831. He was licensed to preach 
later, and was local one year. He was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Kentucky Confer- 
ence in 1842, and was therefore a member 
of the Conference fifty-six years. He was 
ordained deacon in 1844, and elder in 1846, 
at Louisville. He filled in order the follow- 
ing appointments : 1843-44, notin Minutes ; 

1845, Hopkinsville Circuit, with A. Long; 

1846, La Fayette Circuit; 1847, Asbury 

Chapel, Louisville; 1848-49, Russellville; 
1850, Elkton ; 1851-52, Scottsville ; 1853, 
Lebanon; 1854, Eighth Street, Louisville; 
1855, Glasgow; 1856-57, Logan Circuit; 
1858-59, Hopkinsville Circuit ; 1860-61, 
Madisonville ; 1862, Franklin Circuit; 

1863-64, Louisville City Mission ; 1865, 
Hawesville Circuit; 1866, Cadiz Circuit; 
1867, Cave City ; 1868, Russellville Circuit ; 
1869, presiding elder of Hopkinsville Dis- 
trict ; 1870-72, presiding elder of Princeton 
District ; 1873-76, presiding elder of Eliza- 
bethtown District; 1877, Owensboro Circuit; 
1878, Greensburg ; 1879-80, Burksville Cir- 
cuit ; 1881-82, Shepherdsville Circuit ; 1883, 
Lewisport Circuit; 1884, Campbellsville 
Circuit; 1885-86, Columbia Circuit; 1887, 
Smith’s Grove; 1888, Owensboro Circuit; 
1889, Rochester; 1890, Sharon Grove Cir- 
cuit; 1891, Morgantown; 1892, Smithland; 
1893-94, Livermore ; 1895-97, Asbury Chap- 
el. He was a man of tough fiber and great 

S hysical vigor — a man of brain and brawn. 

[e was of amiable temper and sweet spirit, 
of deep, fervent piety. His life was con- 
sistent, because of its uniformity. He was 
always busy and never triflingly employed. 
He worked with his hands as well as with 
his brains. He had the best of gardens 
when a housekeeper, and kept a fat horse 
and a good cow. He rose early that he 
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might do a full day’s work. He was dis- 
tinguished as the greatest bookseller of his 
Conference. He scattered the best books 
wherever he went, and has sown his 
Church’s literature all over our great Con- 
ference field. He has been known to sell 
eighteen hundred dollars' worth in one pas- 
toral charge. He looked after every mem- 
ber of the Church, especially the children, 
and kept his class books straight. He was 
an excellent pastor. For this work he had 
the special qualifications of ready sympa- 
thy and good, practical sense. He was a 
good disciplinarian, and endeavored to 
Enforce the rules and regulations of the 
Church. He was as a man of rare simplicity 
of character. He was artless as a child. 
He was plain and open in all his dealings 
with men. He loved to preach, and never 
took a journey without sending a string of 
appointments before him. He said, “I’d 
rather be a Methodist preacher than an an- 
gel in heaven.” He believed the gospel in 
his inmost soul, and delighted in its saving 
power. He knew how to preach ; was a 
good sermonizer. He had read the best 
authors in theology, but not more of them 
than he could digest. He was a good theo- 
logian and a strong doctrinal preacher. 
Indeed, his doctrinal sermons were so good 
that he was frequently sent for to preach 
special sermons, and never failed to give 
satisfaction. His voice was fine, his elocu- 
tion good, his manner earnest and impress- 
ive, and when he had an unction from on 
high his sermons were powerful. A great 
reacher from th& Tennessee Conference 
eard brother Davison at Hopkinsville a 
few years ago, and was delighted. “That 
sermon,” said he, “was worth a trip from 
Nashville to hear it. He is a splendid speci- 
men of the former type of the Methodist 
preacher.” He was somewhat eccentric, 
and at times gave occasion to the more 
fastidious of his hearers to criticise him. 
When approached on the subject, he said : 
“That is Davison ; it is ingrained into him, 
and you can make nothing else out of him. ’ ’ 
His illustrations were quite original, and 
sometimes provoked laughter. He was a 
holy man, a sanctified man in the exact 
scriptural sense, a saint of God — but not a 
rider of hobbies. He had his soul-battles, 
one in particular of great fierceness, many 
years ago; but he “sinned not with his 
lips,” and fled for refuge “to the covert of 
His wings,” who is able to keep those who 
trust in him. He was a happy Christian. 
He often rejoiced in the Lord. Conference 
reunions were great occasions to him. He 
never missed a roll-call in fifty-six years. 
He was a faithful man. Whatever he un- 
dertook to do he wrought out with con- 
scientious fidelity. He was faithful to his 
engagements. He filled his appointments 
through heat or cold or wet or dry. He 
was faithful in the observance of every 
Christian duty, whether it required public 



or private recognition. He was wonder- 
fully gifted in prayer. He talked with 
God as friend with friend, but always with 
rofoundest reverence. He is believed to 
ave preached more sermons, talked with 
more people about their souls, prayed in 
more families, comforted more sorrowing 
hearts, sold more books, traveled more 
miles by private conveyance, slept under 
more roofs, than any other man who ever 
held membership in this Conference. He 
might well have chosen the words, “In la- 
bors abundant,” for his motto. What a 
record ! His vital force was well main- 
tained, and his mental power suffered but 
small abatement. He w as a great lover of 
his brethren in the ministry. Their names 
were precious in his memory. He never 
disparaged them, but honored them for 
their work’s sake. Brother Davison was 
twice married. First, to Mrs. Caroline A. 
Hinds, a lady whom he met in the city of 
Louisville. They were married in 1848. 
She was the mother of his children. He 
buried her in 1857, and during the same 
year married Miss Sarah Knowles, who for 
forty long years cheered and comforted 
him, and still lives to mourn his loss. The 
end came suddenly, without a moment’s 
warning, but he was ready. He, w r ho 
“walked with God” for so many years, 
“was not, for God took him.”

In the middle of our last Conference year 
there came to us, from the little Rock Con- 



ference, N. T. Thomasson, a young man 
in his first year on trial in that Conference, 
whose failing health compelled him to sur- 
render his charge there, and seek for health 
and a field of labor on our coast. He was 
employed during the closing months of last 
year by the presiding elder at Cahuenga, 
where he won the love of his people and 
made impressions for good. At the last 
session of our Conference it was thought 
best by his brethren, for climatic reasons, 
to assign him a place in Arizona ; so he 
was stationed at Bethel, where he served 
acceptably, until failing health compelled 
him to desist. He then returned to his 
home in Arkansas to die, which event took 
place at Prescott, in that state, on July 18, 
1898. He was born in Georgia, but the 
place and date are unknown to us, as are 
also the circumstances and environments 
of his childhood and youth, save that his 
mother was a devout Christian and his peo- 
ple were of the Methodist faith. He was a 
man of fine mind, and had secured a good 
education. In early manhood he chose the 
law as his life work, but later became for a 
time connected with political journalism. 
During these years he wandered from God 
and the teachings of his mother, and be- 
came entangled in the meshes of sin. His 
sinful life was a source of great sorrow to 
his mother, and broke her heart with grief ; 
but through all his wanderings from the 
right her prayers and the Spirit of grace 
followed him, until, like the prodigal son 
of old, “he came to himself,” and sought 
again thj Father’s house and forgiveness. 
After his conversion, and after he had 
yielded to the Holy Spirit’s call to the min- 
istry, he sought his mother, put his arms 
about her, 'kissed her weather-beaten 
cheeks, and said; “Mamma, I have turned 
away from my sin, and have given God my 
heart and life, and he has graciously for- 
iven me. Will you forgive me the sorrow 
have caused you? And I am going to 
preach the gospel of Jesus so long as I live. 
Will my preaching the gospel do you as 
much good now and in the future as my 
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sin has caused you pain and grief in the 
past ? ” And the godly mother pressed her 
boy to her heart, rained tears and kisses 
upon his face, and said : “My son, my son, 

I praise the Lord, and am satisfied. ’ ’ F rom 
that time to the end he faltered not, but 
gave himself to his Lord and his Lord’s 
employ. Brother Thomasson was a com- 
panionable man. He possessed the spirit 
of his Lord. In his heart was the law of 
kindness. He was a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist. His reading was extensive. He 
was very fortunate in his marriage. His 
wife was a cultured lady and truly pious. 
A brave, faithful helpmeet, she was wise in 
the counsel and help which she rendered. 
Walking with God, and in fellowship with 
her husband, she won and held the confi- 
dence and love of his people. Their 
union was blessed by two children, bright 
little girls, aged about three and five re- 
spectively. When brother Thomasson re- 
alized that the end was near, he set his 
house in order, went back to his old home 
and kindred, made the best arrangements 
he could for his wife and children, then 
quietly awaited the call, of the Saviour. 
His wife, in a letter to friends in Arizona, 
said that “for days before he departed he 
seemed to lose sight of himself and his suf- 
ferings, and was consumed with a desire to 
bless and save others. Thus he talked and 
preached, praised and rejoiced up to the 
very moments of dissolution, and died 
bearing the certain and definite testimony 
that eternal life was his inheritance.” 
Truly, a good man has fallen. Earth is 
better because of his having lived in it, 
heaven is richer because of his removal 
thither. Thank the good Lord, “our peo- 
ple die well.”

B. F. Burris died July 24, 1898. He was 
born July 81, 1888, at Pleasant Hill, Cass 
county, Missouri. He lacked only one 
week of completing his sixty-fifth year. 
He was converted when a boy and reared 
by pious parents. He came to California 
in 1854, and was licensed to preach in 1860. 
He traveled thirty-seven years without 
missing a roll call, either at Annual, Dis- 
trict, or Quarterly Conference : a remark- 
able record, showing that he not only had 
robust health, but also the prime quality of 
punctuality. He was present during the 
first morning’s session of our last Confer- 
ence, but as we looked upon the pale suf- 
ferer our hearts grew sad, for it was evi- 
dent that the strong walls of the earthly 
tenement had begun to crumble. He was 
ordained both deacon and elder by Bishop 
Kavanaugh. We have no data before us 
by which we can give his appointments in 
consecutive order. Among them were Pet- 
aluma, Lakeport, Elmira, Red Bluff, Mer- 
ced, Willows, Modesto, Visalia, Woodland, 
Yuba City, Woodville, Gilroy, and the 
Shasta District. Gilroy was his last sta- 
tion, and he died in the parsonage at Ala- 
meda. The funeral services were conduct- 
ed in the Alameda church by his old friend 
and comrade, Rev. Dr. J. C. Simmons, as- 
sisted by a number of his brethren of the 
Conference. With gentle hands we laid 
him to rest in the Oakland Cemetery. 
Brother Burris was a unique character. 
With the scanty advantages at his com- 
mand in early life, his preaching was re- 
markable indeed. There was a marked 
poetic strain in his native mental qualities. 
Much of his preaching was half prose — 
blank verse. Sometimes there was even 
rhythmic flow in his sentences. But that 
which characterized his preaching more 
than anything else was its pure simplicity, 
and it could not have been otherwise when 
we call to mind his childlikeness, the guile- 
lessness of his daily life. He fought every 
battle in the open field. There were no 
concealments in his nature. If he thought 
he had done anything wrong, he was never 
content to keep it from his brethren. Let 
it be written as his epitaph: “Behold an 
Israelite in deed and in truth, in whom 
was no guile.” People who heard him 
much say there was great directness of 
statement in his sermons, which made him 



a “prophet of fire” on revival occasions. 
His converts are numbered by the hundred; 
and his friends, who can count? It is safe 
to say that no man ever preached in Cali- 
fornia who was more tenderly beloved by 
those who knew him. He was married 
October 23, 1890, to Miss Agnes Montgom- 
ery. In the selection of this good woman 
he was most fortunate. She was indeed a 
helpmeet to him, and never grew weary in 
delicate and devoted attentions during his 
protracted sickness. To her his brethren 
and friends extend a most sincere and 
brotherly sympathy. Men like Benjamin F. 
Burris fill the world with the light of great 
hope. Their very presence is a grace, and 
to nave known them is itself a religion. As 
our dear brother drew near the ‘ ‘ gates of the 
city,” his spirit felt the bracing and blessed 
air of heaven. Suddenly the portals swung 
wide and the glory of God passed by, and 
he was not, for God had taken him. 

B. C. Howard was born in the state of 
Georgia, April 5, 1813; removed to Ken- 
tucky when about seven years of age, grew 
up to manhood, and was married to Miss 
Lucy A. Culp when a little over twenty-one 
years of age. He went to Missouri, and 
thence to California, in 1854. He com- 
menced preaching the gospel about the 
year 1835, and in the year 1859, soon 
after coming to California, he joined the 
Pacific Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, and went 
into the regular itinerant ministry. He 
was quite successful, and through his min- 
istry many were converted and added 
to the Church. He was a strong and 
clear doctrinal preacher. He always em- 
phasized the cardinal doctrines of Meth- 
odism. He ceased the regular work of the 
ministry owing to ill health in 1871, since 
which time, up to his death, he resided in 
the town of Colusa, loved and respected by 
the whole community. Grandpa Howard, 
as he was familiarly known, is greatly 
missed in the community and in the church 
to which he belonged. He was a regular 
attendant at the morning service of his 
church, and of the mid-week prayer meet- 
ing. His presence, his prayers, and his 
talks in his declining years impressed the 
Church that he was growing riper and 
more mellow for his home beyond the 
skies. He was confined to his bed but a 
few days. Realizing fully that his end was 
near, he felt no alarm and expressed a firm 
confidence in the grace of God. He re- 
quested his pastor to sit by his bedside, and 
in an unfaltering voice gave him the data 
from which this memoir is written, and 
made requests and directions as to his fu- 
neral service. He said: “The Lord has 
been good to me. I now feel that the 
shadows are falling thickly, the world and 
its charms are receding, and the Beulah 
Land is looming up before me in all its 
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beauty. Say to all my friends and breth- 
ren, meet me where the Tree of Life is 
blooming. All my intentions from a boy 
have been to be a Christian. Say to the 
Sunday-school children and all the young 
people to give their hearts to God in their 
youth.” Thus, after a long and useful life, 
Grandpa Howard passed peacefully and 
triumphantly to his home on high. He 
died November 25, 1897, aged eighty -four 
years, seven months, and twenty days. 

David Milton Rice, a superannuate of 
the Pacific Annual Conference, went away 
from the brethren on Sunday morning, 
July 81, 1898, aged seventy years, two 
months, and fourteen days. Our brother 
was born in Montgomery county, Missouri, 
and while yet a young man came to Cali- 
fornia. For a time he engaged in mining, 
and while searching for gold that perisn- 
eth, he sought and found the true riches — 
gold tried in the fire, which maketh rich 
indeed. His conviction and conversion 
were of the scriptural type. Convicted by 
the Spirit, born from above, he obtained 

J eace with God through faith in the Lord 
esus Christ. The experience of our broth- 
er was clear and pronounced. Shortly aft- 
er conversion, brother Rice felt called of 
God to preach, and in 1858, in the city of 
Stockton, he was admitted on trial in the 
Pacific Annual Conference. After travel- 
ing two years in California, he was sent to 
aid in organizing our Church in Oregon. 
For eight years he labored in Oregon, being 
a charter member of the Columbia Confer- 
ence, which was organized at Corvallis, Oc- 
tober 26, 1866, by Bishop Kavanaugh. In 
1868 he was happily married to Miss Mary 
J. Wallace, who passed away some years 
since. In 1868 he was transferred to the 
Pacific Conference, and having served a 
few years in the traveling ranks, asked for 
a location. He lived some time within the 
bounds of the Los Angeles Conference, 
after which he was readmitted into the Pa- 
cific Conference. Some years later, on ac- 
count of failing health, he was granted a 
superannuated relation, in which relation 
he continued to the time of his death. 
Brother Rice lived some four years within 
the bounds of the Merced District. His 
presiding elder, Dr. J. C. Simmons, says 
of him: “As a preacher he was fearless. 
He believed in preaching the great funda- 
mental doctrines of Methodism. Regard- 
ing man as totally depraved by nature, he 
knew that nothing could restore him to 
righteousness and true holiness but the 

E ower of God through the merits of our 
ord Jesus Christ. Conviction must be 
deep and thorough. Repentance must be 
of that sort that needeth not to be repented 
of ; and renovation must be that of the 
Spirit. He believed that when a man was 
converted he knew it, having the witness 
of the Spirit to the great fact of adoption. 



His voice was a little peculiar. It had a 
clear, metallic ring about it that some- 
times, when he was fullv aroused, cut like 
a two-edged sword, lie was peculiarly 
gifted in exhortation. At times his ap- 
peals and denunciations would startle you 
— like a bolt, so near that the lightning 
and the thunder seemed simultaneous.” 
When the time of departure came, brother 
Rice was ready. “Be ye also ready, for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the Son 
of man cometh.” 

George H. Newton was born at Canan- 
diagua, New York, October 20, 1820. His 
parents emigrated to Ohio when he was 
eight years of age. Here he grew to the 
estate of manhood and was educated. The 
family now removed to the state of Iowa, 
where they sojourned but a few months, 
and transferred their residence to Missouri, 
where George began teaching, which pro- 
fession he followed for a number of years, 
and in this friends of those days testify he 
was most successful. He was married at 
the age of twenty-five, on October 14, 1845, 
in Grundy county, Mo., to Miss Margaret 
J. Conkling, who was then only sixteen. 
This proved to be a happy marriage. They 
lived together in love and harmony for 
nearly fifty-three years. Five children 
were born to them, two sons and three 
daughters. Two daughters went before 
him, one at sixteen, and the other (Mrs. 
Dryden) after she had become the mother 
of three children. Two sons — Byron, now 
in Arizona, and the Rev. H. Bascom New- 
ton, of San Benito county — and one 
daughter — Mrs. J. P. Kerr, of Hollister— 
with their mother, are left behind. Broth- 
er Newton was converted in early life, and 
soon felt called of God to the ministry. 
He yielded, and, as a preparatory step, ap.- 

8 1ied for and was grantee! license to exhort. 
>n April 30, 1853, he was licensed as a local 
reacher by the Quarterly Conference of 
pringfield Circuit, and was admitted on 
trial into the Missouri Conference the fol- 
lowing autumn. He was ordained a deacon 
at Richmond, Mo., September 30, 1855. 
For some reason he delayed taking elder’s 
orders. His parchment was signed by 
Bishop Wightman, at Carrollton, Mo., Sep- 
tember 14, 1873. His ministry in Missouri 
was quite successful, many being added to 
the Church, and the Church property being 
acquired and improved. His work was in- 
terrupted during the war, and he spent two 
or three years in the local ranks, and was 
readmitted into the traveling connection in 
1866. On account of a throat affection, in 
1874, he located, and in 1875 came to Cali- 
fornia. His health improving, he was em- 
ployed by the presiding elder to supply the 
Waterford charge, and in October, 1876, 
was received by readmission into the Pa- 
cific Conference. He continued in the ac- 
tive ministry doing good work until 1890, 
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when, on account of impaired health, he 
sought and was granted a supernumerary 
relation, which relation he continued to 
hold until his death. During these years 
he lived alternately at Los Banos and Hol- 
lister, preaching as his health and opportu- 
nities would permit. He loved to preach, 
and often expressed himself as anxious to 
reenter the active ministry. He was indus- 
trious and frugal. He worked beyond his 
strength. Though never having learned 
the carpenter’s trade, he built with his own 
hands several houses after retiring from 
the effective ministry. The parsonage at 
Wheatland was built, or rebuilt, during 
his pastorate there, and was largely his 
handiwork. He was a just man. He was 
not so easy to become acquainted with as 
many, but those who knew him best loved 
him most. He was revered by his wife and 
children with a reverence that is not ac- 
corded to most husbands and fathers. He 
loved the Church, and expressed the wish 
that at the death of himself and wife the 
little property possessed by them should be 
inherited by it. He felt disposed to give it 
before his death if they could have lived 
without it. He was attacked with cholera 
morbus on August 18. The disease was 
checked, but he never rallied from its ef- 
fects, and passed away August 24, 1898, at 
the age of seventy-seven years and ten 
months. His pastor watched with him the 
night before his death, and before leaving 
in the morning, repeated the twenty-third 
Psalm. As he finished the first verse broth- 
er Newton took up the fourth, and with a 
distinctness and pathos that brought tears 
of joy to every eye repeated: “Yea, though 
I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil, for thou art with 
me. Thy rod and thy staff, they comfort 
me.” His strength would not permit him 
to continue. A more peaceful death was 
never witnessed. It was as if he had fallen 
into a natural sleep, being in perfect health. 
After services in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in Hollister, we laid his 
body to rest in the Hollister Cemetery. It 
shall rise again, and as he sees his Saviour 
as he is, we shall see him as he will appear 
in his glorified body.

Henry P. Waugh was born in Monroe 
county, Tennessee. He was reared in a 
Christian home, his parents being strict 
members of the Presbyterian Church, who 
had family prayers night and morning. 
In his youth he was powerfully converted 
at a camp meeting held by the Cumberland 
Presbyterians. At this time he felt called 
to preach. Soon after his conversion he 
went to Grayson county, Virginia, and was 
employed as a clerk in a store. There he 
joined the Methodist Church. This was 
about December, 1844. He removed to 
Wilkesboro, N. C., in 1848, and continued 
in the mercantile business. He was li- 
censed to preach at Rocky Springs Camp 
Ground, on the Taylorsville Circuit, Sep- 
tember 3, 1853. As a preparation for his 



life-work he spent some time at Olin Insti- 
tute, Iredell county, N. C., then under the 
presidency of the Rev. Baxter Clegg, D.D. 
In the fall of 1854 he was employed as a 
supply on Mechanicsburg Circuit, Holston 
Conference, where he had great success in 
the conversion of souls. He was received 
on trial in the Holston Conference in the 
fall of 1855. His first work by episcopal ap- 
ointment was Kingsport Circuit, on which 
e had considerable success. On this cir- 
cuit he made the acquaintance of Miss Bar- 
bara G. Everette, an excellent Christian 
woman, who, two years later, became his 
wife. After his first circuit his appoint- 
ments in the Holston Conference were the 
following circuits : Saltville, Macon, Ashe- 
ville, Philadelphia, Estillville, Powell’s 
Valley, Newport, Jonesboro, Greeneville, 
St. Clair, Rutledge, Morristown, Maynards- 
ville, Teuton, Washington, Knox, Lenoir, 
Kingsport, Rye Cove, Bristol. He was 
transferred to the Alabama Conference in 
1864, where he remained until 1871, when 
he was retransferred to the Holston Confer- 
ence. In 1862 he was appointed chaplain 
in the Confederate army, where he re- 
mained two years. In the army he was 
assigned to duty in the sixty-fourth North 
Carolina regiment. While he was on the 
Asheville Circuit, 1860-61, he was sadly be- 
reaved of his excellent wife. December 3, 
1863, he was married to Mrs. Mary A. 
Proctor, who survives him. In 1886 he 
was granted the supernumerary relation. 
The same relation was given him the sec- 
ond time in 1889, but he was employed on 
the Athens Circuit. In 1890 he was placed 
on the superannuated roll, and held this 
relation until God said, Come up higher. 
The first year of his superannuation he 
took charge of the Sneedville Mission in 
lace of the preacher who failed to go to 
is work. This hard work closed his reg- 
ular itinerant career. Though a superan- 
nuate for a number of years, he loved to 
preach, and did preach at every reasonable 
opportunity. He was never more at home 
than in revival work. He was a man of 
prayer, a spiritual man, and though he was 
not an ambitious homilist, his plain, scrip- 
tural home-thrusts were always in the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost. His sermons, as well 
as his contributions to the press, were uni- 
formly characterized by common sense, 
simplicity, and directness. His success in 
winning souls to Christ on most of his pas- 
toral charges was what might be termed 
phenomenal. Great numbers were brought 
to Christ by his spiritually powerful preach- 
ing, faithful pastoral work, and holy ex- 
ample. He was strongly attached to his 
friends, and while the infirmities of age 
disqualified him for pastoral work, the itin- 
erant fire that had so long burned in his 
soul could not be extinguished. He made 
annual journeys through his former fields, 
where he renewed old friendships, pleaded 
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with the people, and conducted revival 
meetings. Fully alive to the evils of in- 
temperance, he was an active temperance 
reformer and an avowed prohibitionist. 
He had a talent for business, and, though 
his salaries were always small, he reared a 
family and kept out oi debt, and his credit 
was gilt-edged. He was not law-honest, 
but honest from principle. He was strick- 
en with partial paralysis April 23, 1898. 
He was anxious to greet the brethren at 
Conference ; but when it was apparent 
that God had ordered differently, he beau- 
tifully acquiesced in the divine will and 
fell on sleep July 11, 1898. Mrs. Waugh, 
as pure and honest a woman as there is in 
the Church, stayed by his bedside and 
ministered to him faithfully until his soul 
dropped this mortal coil. Distinguished for 
devotion to her sick neighbors, she concen- 
trated her warmest sympathies and kindest 
assiduities upon the mournfully pleasing 
task of smoothing his dying pillow, and 
mitigating the pains that broke his way to 
God. 

James A. Davis was born at Pleasant 
Hill, Smith county, Virginia, April 12, 
1825, and died at Emory, Virginia, June 
30, 1898. His parents were pious, industri- 
ous, energetic, and influential people. His 
father, Major Joseph W. Davis, was a man 
of public spirit, who served his county and 
his state through many years of trust and 
responsibility. This son, James A. Davis, 
was converted at old Asbury Camp Ground 
on Cripple Creek in Wythe county, Vir- 
ginia, when thirteen years of age, and 
when fourteen was entered as a student in 
Emory and Henry College, where he grad- 
uated in 1845. His collegiate training ex- 
tended through six years, and was of the 
very best quality. After graduation he 
spent a short time on his father’s farm, and 
then returned to the college at the call of 
the trustees to take up the work of a tutor 
in the institution. He was studious, en- 
thusiastic, and progressive as a teacher, 
and steadily worked his way up to the pro- 
fessorship of the chair of natural sciences, 
which he held for many years, and of 
which he was professor emeritus at the 
time of his death. He was licensed to 
preach some time before the date of his 
graduation, and after serving the Church 
as a local preacher several years was re- 
ceived into the Holston Conference at its 
session in Marion, Va., October, 1857. He 
was never appointed to a pastoral charge, 
but so long as he was on the effective list 
served the Church as a teacher in her 
schools. He was highly respected and 
much loved by the hundreds of pupils he 
taught in Emory and Henry College, and 
no man ever connected with that institu- 
tion watched the career of his boys in after 
life with more paternal interest than Pro- 
fessor James A. Davis. The roll of their

names often passed under his eye, and he 
often took up his pen to write to some of 
them letters of greeting and kindly remem- 
brance. As a preacher he was faithful in 
making and using opportunities. His ut- 
terances from the pulpit were distinct and 
earnest, and grew in unction to the end of 
his life. As a critic he was generous ; as a 
friend, constant; as a business man, eco- 
nomical and upright; in giving, liberal. 
He was a friend of the poor and needy, 
and no class of his community will miss 
him more. He knew when he had en- 
tered upon the beginning of the end, pro- 
ceeded at once to get his house in order, 
talked as only the children of God can talk 
when this life’s sun is setting, and depart- 
ed as one “who wraps the drapery of his 
couch about him and lies down to pleasant 
dreams. ’ ’ A wife and two children survive 
to mourn their loss.

Ulysses Newland Maffit Berry was 
born September 25, 1841; and died at the 
arsonage of the Hillsboro Circuit, in Hills- 
oro, July 2, 1898. He made profession of 
religion at the tender age of seven, and 
joined the Methodist Church, of which he 
remained a faithful member until the day 
of his death. At the age of twenty, the 
war between the states coming on, he en- 
listed as a soldier, and went to fight for 
Southern rights. He was a good soldier. 
He received a severe wound and was honor- 
ably discharged from service. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Nellie A. Nesbitt, December 6, 

1864. She lived only a very short time. He 
.was married the second time to Miss Sarah 
A. Williams, on July 16, 1868. This last 
wife and her six children are left to mourn 
•their loss. He was licensed to preach in 

1865, and was admitted on trial into the 
Tennessee Conference, October, 1872. He 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Marvin at 
Gallatin in October, 1874, and an elder by 
Bishop Dogcrett at Murfreeshoro in Octo- 
ber, 1879. Thus for twentv-six years he led 
the life of an itinerant Methodist preacher 
in the bounds of the Tennessee Conference. 
During that time he was always at his post 
of duty. He never missed roll call at a sin- 
gle Quarterly Conference in the twenty-six 

ears, save the one held when he was on 
is deathbed. He has been a field hand, 
traveling always the hardest works, and those 
with the least salaries, in the most uncom- 
plaining manner. It was the principle of his 
life to do the right under all circumstances, 
and trust the Lord for the rest. He followed 
this rule implicitly as a preacher. He was 



greatly loved by his flock wherever he 
served. With a kind word for old and 
young, and always a cheerful word to the 
downcast, he won the confidence and re- 
spect of all. He followed in the Master’s 
steps in that he was constantly “ found going 
about doing good ” in his life of self-denial 
and suffering for the sake of others, and in 
his constant lifetime effort to save the souls 
of men. He loved revival work, and rarely 
failed to have good revivals at every one of 
his appointments. As a preacher he was 
clear, forceful, unctuous. With a limited ed- 
ucation, but a naturally strong intellect, he 
succeeded in his pulpit ministrations to a 
remarkable degree. He made no effort at 
oratorical display, but with the aim of a 
practiced marksman his gospel truth went 
straight to the mark and wrought conviction 
in many a sinful life. His was an heroic life 
— not after the fashion of the modern milita- 
ry heroes, who make themselves famous by 
one daring act, and receive the cheers of ap- 
plauding nations, but his life was a series 
of heroic acts, done day by day for the sake 
of others, simply because it was right to do 
them. His dying messages were full of faith, 
and of tender love for those he left behind. 
He said: “I’m only wa ting His time; I’m 
ready to go when He calls.” He had fol- 
lowed the Master in his days of strength, 
and now he is willing: to follow him in his 
hour of weakness. His faith was unwaver- 
ing. He sent loving messages to his breth- 
ren of the Tennessee Conference, with whom 
he had labored so long and faithfully. His 
cheerfulness and patience in his last illness 
were the subject of comment by all who vis- 
ited him. His physician said that he had 
never seen a more patient man in suffering. 
Among his papers was found a certificate of 
his “honorable discharge” from service in 
the Confederate army. He made an hon- 
orable record in that army. He has re- 
cently received an “honorable discharge” 
from the army of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It came in the midst of a campaign for 
souls. He goes from the field of conflict to 
receive the rewards and honors of a faithful 
soldier. 

William R. Warren was born December 
27, 1830; and died July 8, 1898, in Frank- 
lin, Tenn. His home was in East Nash- 
ville, but the death messenger came while 
he was on a visit to his wife’s relatives. 
His funeral services were conducted at the 
Franklin Methodist Church, and his re- 
mains were laid away in beautiful Mt. Hope 
Cemetery. His last wife, who survives 
him, is a daughter of the late Dr. Sam- 
uel Henderson, and is a most estimable 
Christian woman. Tenderly and sweetly 
down to the close she nursed her husband 
during months and years of invalidism. 
Brother Warren was an ideal of docility 
and amiability. His manner, voice, and 
disposition were all in sweetest harmony. 
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What a clean tongue he had ! and why so? 
Because lie had a dean heart. To say that 
he had no enemies would be a reflection 
upon him as a man of robust character. 
He was not offensively positive, and he re- 
spected the opinions and feelings of oth- 
ers. While he was useful and popular as 
a preacher and pastor, he was in especial 
demand in the sick room and on funeral 
occasions. This was because of his gen- 
tlemanly bearing, his sweet voice, the ab- 
sence of prolixity, and knowing just how 
much and what to say. He was as modest 
as a girl, and yet was no timeserver — never 
compromising the doctrines or usages of his 
Church. While not a bigot, he was a radical 
Methodist. He was not obtrusive, seldom 
elevated his voice in conversation, was never 
sensitive. His religious life was a smooth 
stream that flowed on without a cataract or 
a whirlpool into the life eternal. He did not 
draw into his experience those eccentric 
qualities which irritate and sadden the lives 
of so many ambitious men. He performed 
his duty faithfully, without any thought of 
human applause. He lived to a good old 
age, and yet was physically feeble from ear- 
ly manhood. No doubt his good morals 
and pure religion gave him an extended 
lease on life. A beautiful sketch of the de- 
ceased appeared in the Franklin Review and 
Journal, from which we clip the following: 
“‘He giveth his beloved sleep.’ After years 
of suffering William R. Warren ‘fell on 
sleep’ July 8, 1898. Those who loved and 
appreciated him watched life’s tide ebb out 
to break upon the farther shore. A few 
days before death came he said to his wife, 
‘All is w r ell,’ but we needed not the message; 
his life speaks for him, a life beautiful in 
its self-sacrifice, in its constant thought for 
others. Does not that bear the Christ im- 
age? The trend of his life brings home to 
one the thought, We are created for God’s 
glory. The truth his life illustrated lives on. 
Others take it up and gather strength. No 
life can be strong and true and all not be 
stronger and more true. The night before 
the end came, when the power of speech had 
left him, there was the sound as of a sup- 
pressed shout, and his face looked as if it 
were transfigured. Who knows but that he 
saw his Lord coming in the clouds in great 
glory?” We aDo append the following pa- 
per, written by brother Warren on his own 
ministerial career: “In the fall of 1848 I 
was admitted on trial in the Tennessee Con- 
ference. My first work was Richland Cir- 
cuit, as junior preacher. Dawson Phelps 
was preacher in charge. I was taken sick at 
Clarksville with typhoid fever; had a long, 
serious spell of sickness ; was confined to my 
bed four months. I got to my work the 
first week in April, and met the preacher in 
charge, who had announced my appoint- 
ments all around the circuit, which was a 
large one, with twenty-four appointments 
to be filled in twenty- eight days. Brother 



Phelps was very kind to me, and treated me 
with all the tenderness of a father. He was 
unwilling to put me to work without med- 
ical advice, so he sent me across the work to 
Dr. Gilbert D. Taylor. The second night 
was spent at the house of that princely man 
and consecrated Christian. He advised me 
to meet my appointments, but not to preach; 
but to hold class meetings for a few days. 
The next morning he went with me to the 
church near his home, and saw me begin 
my work. He proved to be my good friend 
all the year. My health seemed to improve 
every day, and 1 soon began to try to preach. 

I was exceedingly happy in my work all 
the year. The people treated me with great 
kindness, and encouraged me in many ways. 
The year was the happiest of my life — at 
work all the time. We had a good year, 
and many fine revivals. Several men whom 
I saw converted that year are now in the 
ministry, and are having good success. 
Brother Phelps tried to shield me from work 
all that year, and seemed to be willing to 
try to do all the work, if by so doing he 
could save me. In the early part of the fall 
I went to a camp meeting at Pro-pert Camp 
Ground. There I met for the first time Isaac 
Milner. He preached Sunday afternoon, 
was very happy in his efforts, and made use 
of one remark that str uck me with peculiar 
force. Speaking of heaven and its happi- 
ness, he said: ‘If I ever get to heaven, Go l 
Almighty will never hear the last of it.’ I 
have thought of it often since his death. He 
long ago left for that better world. 1 reckon 
that he has been shouting and singing, and 
has learned to sing that ‘ new song’ that only 
the redeemed from earth can sing. There 
were several small towns and villages on my 
work, at which places it always frightened 
me to try to preach, but I learned before the 
year closed that I found as much favor at 
those places as at other places on my work. 
My next work was Elvsian Grove, in South 
Nashville. There was a small membership 
when I took charge, but the Lord wonder- 
fully blessed us during the year. A revival 
of greater power than I have ever seen, be- 
fore or since, we had at that little church. 
No one, saint or sinner, could come into the 
church without feeling its power. While 
trying to preach I have seen men in differ- 
ent parts of the house fall from their seats 
to the floor, and lie seemingly uncon c cious 
until they were converted. This divine 
power continued until more than one hun- 
dred souls were converted. The next year I 
was sent to Sheibv ville, and the next to Gal- 
latin. At both places we had a good time. 
From Gallatin I was sent to Nashville Cir- 
cuit, a hard work in some resp c cts, with 
open, cold churches.

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Mach of both the Old and New Testament 
Scriptures had by him been committed to 
memory, thus enabling him, in times of 
sorest trial and strongest temptation, to 
draw readily from the Word of God as a 
means to final victory. He was a man of 
much prayer, and many times did he receive 
(while on his knees) assurances that his 
prayers had prevailed with God. He had a 
deep, thorough religious experience. The liv- 
ing, loving, personal Christ became more and 
more a blessed reality to him as the years 
passed by, and in the fullest sense “ he was 
sweetly kept.” He often said during the last 
few months of his earthly life, “ I do not be- 
lieve there is one bit of sin in my heart.” 
He held with a warm heart and a strong 
faith the doctrines of our Church as set 
forth in our standards and adhered to by a 
million and a half of Methodists to-day. 
He was indeed a prince in Israel in the com- 
munity in which he lived. The very peo- 
ple who had known him best for twenty 
years past had the highest admiration for 
and appreciation of his many Christian vir- 
tues. Everybody loved him, because he 
was the friend of humanity and his entire 
life was spent in trying to make others 
happy. Of him it may be said that, “ like 
sunbeams shining through rifted shadows,” 
his influence as a man of God will continue 
to live, and that many from his own com- 
munity will rise up in the day of judgment 
and call him blessed for having brought 
them to Jesus. During about the last pub- 
lic address he ever delivered, he gave expres- 
sion to the following: “ I do not expect to 
live much longer. I expect to die suddenly, 
without a moment’s warning; but I say to 
you all here to-day that I believe I have 
already conquered death. Therefore I do 
not fear death in the least.” Yes, the life 
he lived bore testimony to the truth of this 
statement. His last illness was of long and 
painful duration, being caused by a large 
tumor which appeared on his right shoul- 
der, which was twice removed by the sur- 
geon’s knife, only to return in a few days to 
end his eventful life. He was a great suf- 
ferer, but not a murmur ever escaped his 
lips. He always said, “The Lord is help- 
ing me bear my sufferings.” A few even- 
ings before his death, when we thought that 
he was unconscious of his condition, all at 
once he burst into a flood of rejoicing, and 
said: “0 brethren! this is even more than I 
can bear! Glory to God! Blessed be his 
holy name! ” When asked if there was a 
message for his brethren of the Tennessee 
Conference, he said, “ Tell them for me that 
I die at my post” ; and in answer to a ques- 
tion by one of his sons, “ Father, where are 
you?” he replied, “I am standing right at 
the gate of heaven, and can almost hear the 
music of the angels.” On August 6, 1898

Rolla J. Crump died in Rutherford coun- 
ty, Tenn., August 7, 1898, being nearly thir- 
ty-two years of age. He was received into 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
February, 1889, and shortly afterwards was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Concord Circuit. He was received 
on trial into the Tennessee Conference in 
1890, and continued a traveling preacher till 
his death. He was ordained a deacon by 
Bishop Galloway in 1892, and ordained elder 
by Bishop Duncan in 1894, at Franklin, Tenn. 
He filled the following appointments: Wolf 
River Mission, and New Middleton, Marble 
Plains, Blanche, Green Brier, and Fountain 
Head Circuits. In 1896 he was transferred to 
the Illinois Conference, and was stationed at 
Murphysboro. At the end of this year he 
was so broken down in health that he could 
do no further w r ork, and was transferred 
back to the Tennessee Conference after its 
session was over, and received no appoint- 
ment. Brother Crump was a man of very 
decided convictions. He had been principal- 
ly reared in Texas, and had lived rather a 
wild life among the cattle men on the plains. 
But he was soundly converted, and became 
a most zealous follower of Jesus. A few 
years before he died he came into the pre- 
cious experience of perfect love, and preached 
it with great emphasis. His last days were 
spent in the home of his mother-in-law, the 
wddow of Rev. I. G. Smotherman, where he 
died in great peace. He leaves a wife and 
four children. 

Berry M. Stephens, for many years a 
member of the Tennessee Conference, died 
during the last year as a member of the 
Northwest Texas Conference. The Confer- 
ence ordered that this memoir be printed in 
the Journal. Brother Stephens was familiar- 
ly known and most highly esteemed by the 
older members of the Tennessee Conference. 
A man he was — “steadfast, unmovable, al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord,” 
and his labors “ were not in vain in the Lord.” 
It is fitting that, in the hearing of silver- 
haired men, who were his first comrades in 
the field, a suitable memorial of his beauti- 
ful life should be read. A gentle-spirited, 
gentle-mannered man was Berry M. Ste- 
phens, as he comes back to our memory like 
a pleasant dream. There was no crash nor 
rush nor boisterousness; whether in the so- 
cial circle or in the pulpit, smoothly and 
evenly the words of love welled up out of 
his heart and out of his lips like a silver 
stream. He was sent to humanity by the 
Holy Ghost as a messenger of peace. His 
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exemplar was Jesus of Nazareth, and his 
life here will be a charming poem among 
the angels. Every member of the Tennes- 
see Conference claims the privilege of pro- 
nouncing a benediction upon the widow 7 and 
children and children’s children of Berry M. 
Stephens, who was born in Bedford county, 
Tenn., October 17, 1826, and died while pas- 
tor of the Couts Memorial Church, in Weath- 
erford, Texas. The angel might have ad- 
dressed him as he did Gideon, “Thou 
mighty man of valor!” for he died at his 
post in the parsonage in the fifty-fifth year 
of his ministry, having served continuously, 
as a field hand, circuits, stations, and dis- 
tricts. He laid no violent hands upon an 
appointment, but took what came ami made 
the most of it. He joined the Tennessee 
Conference on trial in 1847, and at the prop- 
er time was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Soule and an elder by Bishop Paine. He 
gave to his native state thirty-eight years of 
faithful service, as the number who were 
saved and the Conference records will show. 
In 1885 he transferred from the Tennessee 
to the Northwest Texas Conference, ca>ry- 
ing with him a wealth of experience and a 
maturity of ministerial graces that made 
him a great pow 7 er in his new field. He was 
a success as a pastor because he loved his 
flock. As a presiding elder, while not un- 
mindful of any social claim, he was intense- 
ly interested in all that touched the welfare 
of his preachers, whether old or young. He 
was a large, handsome man, and had been 
remarkably blessed w r ith good health. Out 
of seventy-three years w 7 e subtract only one 
year of invalidism, and then at the last he 
was confined but a few w 7 eeks to his room 
and his bed. In the year 1859 he wa= happily 
married to Miss Sophronia Turney, a daugh- 
ter of the renowned Judge Samuel Turney, of 
White county, Tenn. The widow and five 
exemplary children survive. We will add 
as a mosaic a number of excerpts clipped 
from various Church and secular papers. 
Rev. John M. Barons, a neighbor and com- 
panion in the gospel, says: “His faith in 
Christ and the resurrection was unwaver- 
ing, and for him death had no terrors. 
Without a tremor he pillowed his head on 
the bosom of his Lord, whom he had faith- 
fully served for sixty years, and gently fell 
on sleep. There was nothing little about 
him; he was a born gentleman.” Brother 
W. D. Robertson says: “He has left the fra- 
grance of a genuine Christian character upon 
the memory of the people wherever he 
served.” A friend at Midlothian, Tex., 
writes: “He was distinctively a sociable 
man, and his genial nature made him at 
once, wherever he moved, a favorite of the 
masses.” Another friend drops a pearl of 
memory : “ He had that rare faculty of en- 
tering sympathetically and intelligently into 
almost every difficulty that confronted his 
follow-men in their efforts after a better life. 
His pulpit productions were such as few 



men could equal.” Another friend writes: 
“ Brother B. M. Stephens, in a high and holy 
sense, was a great man — great in the simple 
grandeur of a pure religion.” The soil of 
Texas contains the body of B. M. Stephens, 
but in Tennessee the grand old soldier has 
a richer mausoleum made out of the warm 
hearts of his brethren.

George Washington Atkins was li- 
censed to preach in the year 1857, and la- 
bored in the local ranks faithfully for 
twenty-six years. He was ordained dea- 
con in 1867, and elder in 1878. In 1880 he 
was admitted on trial in the Arkansas Con- 
ference, and three years later was trans- 
ferred to the Indian Mission Conference, 
his first appointment being the Salisaw 
Circuit, which he served during the years 
1884-86. During the years 1887-89 he 
served the Flint Circuit ; in 1890-91 he had 
charge of the Canadian Circuit ; in 1892 the 
Flint Circuit ; in 1893 he was supernumera 
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ry ; in 1894 he was sent to Keokuk Falls; 
in 1895 he served the Media Charge ; in 
1896-97 he served the Canadian Circuit; 
and at the session of the Conference held 
at Muskogee in November, 1897, he was 
granted a superannuated relation. He 
moved his family to Muskogee, where he 
resided until his death, which occurred at 
his home on July 5, 1898. He had just re- 
turned from the Canadian District Confer- 
ence the day before his death. His end 
came suddenly, but he died peacefully and 
triumphantly. Brother Atkins was a man 
whom his people loved. His acceptability 
may be demonstrated by his having spent 
twelve years of the fourteen he traveled on 
three charges. He was faithful in the dis- 
charge of nis ministerial duties, and was 
remarkably successful in the work to which 
God had called him. He was one of the 
most humble men we ever knew. The 
fires of divine love had been enkindled 
upon the altar of his heart, and he sought Purcell Station

1884, and changed his Church relationship 
in 1885 to the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

South; was licensed to preach July 14, 

1894, and admitted on trial into the Ar- 
kansas Conference at Dardanelle, Ark., 

November 27, 1895, and appointed to 
Cauthron Mission, Fort Smith District, by 
Bishop Haygood; was returned again to 
the same charge by Bishop Duncan in 1896, 
and returned again to the same field of la- 
bor by Bishop Hendrix in 1897. Brother 
Emerson was first married in 1884 to 
Mrs. Annie Carnie, who died in Octo- 
ber, 1892, leaving three little children — tWO Mountain Home Circuit, 

5 iris and one boy — Maud, May, and Doake. 

n 1894 brother Emerson was married to 
sister Nannie A. Ray, of Logan county, 

Ark., who, with these three precious chil- 
dren, is left to mourn her loss. As a local 
preacher brother Emerson was faithful 
and true; as an itinerant he was conse- 
crated, earnest, successful. His early edu- 
cational advantages were poor, but he ap- 
plied himself so diligently that he was fast 
developing into a fair preacher. His first 
year on Cauthron Mission was crowned 
with eminent success. The secret of his 
success lay in the fact that he had an eye 
single to the work assigned him, and was 
intensely in earnest in prosecuting that 
work. He was emphatically a man of one 
business. He had the respect and confi- 
dence of all who knew him.

Thomas L. Boswell.— This memoir of 
our venerable and dearly beloved brother 
in the ministry, Thomas L. Boswell, was 
wrought out with thought and care quite 
in advance of the wording and writing of 
it. The conditions were peculiar, and they 
should be stated to explain the moderation 
in sentiment and tone, and in the language 
also, due to restraint felt for a special rea- 
son, in sketching an uncommon character 
and life. Those of us who were well ac- 
quainted with our departed and glorified 
brother might be disposed to express our- 
selves in exalted and even extreme eulogy ; 
but any such expression must be avoided 
now and here, because he forbade it in his 
last will and testament, from which comes 
the following quotation: “First of all, I 
give my immortal soul to God, who gave 
it, through Jesus Christ his Son, and my 
body to the dust as it was, in the hope of 
the resurrection of the just at the last day. 
And, further, it is my will that my body, 
preparatory to its burial, be dressed ip 
grave clothes and not in common wearing 
apparel, and that it be buried in a neat 
wooden coffin, inclosed in a strong wooden 
box, two days after I am dead. And, fur- 
ther, it is my will to have no funeral ser- 
mon, nothing more than the burial service 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
no eulogistic obituary, and no memorial 
service at Conference ; but, if it should be 
my happiness to die in the Lord, let it be 
said, 

‘A sinner saved by grace. 

Redeemed on earth to reign in heaven,’ 

through the infinite merits of Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Certainly Dr. Boswell had the 
right, under divine and human law. to dis- 
pose of his property, real and personal, 
whether of much or of little value ; but not 
so with regard to his character and life, la- 
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bors and sufferings, endeavors and achieve- 
ments, fruits of well-doing, seeds and grafts 
thereof renewed and multiplied from year 
to year, yea, from age to age, most precious 
memories, examples brilliant, shining from 
and in the light of God — these all belonged 
to him not alone, but to God himself, and 
to this Church and to this Conference. 
Therefore, in our own right, in the right 
of the Church and the Conference, after 
the manner of God himself, who giveth 
t , kingdoms, thrones, crowns to his veteran 
and victor soldiers, conquerors through 
Christ, we have chosen and decided to hold 
t the customary memorial services, ^ and to 
'record our truthful and faithful testimony 
of Dr. Boswell’s character and life, pa^rtic- 
* ularly for our own good, and for the good 
" of the Church, and the world, all uhto God’s 

§ lory. This must be v done, and will be 
one, but without one word of undeserved 
eulogy or undue praise. Thomas L. Bos- 
well died at his residence in Macon, Ten- 
nessee, Tuesday, April 12, 1898, in the 
eighty-second year of his age. As to his 
early life, a biographical sketch, which he 
directed to the Conference at our last an- 
nual session (filed and preserved by the 
Secretary), furnished the following facts: 
Thomas L. Boswell was born in North Car- 
olina, May 9, 1816. When he was about 
four years old his father, Thomas Boswell, 
with his family, moved to West Tennessee 
and settled in Henderson county, where 
he died in 1822. In 1829, at a Cumberland 
Presbyterian camp meeting, held in the 
neighborhood of nis home, the fatherless 
boy, thirteen years old, professed religion, 
and of that event he writes in his old age : 
“I never doubted my conversion.” In 
1881 he joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, under Richard H. Hudson, preach- 
er in charge, by whom he was licensed to 
exhort, though but fifteen years old. It is 
not recorded when he was licensed to 
preach, but in 1888 he was sent by G. W. 
D. Harris, presiding elder, to Wadesboro 
Circuit, under Calvin Thompson, preacher 
in charge. In the autumn of 1833 he was 
admitted on trial in the Tennessee Confer- 
ence (which then embraced the present ter- 
ritory of the Memphis Conference) and was 
appointed to Hickman Circuit, under W. 
B. Edwards, preacher in charge. In the 
autumn of 1834 he, when eighteen years 
old, married a wife, and the Conference 
discontinued him — “dropped him out,” in 
his graphic language — an action based upon 
usage now obsolete, unto the joy of pres- 
ent-day undergraduates. The young local 
preacher went home to work on the farm, 
and not only so, but to pray, to read, to 
study, with an eagerness not excelled in 
the course pursued by our modern theo- 
logues. So he continued for a year or 
more, till in 1836 Thomas Joyner, presiding 
elder of the Paris District, e-r ployed him as 
supply on the Sandy River Circuit, and in 



the autumn of that year he was, for the 
second time, admitted on trial in the Ten- 
nessee Conference, and was appointed to 
Forked Deer Circuit, with John D. Winn 
as colleague. Early in 1837 his wife died, 
and in the following October he married 
the wife who survives him, so long his 
nearest and dearest earthly friend. Again 
the Conference “dropped him out,” and 
again he went home to work on the farm, 
studying the Bible and good books, praying 
and preaching as opportunity offered, and, 
he adds, “the Lord was with me.” His 
friends advised him to study and practice 
law, and he had about made up his mind 
to follow the advice, when Asbury David- 
son of most precious memory, then his pas- 
tor, having heard of it, called on him and 
assured him that the obstacles in his way 
could and would be overcome, if not re- 
moved. So in the autumn of 1839, for the 
third time, he was admitted on trial in the 
Tennessee Conference, held in the city of 
Nashville, and was appointed to La Grange 
Station. In 1840 the Tennessee Conference 
was divided and the Memphis Conference 
established, including, besides West Ten- 
nessee and Southwest Kentucky, North 
Mississippi (till 1870), and all these years, 
so many in these bounds, ever since, while 
strength lasted, Thomas L. Boswell was a 
strong, useful, and faithful itinerant, serv- 
ing circuits, stations, and ’‘districts with 
signal success. In all these fields of labor, 
prolonged till he was superannuated eleven 
years ago, he was a master in Israel, par- 
ticularly while he was a presiding elder, 
showing himself a leader among men, both 
in counsel and action. He was a close stu- 
dent of the Holy Bible and of standard 
theological works, and as an expositor of 
Scripture, and in teaching, defending, and 
impressing Wesleyan Methodist doctrine, 
he had but few equals and perhaps no su- 
perior among us. Besides, he thoroughly 
understood Methodist law and usage, 
which he explained with clearness and en- 
forced with courage and fidelity. In the 
strictest sense he was conservative, and 
loved “the old paths ” wherein walked our 
fathers from the beginning. But while 
opposing changes which seemed radical to 
him, he yielded to them when made, with 
remarkable cheerfulness, and so conform- 
ing to them he became hopeful of results 
better than his fears. From God came to 
him wisdom and strength, for he was a 
man of practical piety, of prayer and faith. 
His brethren esteemed him and loved him. 
trusted and honored him. At our annual 
sessions, in the deliberations and discus- 
sions, and in attention to the regular busi- 
ness, he was, while modest and reserved, a 
leader and commander among us. Fre- 
quently he was elected to the General Con- 
ference, wherein he served the Church with 
conscientious carefulness and fidelity, es- 
pecially in behalf of the old landmarks of 
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Methodism. It was largely by his persist- 
ent efforts in the General Conference of 
1878 that in the form used in admitting 
preachers into full connection questions 
concerning “perfect love,” which had 
been stricken out by the General Confer- 
ence of 1870, were restored to their place 
and prominence in that critically im- 
pressive and decisive passage of a young 
preacher’s spiritual life. Some of us to 
this day remember what happiness, what 
joy showed in Dr. Boswell’s face when the 
vote was announced in favor of restoration. 
Not till later did he profess for himself an 
experience of perfect love; and, however 
he may have, about that time, depreciated 
and undervalued as to himself the wonder- 
ful blessings of justification, regeneration, 
and adoption, that high state of grace 
whereunto he had previously attained, as 
one of God’s children, by faith in Jesus 
Christ, in which it may be truthfully said 
of him, living or dying, that “by doing no 
harm,’’ “by doing good of every possible 
sort, and, as far as possible, to all men, es- 
pecially to them that are of the household 
of faith,” “by all possible diligence and 
frugality,” and “by running with patience 
the race set before him, denying himself 
and taking up his cross daily,” and, final- 
ly, “by attending upon all the ordinances 
of God — the public worship of God, the 
ministry of the word, the Supper of the 
Lord, family and private prayer, searching 
the Scriptures, and fasting and abstinence ” 
— he had long glorified the grace of God. 
And later through the Holy Spirit’s power 
upon him he approached as near as any 
person known among us in these last days 
a conformity of life to the doctrine and 
experience of “ perfect love, ” or Christian 
holiness, as taught in the Book of God and 
embodied in Wesleyan Methodist stand- 
ards. As husband and father, as citizen 
and neighbor, as friend indeed to the wid- 
owed and orphaned, of the poor, the desti- 
tute and afflicted, as living member of the 
Church — the body of Christ — as able de- 
fender of the faith through the press and 
in the pulpit, whose vigorous and protract- 
ed service was of inestimable value in the 
formative period of Methodism throughout 
these bounds. Thomas L. Boswell will be 
long remembered among us, and yet long- 
er, even forever, on high. It remains to 
be said of the funeral service which was 
appointed to be held at the residence, a 
throng of people from far and near caused 
a change to the church where the family 
had been worshipers for many years. Be- 
sides the service in the ritual, and instead 
of a sermon, two passages of Holy Writ 
were recited : “Mark the perfect man, and 
behold the upright; for the end of that 
man is peace” (Ps. xxxvii. 87); “For he 
was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith ; and much people was 
added unto the Lord ” (Acts xi. 24). Hear-

ers, brothers and sisters, many friends, and 
neighbors not a few, who knew him well 
and loved him much, it was suggested, 
might fill up the outlines drawn in these 
verses and thus reproduce for themselves 
the character and life of Thomas L. Bos- 
well. It was added that all through the 
long, gradual decline he was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God. When his fam- 
ily’s pastor and other preachers visited and 
prayed with him, and laymen too, and 
with the loved ones of his own household, 
there were experiences and testimonials of 
blessed assurance, of heavenly hope, of per- 
fect love, of joy and triumph, the memory 
of which will be cherished by survivors all 
through life. Surely God will sustain and 
comfort the bereaved family of sons and. 
daughters, and above all the companion of 
his early and his latest years, mother of his 
seventeen children — nine in heaven and 
eight on the way — of whom we name here 
the oldest son, Rev. John W. Boswell, D.D., 
who attended the funeral service, mourn- 
ing his father’s departure, yet comforted 
by the sure and certain hope of the resur- 
rection day and eternal life. The burial 
service was read in the Macon cemetery, 
where now the veteran minister sleeps, and 
will sleep till Christ’s second coming to 
raise the sainted dead, uniting soul and 
body for the heavenly life. As of the great 
apostle’s death, so of the death of our 
faithful old comrade, may each one of us 
say, “Oh, may I triumph so!”

Berry M. Stephens was born in Bedford 
county, Tennessee, in 1826. He was con- 
verted at the age of seventeen, and imme- 
diately entered the ministry. He joined 
the Tennessee Conference inT845. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Soule in 1847, 
and elder by Bishop Paine in 1849. He 
was married to Miss Phronie Turner in 
1859. To this union five children were 
born, all of whom are living. It has been 
impossible for us to get the names of all the 
charges served by our lamented brother 
from 1845 to 1855. He served one or two 
years as junior preacher, and also served 
on missions and circuits. Among the ap- 
pointments filled during this decade w'ere 
Manchester Station, Sparta Station, Nash- 
ville, Springfield, Fayetteville, and Cum- 
berland and Iron Works stations. In 1855 
he served the Cornersville Station; 1856, 
Shelby ville Station; 1857-58, Elysian Grove; 
1859-60, as presiding elder of Carthage Dis- 
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trict. He was chaplain in the army of the 
Confederacy in 1861-62. In 1868-64 there 
was no session of the Tennessee Conference, 
so he had no work. From 1865 to 1868 he 
was stationed at Sparta. In 1869 he served 
the Sparta Circuit. In 1870-71 he had 
charge of the summer work. In 1872 he 
filled the Alexandria Station, and in 1873-74 
he served the Alexandria Circuit. From 
1875 to 1878 he was presiding elder of the 
Carthage District. In 1879-80 he was pre- 
siding elder of the Gallatin District. From 
1881 to 1884 he served the Antioch Circuit. 
In 1885 he transferred to this Conference 
and was assigned to Waxahachie Circuit, 
which he served 1885-86. From 1887 to 
1889 he was presiding elder of Granbury 
and Weatherford districts. In 1890 he 
was stationed at Waxahachie. In 1891-93 
he served the Clarendon Station. In 1894 
he served the Seymour Station ; Midlothian 
in 1895 ; Couts Memorial in 1896. and was 
reassigned to Couts Memorial in 1897. But 
his work was at an end, and after a few 
weeks’ struggle he laid down the cross to 
take up the crown of rejoicing. He pos- 
sessed a remarkable physique and great 
powers of endurance. Having been ex- 
empt from encroachment of disease, he re- 
tained his strength and vigor with almost 
the elasticity of youth up to his fatal ill- 
ness. Home to him had its real signifi- 
cance. It was there his virtues shone with 

g reatest luster. He was devoted to his 
ousehold. A mutual love with an intelli- 
gent conception of the proprieties of life 
made his home what home really means. 
Kind and affectionate, yet with a keen in- 
sight into the responsibility devolving upon 
him as the head of the family, he met the 
issues of life in such a manner as to be the 
great factor of peace and happiness. The 
little things in a man’s life indicate tha 
delicacy of his character. Brother Ste- 
phens was passionately fond of music; 
there was music in his soul and music in 
his life. He could come down to the sim- 
plicity of childhood and interest and amuse 
little grandchildren by participating in 
their (mildish enjoyments. Such was his 
force of character, his common sense, his 
practical aptitudes, his kindness, cheerful- 
ness, love, and devotion to the good and 
true, that the circles in which he moved 
were affected for good. In the social rela- 
tion of his life we discover other character- 
istics that indicate a good and true man. 
He was strictly honest and frank, being 
entirely free from all insincerity, ostenta- 
tion, and hypocrisy. He could neither be 
bribed nor intimidated. His life was a po- 
tent rebuke to sycophancy, duplicity, and 
cringing cowardice. His genial nature, 
extensive information, with a fund of rich 
anecdotes, all sanctified by the spirit of 
grace, constituted him a desirable compan- 
ion. To know him was to love him. As a 
preacher he stood far above an average. 



The subject-matter of his discourses was 
well chosen and thoroughly digested. His 
analysis was striking and his logical ar- 
rangement such as to render good effect. 
With a musical voice, splendid diction, a 
flowing fountain of pure English, and a 
fascinating delivery, with an earnest air 
culminating at times in flights of eloquence, 
we can truthfully say that he was an im- 
pressive and effective preacher. Purity 
was marked in him ; he was free from affec- 
tation, cant, and slang. But above all, he 
was an earnest and true Christian. Under 
the inspiration of the Holy Spirit he led 
many to the cross. In the day of final 
reckoning, when men and angels shall 
unite to crown the Redeemer of a lost 
world Lord of all, hundreds who have been 
blessed by the life and through the labors 
of our sainted brother will welcome him 
with greetings and gratulations to the 
shores of a blissful immortality. During 
the last session of our Conference brother 
Stephens was confined to his room. After 
a struggle of a few weeks his manly form 
gave way to the strode of the fell destroy- 
er, and his soul took its flight from earth- 
born cares and toils on the 31st of January, 
1898. 

Oscar M. Addison was born in Balti- 
more, Md., November 20, 1820. He was 
of Scotch-English parentage, and a born 
Methodist, for his parents were of that 
tribe of Methodists who always have fami- 
ly'prayers and have their children baptized 
in infancy. His religious experience dates 
back to these early influences. Though 
very early in life he was convicted of sin 
and felt the need of a Saviour, yet for some 
reason he held back and made no profes- 
sion in childhood. When he was fifteen 
years old his father emigrated to Texas, 
which at that time was a state in the re- 
public of Mexico. From Baltimore to 
Texas was a long and perilous journey. 
They came to New Orleans in a steamer, 
and" then in a keelboat from there to the 
mouth of the Brazos, and thence in wagons 
to Burleson county. There they were sur- 
rounded by the wild beasts of the forest 
and constantly exposed to the attacks from 
treacherous Indians and scarcely less sav- 
age Mexicans. They had been in their new 
home a year before they saw a preacher or 
heard a sermon. Soon after this, however, 
the Methodist circuit rider found them, 
and under the preaching of that stalwart 
Nestor of Texas Methodism, the Rev. 
Robert Alexander, in 1838, young Oscar 
Addison joined the Methodist Church on 
probation. About this time his parents 
gave a piece of their land to the Church for 
a camp ground, which was called Waugh 
Camp Ground, in honor of Bishop Beverly 
Waugh, who held the first Methodist Con- 
ference in Texas. Here Oscar was thor- 
oughly and, as they said in those days. 
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powerfully converted, under the ministry 
of the Rev. R. Crawford, in 1844. He im- 
mediately felt a call to preach, but on ac- 
count of a sense of unworthiness and lack 
of preparation, he shrank back. Finally, 
however, he yielded, and in the fall of 1845 
was licensed to exhort, and the following 
April was licensed to preach. So that he 
was a Methodist preacher more than half a 
century. After being licensed, he went 
into the bounds of the East Texas Confer- 
ence and worked as a supply until the 
meeting of that Conference in 1846, when 
he was admitted on trial and transferred 
to the Texas Conference. His first charge 
was the New Washington Mission. His 
principal work was going from one to an- 
other of the cotton plantations on the Bra- 
zos and preaching to the slaves. He ever 
afterwards looked back with a great deal 
of satisfaction to the work he did for those 
lowly people. In January, 1849, he was 
ordained a deacon, and in December, 1850, 
an elder, both by Bishop Andrew. He 
served the following charges in the Texas 
Conference : New Washington Mission, 
Montgomery Circuit, Huntsville Circuit, 
Richmond Circuit, Texana Circuit; Mata- 
gorda, Brownsville, Chapel Hill, and La 
Grange stations ; presiding elder on Spring- 
field and Victoria districts; Brazoria Cir- 
cuit ; Egypt and Wharton ; chaplain in the 
Confederate army ; Richmond and Hunts- 
ville stations. In 1866 he was transferred 
to the Northwest Texas Conference, and 
became one of its charter members. In 
this Conference he served Cameron Cir- 
cuit, and then was local preacher for three 
years. He was readmitted in 1870, and 
served the following: Oenaville, Salado, 
and Davilla ; Cleburne Circuit, Glen Cove 
Circuit ; agent for American Bible Society ; 
Carlton, Glenrose, Gatesville, Waxahachie, 
Acton ; Comanche Peak, De Leon and No- 
lan River circuits. In 1888 he served as 
Conference colporter, but at the end of one 
year he was granted a superannuated rela- 
tion, which relation he sustained until his 
death. Brother Addison was small of stat- 
ure and had rather a feminine voice, but 
he had very strong convictions, and his 
ideas were always well defined and clearly 
expressed. It would make an extremely 
fascinating story to trace step by step the 
career of this truly pioneer preacher, in 
the days when circuits were as large as dis- 
tricts are now, when rivers and creeks 
were without bridges, when prairies were 
without roads, when the settlers lived in 
log cabins and worshiped under brush ar- 
bors, and depended on their rifles for meat 
and protection against the savage, when a 
preacher’s pay was never enough to be dig- 
nified with the name of salary, and always 
in arrears ; but time forbids. " Brother Ad- 
dison took an active part in the war for 
Texas independence, and for awhile served 
on the ranger force under Captain George 



B. Erath, and hence was entitled to a place 
in that honored band, “The Texas veter- 
ans.” He was twice married — the first 
time, in 1866, to Miss Mary F. Hines, who 
lived only six years; the second time, in 
1879, to Miss T. H. Smith, of Johnson coun- 
ty, who survives him. He was always a 
faithful man, a genuine Methodist preach- 
er. He loved the polity of his Church and 
her doctrines, all of which he unfeignedly 
believed. He was always jealous of her 
honor, her purity, and her success. The 
parchments which he received at the hands 
of Bishop Andrew he preserved with care 
and has laid them down without a stain. 
He endured hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. He wrought well with that 
early band who, amid great trials, laid the 
foundations of our Methodism in Texas — a 
band whom we, who have entered into and 
enjoy the fruits of their labors, should 
never cease to honor and revere. Where 
they traveled an almost trackless forest, 
we now have beautiful towns and magnifi- 
cent cities ; where they preached in log 
houses and under the trees, we now have 
elegant and costly churches; where they 
received a mere pittance called an allow- 
ance, we now receive comfortable salaries. 
Nearly all that heroic band are now gone. 
Here and there a battle-scarred veteran 
remains, all in the shadows of old age, and 
some in the deeper shade of poverty, and 
yet serenely waiting for their transfer to 
that higher ministry appointed to the faith- 
ful servant in that land of the unclouded 
day. Let us love them while they live, and 
keep their memories green when they are 
gone. Of Brother Addison’s last sickness 
but little can be said. He was in his usual 
health, living on his farm near Eulogy, on 
the Brazos River. On the evening of Oc- 
tober 11 the family had gone to Eulogy to 
attend a marriage, and he remained at 
home alone. A little after dark a neighbor 
boy came into his house on an errand and 
found him lying on the floor, breathing 
hard. He ran for the family, and every- 
thing was done that could be, but he never 
regained consciousness, and died before 
morning. Thus he passed away without 
warning and without a chance to leave a 
dying testimony. But, thank God, neither 
was necessary. He had prepared for that 
hour over sixty years ago, and needed no 
warning of its approach. He had preached 
Christ as a living Saviour for more than 
half a century, and had given unnumbered 
testimonies of his abiding confidence and 
personal trust in him ; and above all, by a 
clean, pure, active life he had demonstrated 
the sincerity of his profession, and hence a 
dying statement was not necessary for us 
to know where he is gone. The tender 
hands of his neighbors, who loved and 
honored him. bore his body away and laid 
it to rest in the cemetery at Eulogy, where 
it awaits the resurrection morning. His 
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devoted wife and two sons survive him and 
mourn his departure. We extend to them 
our sympathy and prayers.

Lemuel Sutton Reed was born at Du- 
rant’s Heck, Perquimans county, N. C., 
May 5, 1819; and he died in Farmville, 
Prince Edward county, Va., December 18, 
1897. Between those dates, embracing 
nearly fourscore years, he fought the good 
fight of faith, and he kept the faith. His 
early years were largely spent in school 
work, first as a pupil, then as a teacher; 
but his advantages were limited to the fa- 
cilities of his own and adjoining county, 



and he never had the advantage of a col- 
lege course. He was, however, a thought- 
ful observer and a careful student of men 
and books; and being naturally well en- 
dowed, mentally, morally, and physically, 
he acquired a competent furnishing, and 
he showed himself to be a workman that 
needed not to be ashamed. Having been 
religiously trained by his parents, Tnomas 
Walker and Elizabeth Reed, he publicly 
professed saving faith in Christ, August 13, 
1838, at Oak Grove Church, in his native 
county, and joined, without delay, the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. On October 
16, 1846, under the conviction of a divine 
call to the work, he applied for and ob- 
tained license to preach from the Quarterly 
Conference of the Pasquotank Circuit, to 
which he had moved after his marriage in 
1839 ; and in November, 1848, at the session 
of his Annual Conference, in Elizabeth 
City, N. C., he applied for admission, on 
trial, into the traveling connection ; but 
being pale and thin from recent sickness, 
and being opposed by a leading member 
on the ground that he would soon be in his 
grave, and his dependent family a care 
upon the Church, he was rejected. Disap- 
ointed, but not disheartened, he accepted 
is defeat as a providential indication that 
his call was simply to the local ranks, and 
he set himself anew to the task of the 
schoolroom. His presiding elder, howev- 
er, dissatisfied with the unfavorable action 
of the Conference, advised a renewal of 
his application ; and, being improved in 
health, he stood again at the door of his 
Conference in November, 1849, at Peters- 
burg, Va., and was admitted without a 
dissenting vote, his former opponent giv- 
ing him his support and continuing ev- 
er after his steadfast friend. In 1851 he 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Andrew, 
and in 1853 an elder by Bishop Paine. 
Through fifty-one years he bore the title 
and adorned the office of a Methodist 
readier, and for more than forty of these 
e went in and out among us an active, ef- 
fective itinerant, observing the injunction, 
“Watch thou in all things; endure afflic- 
tions ; do the work of an evangelist ; make 
full proof of thy ministry.” Every part of 
our territory has praise for him in its gates ; 
and every kind of our regular work — mis- 
sions, circuits, districts — bears witness to 
his faithful practical hand. Currituck Mis- 
sion, Gloucester, Princess Anne, Gates, N. 
C., Murfreesboro, N. C., Prince Edward 
(twice), Bedford, Nottoway, Brunswick, 
East Rockingham of the Baltimore Confer- 
ence — where he spent the year 1870 to be 
near an aged relative — Amherst, Henrico, 
and Cumberland circuits, and Charlottes- 
ville, Murfreesboro, Norfolk, Danville, 
Farmville, and Petersburg districts, were 
the fields of his labors, the scenes of his 
toils and triumphs. Three times he was 
elected by his brethren as a delegate, and 
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once as an alternate, to the General Con- 
ference of his Church, and he represented 
them through the sessions of 180(3, 1874, 
and 1878, and during a part of the session 
of 1880, when Dr. Bennett became too fee- 
ble to attend. He was married twice — 
first to Miss Pharaba White, of Pasquotank 
county, N. C., February, 1889; then on 
December 11, 1800. to Mrs. Mary C. Kyle, 
of Harrisonburg, Va., who survives him. 
Both were helpmeets indeed, and blessed 
the heart and brightened the home to which 
they gave themselves. Six children live 
and “rise up to call them blessed” — Mrs. 
J. W. Blincoe, Ashland, Va.; Rev. J. C. 
Reed, Virginia Conference; Judge Chris- 
topher Reed, St. Louis, Mo.; Mr. Thoma; 
Reed, Kansas; Dr. Walter Reed, George- 
town, D. C.; and Mrs. D. T. Elam, Farrn- 
ville, Va. (the only child by the second 
marriage, and the one at whose home he 
breathed his last). The domestic relations 
of brother Reed were most charmingly ten- 
der and sweet. He was revered as the 
worthy head of his family, and enjoyed as 
cordial companion of its members. His 
children were the pride and joy of his 
heart, and he was their friend and associ- 
ate. Few men have succeeded better in 
commanding their households after them, 
and few have left more creditable repre- 
sentatives of their names. His home was 
ever the sphere of bright and happy fel- 
lowship, and the scene of generous and un- 
affected hospitality. His door never closed 
against “ an angel unawares,” and his beds 
and his board were never more enjoyed 
than when shared by his friends. His con- 
versation was free and easy, and instruct- 
ive. He never lowered the standard of 
true ministerial dignity, yet he never re- 
strained or repressed “the feast of reason 
and the flow of soul.” “His speech was 
always with grace, seasoned with salt.” 
In the councils of his Church and the ad- 
visory boards of his community, he was 
esteemed for his strong common sense and 
for his fine practical wisdom. He was 
gifted with unusual powers of penetration 
and discrimination, and his knowledge of 
men and measures was exceedingly accu- 
rate. Bishops availed themselves of his 
counsels, and young men sought and fol- 
lowed his advice. In manner brother Reed 
was frank, candid, transparent. You knew 
wh^re he stood on all important questions, 
and which side he espoused in all serious 
controversies. He made no concealments, 
practiced no diplomacy, but exercised him- 
self to have a conscience void of offense. 
His convictions were alw'aj 7 s positive and 
his methods straightforward, but his spirit 
was kind and considerate. He was a scion 
of English stock, and his build and his 
bearing were those of the sturdy Briton. 
In the pulpit he was grave, deliberate, im- 
pressive. His sermons gave evidence of 
patient study and careful preparation. He 



avoided all ostentation, and devoted him- 
self to a plain exposition of the word and 
a practical application of the truth. Souls 
were nourished by his ministry, consciences 
were quickened, sinners were saved, and 
saints built up in their most holy faith. At 
the session of his Conference in Danville, 
Va., November, 1893, he felt that perhaps 
the time had come for him to lay down the 
work of a regular itinerant preacher, and 
to seek the relation of a superannuate; but 
he was reluctant to give up his loved “em- 
ploy” and to enter a relation in which he 
Iiad been restless in 1891. After consulta- 
tion with his son in the Conference, howev- 
er, he asked to be retired, and he never 
had the privilege of meeting again with 
the brethren that he had loved so long and 
served with so faithfully. His Conference 
was to him as the apple of his eye. As the 
time for its annual session drew near he 
would catch the spirit of its sacred reunions 
as the war horse sniffs the battle afar off, and 
he would plan and prepare to attend with 
the enthusiasm of a schoolboy anticipating 
a return to his home. It was positively 
pathetic at times to see his strong, hopeful 
spirit attempt to assert itself over his weak 
and diseased body, and determine to drag 
its weary weight, at any cost, to the place 
of his brethren’s assembling. But as the 
date arrived, and he saw and felt that he 
could not go, he would meekly and un- 
complainingly submit, and say: “Tell the 
brethren I would be with them if I could. 
My heart is with them, my prayers are for 
them, but I am too feeble to leave home.” 
As the last session of our Conference ap- 
roached, he sent a message of love to the 
rethren, and said to the bearer: “You 
can say that though I am a great sufferer, 
I am happy in the love of God and in the 
sense of his favor.” Often, as his parox- 
ysms of pain would subside, he would 
quote : “I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory that shall be revealed 
in us” ; and he would rest in hope. The 
walk that he had through the valley of the 
shadow of death was a long and weary one. 
Shortly after his superannuation he began 
to break down in health, showing signs of 
serious heart disturbance. But his robust 
frame and vigorous constitution enabled 
him to keep at bay the last enemy through 
many months, and to take some part in the 
services of the church at which he wor- 
shiped. He was the steadfast friend and 
hearty supporter of the pastor, and he 
never allowed his seat in the sanctuary to 
be vacant if he was able to fill it. Fre- 
quently, in feebleness extreme, he was at 
the place of prayer, and his means were as 
enerously offered as himself for the king- 
om and glory of Christ. A more liberal, 
regular, and conscientious contributor to 
the Church we had not among us, and no 
more fair and just and high-toned man. 
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He was the very soul of honor, and his 
name was a synonym for integrity and up- 
rightness, fair dealing and manly hearing. 
His word was as good as his bond. Soon 
after the close of our last Conference ses- 
sion he began to decline very rapidly — 
more rapidly than some of us knew ; but 
he was not unaware of his progress, and 
he carefully set his house in order, giving 
direction concerning the smallest details 
of his affairs, then calmly and confidently 
awaited the issue, knowing that his calling 
and election had been made sure, and “that 
if our earthly house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. ’ ’ On the day before his departure 
he asked two or three times if he were not 
dying; being assured that he was not, he 
said the end was not far off ; and on Satur- 
day morning, December 18, 1897, as the 
morning light was breaking, and the dawn 
of a new day was driving back the dark- 
ness of the old night, his released spirit 
caught the wings of the morning of eternal 
day, and his shadowed eyes opened to the 
beauties and glories of a never-darkening 
world. All his children, except those in 
distant states, and all the members of his 
household, and his pastor, were with him, 
as he desired they should be, when he left 
the circle of earthly friends and loved ones, 
to join the company of those who had gone 
before. On Monday afternoon, December 
20, 1897, at the Methodist Church in Farm- 
ville, Va., the solemn service for the dead 
was conducted, and all that was mortal of 
L. S. Reed was laid to rest in the quiet cem- 
etery of the town. 

Jacob Manning died at Farmville, Va., 
February 15, 1898. His health had been 
declining for some time. In November, 
1897, while visiting his daughter in Cam- 
bridge, Md., an attack of bronchitis seri- 
ously prostrated him, and threatened the 
termination of his life ; but he recovered 
sufficiently to return to Farmville, Va., and 
gave promise, for a time, of renewing his 
strength, and of reentering the circle of his 
friends ; but fresh cold was taken, and this 
arrested his progress, disturbed his respi- 
ration, and gradually broke down his en- 
feebled constitution. He was not ignorant 
of his danger or unmindful of the issue 
confronting him; but he had committed 
his way unto the Lord, and he was willing 
that he should direct his path. On more 
than one occasion he said : “It is all right. 
The will of the Lord be done. It is a pleas- 
ure to me to be with my children, and they 
want, me to stay, but the Lord will do that 
which is best.” His mind was stayed on 
God, and he was kept in perfect peace. He 
walked through the valley of the shadow of 
death without fear. He never lost con- 
sciousness for any length of time, and he 
never exhibited impatience or distrust for 



a single moment. To the last he was the 
same sweet, saintly brother that many of 
us had known and loved so long. It was a 
sacred privilege ancl honor to be with him 
in his last days and hours, and his exem- 
plification in life and death of the princi- 
ples of our holy religion was an inspiring 
illustration of the excellence of the gospel ; 
and it lingers with us as a living light upon 
our path, and a cherished blessing upon 
our nearts. The final struggle was not 
without its signs of severe conflict, but the 
paroxysm was not long, and the failing 
eyes turned as if catching visions of ap- 
proaching forms, and the departing spirit 
went trustfully to the God who gave it. 
Brother Manning was born near the city of 
Baltimore, Md., January 14, 1816. At an 
early age he was bereft of his father, and 
left to the care of a dependent mother. 
Feeling the necessity of supporting himself, 
he went from home for employment, and 
at twelve years of age he realized that he 
was alone in the world, fatherless, and 
practically motherless. Overwhelmed by 
the sense of his desolation and dependence, 
he went to God and asked him to be his 
Father. From that time he accounted him- 
self the child of God. He did not always 
walk worthy, he said, but he never aban- 
doned the position he then took, nor re- 
called the consecration he then made. At 
fifteen he publicly professed his faith in 
Christ and united with the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. He was “diligent in busi- 
ness, fervent in spirit, serving the Lord.” 
While clerking in the city of Baltimore he 
carried on a Sunday school at the Mary- 
land penitentiary, which w r as a great means 
of grace to him and a valuable preparation 
for his life-work. His call to preach w as 
heard early, and rang in his ears during 
this period of service as a layman, but his 
lack of early advantages, ancl his supposed 
want of proper qualifications and equip- 
ment, caused him to hesitate to respond. 
But seeing the blessing of God upon his la- 
bors in the conversion of a soul one after- 
noon as he talked to his Sunday school, he 
determined to resist no longer, but to give 
himself to the ministry for whatever work he 
might be thought capable of serving. Un- 
derstanding that the Baltimore Conference 
was crowded, and that the Virginia Con- 
ference was in need of more preachers, he 
decided to get his certificate of Church 
membership, and letters of recommenda- 
tion from three well-known local preachers 
in Baltimore, and to start for Virginia, not 
knowing where or to whom he was going. 
On Saturday night he reached Culpeper 
and took lodgings at the hotel for the night 
and the next day. During the afternoon 
of Sunday, as he sat on tne piazza of his 
boarding house, a rider with saddlebags 
passed and stopped at a residence near by. 
He surmised that this was the circuit 
preacher, and decided that he woulc, go 
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over and call on him. Acting on his de- 
cision he found himself in the presence of 
the Rev. W. H. Starr, whom he ever after 
delighted to honor, and for whose kind- 
nesses to him he never ceased to be grate- 
ful. The meeting was regarded by both 
parties as providential. The circuit need- 
ed additional service, and the young can- 
didate was accepted as one sent of God. 
As the Quarterly Conference was to be held 
the following Saturday and Sunday, the 
young brother was invited to attend, de- 
posit his certificate, and apply for license 
to preach ; this opened the door of oppor- 
tunity for which he was looking, and he 
promptly accepted. Before the Conference 
closed the young stranger was the Rev. 
Jacob Manning, junior preacher of Louisa 
Circuit. At the ensuing session of the An- 
nual Conference, in Edenton, N. C., Febru- 
ary 20, 1839, he was admitted on trial in 
the traveling connection, and entered for- 
mally upon his long and useful itinerant 
career. On January 17, 1841, in Lynch- 
burg, Va., he was ordained an elder by 
Bishop Waugh. On November 7, 1844, he 
was married to Miss Fannie Spooner, of 
Charlottesville, Va., a young lady “whose 
rare endowments, intellectual, moral, and 
spiritual, rendered her not only a charm- 
ing companion, but also a most efficient 
helper in his great work.” On July 5, 
1876, in Farmville, Va., where nearly 
twenty-two years after, his own eyes closed 
in the sleep that knows no waking here, 
he closed her eyes in the hope of a glorious 
resurrection and a blessed reunion, and laid 
her body to rest beneath the shadow of the 
blue hills of her native city. In November, 
1893, at the session of our Conference in 
Danville, Va., after fifty-five years of faith- 
ful and uninterrupted service in the itiner- 
ant ranks, he asked for and received a su- 
perannuated relation ; and on February 17, 
1898, in the presence of friends and his 
three surviving children — Mrs. R. A. Book- 
er, Farmville, Va., and Mrs. J. W. Wad- 
dell and Mrs. J. H. Johnson, Cambridge, 
Md. — the last sad offices of the Church were 
performed for him at Charlottesville, Va., 
and his remains were placed in the keeping 
of mother earth till God shall bid them 
rise. Having passed, by a month, his 
eighty-second birthday, brother Manning 
came “to his grave in a full age like as a 
shock of corn coming in in his season.” 
His long career had brought his name to 
the second place on our Conference roll; 
his saintly character had brought it to the 
first in the esteem of his brethren. N o man 
was more generally loved by his brethren, 
and no man more generously loved them. 
“He was the St. John of the Conference, 
the beloved disciple, an Israelite indeed in 
whom there was no guile.” Embodying 
the wisdom that is from above, he "was 
“pure, peaceable, gentle, and ea»y to be 
entreated, full of mercy and goocl fruits, 



without partiality and without hypocrisy.” 
“He was perhaps never heard to use a 
vain or murmuring word concerning him- 
self, nor an unkind one concerning any- 
body else.” He sought others’ good. His 
name is as ointment poured forth, his char- 
acter a fragrant compound of Christian 
virtues, his life a beautiful epistle, known 
and read of men. In personal appearance 
he was below the average in height, but 
compactly built, and always cleanly shaven 
and neatly attired. His face was as soft 
as a woman’s, and his spirit as sweet and 

g entle as a child’s. In all the relations that 
e sustained to others he was faithful and 
true. He never betrayed the trust of man 
or God. Devoted as a husband, affection- 
ate as a father, kind as a friend, and exem- 
plary as a Christian, he adorned the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour. All took knowl- 
edge of him that he had been with Jesus, 
and admired the beauty of his radiant 
holiness. In the pulpit he was plain, 
practical, persuasive. He did not attempt 
any display, but tenderly called sinners to 
repentance and affectionately urged be- 
lievers to duty. His ministry was as a 
soft, sweet light that brightened the hearts 
and homes of men and left an afterglow 
that gilds with glory the clouds above us 
and crowns with God the hills beyond. 
During the nearly sixty years of his itin- 
erant life he served in every portion of our 
territory, and made proof of his ministry 
in every kind of work. Mountains and 
seaboard echoed with the sound of his 
voice, and missions, circuits, stations, and 
districts heard the glad tidings of salvation 
from his lips. The appointments received 
by him were as follows: 1839, Culpeper 
and Rappahannock Circuit; 1840-41, Wil- 
liamsburg and Hampton Circuit; 1842, 
Farmville six months, Charlottesville six 
months; 1843, Farmville; 1844, Randolph- 
Macon College ; 1845, Randolph-Macon 
Circuit; 1846, Albemarle Circuit; 1847, 
Trinity, Richmond ; 1848, Centenary, Rich- 
mond ; 1849, Trinity, Richmond ; 1850, 
Louisa Circuit ; 1851, Portsmouth, Dinwid- 
die Street ; 1852-53, Richmond District ; 
1854-57, Charlottesville District; 1858, 
Alexandria Station ; 1859-60, Court Street, 
Lynchburg ; 1861-62, Amherst Circuit ; 

1863, Cumberland Circuit; 1864-65, Prince 
Edward Circuit ; 1866, Agent Sunday- 

school Society; 1867, Sidney and Oregon, 
1868, South Bedford Circuit; 1869, Rappa- 
hannock District; 1870-73, Charlottesville 
District; 1874, Amherst Circuit; 1875-76; 
Farmville Station ; 1877-78. Eastern Shore 
District; 1879-82, Smithfield and Benn's 
Circuit ; 1883-86, Ettrick Station ; 1887, 
Asbury, Norfolk; 1888-91, Madison; 1892, 
Cleveland Avenue, Lynchburg ; 1893, Trin- 
ity, Lynchburg; 1894-98, superannuated. 
Our eyes can follow him no farther. He 
rests from his labors, and his spirit has 
gone to join the general assembly and first- 
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"born. He walked with God, and God has 
taken him. “Blessed are the dead who 
die in the Lord.” 

George C. Vanderslice died March 18, 
1898, after an illness of less than a month, 
in the parsonage of Union Station, Rich- 
mond, Va., of which he was pastor. The 
malady which ended his life was pneumo- 
nia, reenforced by meningitis. The fu- 
neral rites were held in his church. The 
throng of worshipers was beyond the ca- 
pacity of the combined aditorium and Sun- 
day-school room. Costly tributes of flow- 
ers surrounded the casket, over which a 
Confederate flag was folded, in token of 
his connection, as an officer, with the 
Southern army. The music melted the 
hearts of the hearers. The honored ashes 
of Dr. Vanderslice were committed to the 
earth in Suffolk, Va. Bishop Granbery, 
assisted by Dr. Garland, said the sad but 
glorious words for the dead. As the casket 
couched its couch of clay, a victorious paean 
arose triumphant over the dull echo of the 
falling clods. And so they buried George 
Curtis Vanderslice. Within the sacred 
precincts where God’s honor dwelleth, and 
where his ambassador was wont to deliver 
his message, has been t set in the walls of 
this Zion a chiseled work of art, upon 
whose polished tablet are cut in marble 
letters between a carved cross and crown 
the dates of his cradle and his grave, un- 
veiled awhile ago so fittingly by the hand 
of a daughter of that church. The com- 
rades in that city at that time gave loving 
estimates of his virtues. And they also 
gathered their people in a chief church of 
Richmond, and made known the expres- 
sion of their loss and sorrow in touching 
eloquence. In the meanwhile, official 
boards, societies, and the city league ut- 
tered their sense of his worth. From 
Bishop Duncan, a Conference classmate, 
and from brethren beyond our bounds, 
went out to the Church, through the Con- 
ference organ, opinion of his value and 
their bereavement. The Brotherhood of 
the Virginia Conference has been a bless- 
ing. This goes without argument. Kin- 
dred organizations have run for awhile 
and collapsed. Our society gains in favor 
as it grows in age. Brother Vanderslice 
was chosen its first secretary and treasurer. 
He served the organization for twenty 
years, and died its secretary and treasurer. 
The Brotherhood may not have perished 
without his attention and zeal, but the 
Conference is deeply a debtor to this tire- 
less and undaunted officer. He was its 
chief mason and chief champion. He chal- 
lenged every enemy to a gauge of argu- 
ment, cheering the timid, leading the van. 
The work was irksome, swarming with 
petty details, consuming time and patience. 
He never received a nickel during the 
twenty years. He had heavy pastorates,

taxing every minute and every nerve, yet 
this task was discharged with such a sys- 
tem, fidelity, and cheery good will that one 
would think him a trained accountant and 
a person of leisure. It is the petty act that 
discloses character. A drop of water can 
mirror a planet. How did Vanderslice be- 
have with the bag of the Brotherhood? 
The little pouch with the pennies revealed 
the Iscariot. Vanderslice gave care and 
time to the gifts and their distribution. 
Did he ever hint that he ought to halt this ’ 
charity on its journey of mercy to widow 
and fatherless, and take a toll for his serv- 
ice? It would not have been safe to have 
suggested that he should receive compen- 
sation for this labor of love. He would 
have kicked the motion, if not the mover, 
down the steps. We see a busy pastor re- 
sisting the brain fatigue of midnight toil so 
as to save to the orphan and its mother 
every coin by doing the bookkeeping him- 
self. N oble George V anderslice ! The par- 
ents of Dr. Vanderslice, Samuel and Emily 
T., were residing in Richmond, Va., when 
he was born, July 80, 1886. And it so 
turned out that in Richmond and the city, 
its neighbor, across the James River were 
the scenes of his most successful labors. 
His birthplace and his deathbed were in 
the capital of his native commonwealth. 
He was converted at “Old Trinity,” ad- 
joining the Exchange Hotel on Franklin 
street, Richmond, Va., under the ministry 
of the late Rev. E. P. Wilson, March 6, 
1856. He resisted, for some years, the di- 
vine summons to the pulpit. He was li- 
censed in Lexington, Va., March 7, 1859, 
as a local preacher, and sent by his presid- 
ing elder as assistant to the Rev. W. C. 
Blount, on Bedford Circuit. In November 
of that year he joined the Virginia Confer- 
ence, and served as junior the church in 
Amherst. Rappahannock was his next 
charge in 1860, a successful pastorate. He 
entered the Confederate army as captain 
when war began. He returned to the itin- 
erancy in 1862 as pastor of Elk Run, in the 
Valley of Virginia. He served Batesville, 
Scottsville, and Charles City circuits ; then 
Sidney in Richmond, Manchester, Mat- 
thews Circuit, Centenary in Lynchburg, 
High Street in Petersburg, Suffolk, and 
lastly Union Station, Richmond, where he 
finished his course. The Washington and 
Lee University honored him with the de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity. He held high 
position in a number of benevolent organ- 
izations. He was an eminent Mason, of a 
ranking degree, and a delegate to great 
national congi’esses. In 1862 he married 
Miss Petit, of Amherst. His balanced 
judgment and best discretion were shown 
in this choice. She possessed in unusual 
degree the elements needed for a pastor’s 
helpmeet. She survives him to lament her 
loss and ours. The children of this happy

In August, 
1848, during a Baptist Association lield 
near his mother’s home, Dr. Spencer was 
reclaimed from his backslidden condition. 
From that hour to his death, he walked 
with God, cherishing a high ideal of Chris- 
tian life and experience. The beautiful 
symmetry of his character was not distort- 
ed by any false and foolish theories of reli- 
gion, nor warped by any marked inconsis- 
tencies of conduct. The life that he lived 
in the flesh was by the faith of the Son of 
God. In 1848. before he entered the itiner- 
ant ministry, he was united in marriage to 
Miss Mary M. Ford, a Methodist lady of 
unfeigned piety, to whom he was most ten- 
derly attached. In January, 1850, this 
happy marriage was dissolved by death. 
Through this heavy affliction God awoke 
him to a duty he had not yet assumed, and 
called him to take up a cross from which 
he had hitherto shrunk. For months he 
vainly struggled against this call. Its 
tones became louder and more imperative. 
At length he yielded, and after much prayer 
and earnest thought, and consultation with 
his pious and intelligent mother, he deter- 
mined to make the ministry of the gospel 
his vocation in life. Selling his farm and 
forsaking a profession that was bright with 
promise of success and usefulness, in No- 
vember, 1850, he entered the Virginia An- 
nual Conference as a probationer. His first 
appointment was Nottoway Circuit, then 
Edenton, then chaplain to the Radolph- 
Macon College. In 1855-56 he was in 
Elizabeth City, N. C. In 1855 he married 
Miss Martha A. Fitzgerald, who became 
the mother of his only child — Mr. J. F. 
Spencer, now one of the most prominent 
and useful members of our Church in Bed- 
ford City. In 1857-58 Dr. Spencar was ap- 
pointed to the Lunenburg Circuit. From 
1858 to 1872 he was not on the effective list. 
The death of his only brother, the charge 
of an aged mother, his own failure in 
health, and secular duties that were provi- 
dentially thrust upon him, all combined to 
make him rest for awhile from his loved 
employ. As soon as God removed these 
hindrances and opened his way, he again 
entered upon active work in the Confer- 
ence. In 1872 he was sent to Carolina Cir- 
cuit, and was afterwards successfully pas- 
tor of Hampton, Eastville, Bedford, Wesley 
Chapel, Petersburg, As bury, Norfolk, Fox 
Hill, Bedford Spring, and of one or two 
other appointments which we cannot now 
recall. His last pastoral appointment was 
Burkeville, where he died. Our brother 
lost his second wife by death in 1891, and 
married a third wife in 1893, Miss M. Fan- 
nie Fitzgerald, who survives to mourn with 
us his loss. As a minister Dr. Spencer was 
faithful. He was a good preacher — clear, 
scriptural, spiritual, and earnest, and 
pointed. Like Moses, he communed with 
God on the mount, and received his mes- 



sage from the divine lips; and when he 
came down to minister to his people, his 
speech was with love and authority. His 
ministerial robes were never soiled by un- 
due love of the world, or improper contact 
with worldly things. He denounced in 
unsparing terms whatever he deemed fahe 
in doctrine or sinful in conduct, yet all 
who heard him admired the fearless hon- 
esty, the unaffected earnestness, the abso- 
lute sincerity of the speaker. The very 
eye of prejudice, looking through its lens 
of highest power, must needs have seen that 
any severity in his language was born in a 
loving heart and prompted by an honest 
zeal for truth, as he saw the truth, and not 
by the least personal bitterness. His love 
for the sinner more than equaled his hatred 
of the sin. In labors he was abundant. 
He sowed seed diligently beside all waters, 
and fruits of his ministry were not lacking. 
He wears no starless crown. In speaking 
of him simply as a man, unstinted praise 
could scarcely be called extravagant eulo- 
gy. He was of a most generous and un- 
selfish disposition — cultured, refined, dig- 
nified, yet always genial and attractive. 
His heart was pure, his language chaste, 
his life clean. A loving son, a devoted hus- 
band, a tender father, a sincere friend, he 
lived and died most loved and honored 
where he was best known. His courtesy 
was unfailing. To high and low, alike and 
equal, he was the finest type of the polite 
Virginia gentleman — in speech and manner 
adorning every circle of society in which 
he moved. In justice to his memory and 
to the truth, we cannot close this sketch of 
our venerable and beloved brother’s career 
without brief reference to his labors in the 
temperance reformation. They make many 
bright leaves in the volume of his earthly 
existence, and among them all there is no 
single page that he would blush to have the 
angels read. In this great contest he stood 
abreast with those who held the most ad- 
vanced position. He made no concealment 
of his views, and offered no weak apologies 
for his righteous course. He was no crank 
nor fanatic on this question ; but, true to 
his vows as a Methodist preacher, he was 
the avowed foe of all forms of intemper- 
ance, and struck his sturdy blows wherever 
he found this great adversary intrenched. 
He believed, as his Church teaches, that the 
manufacture, sale, or use of intoxicating 
liquors, as a beverage, was a sin against 
God and a curse to humanity; therefore, 
he held and taught that total abstinence 
was a high Christian duty. On this ques- 
tion he made no compromise with the devil. 
For the past eighteen months Dr. Spemcer 
was in very feeble health, but he continued 
to work as his strength permitted. At 
times his sufferings were intense, but in 
their greatest severity he was patient, un- 
murmuring. submissive. He awaited the 
call of his Master calmly and without fear.

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say it, this diffidence was the chief defect 
in his life and a manifest hindrance to his 
largest usefulness. He possessed an ex- 
quisite taste. He admired the beautiful; 
lie loved nature; he loved art; he loved 
poetry and eloquence; he gazed fondly upon 
a landscape ; he passed in wonder before a 
painting or a piece of statuary ; he was 
thrilled by the grace of the orator. He 
was familiar with the choice productions 
of the great writers, and delighted, when 
in his happiest moods, to talk of them, and 
was never more pleased than when he 
found in a hearer a responsive and sympa- 
thetic nature. As a preacher he was en- 
dowed with high qualifications. He real- 
ized the awful responsibility of his calling. 
He paid careful attention to his prepara- 
tion for the pulpit. There was method and 
thought, and often a profusion of orna- 
ment, in his sermons. He was impassioned 
in his utterance, and, when absorbed in his 
subject, produced a profound impression 
upon his audience. As might be expected 
from the man and from his style of preach- 
ing. he was a great revivalist. . Every- 
where he was successful in bringing souls 
to Christ, and at times a marvelous spirit- 
ual power attended his ministry — never, 
however, to the inflation of his vanity, but 
always to the deepening of his humility 
and to the increase of his sense of depend- 
ence upon God. During his pastorate in 
Gosport he conducted a revival that lasted 
from May till October, resulting in the con- 
version of many hundred souls; and in 
other charges something of the same char- 
acter was often witnessed. He honored 
God, and God honored his work. His love 
for his Conference and his brethren was 
sincere and abiding. He knew no animos- 
ities; he could cherish no piques. There 
is not one of our number that he did not 
speak of tenderly and affectionately. His 
death was beautiful. The heavy weight 
that had rested upon his mind was lifted, 
and his memory was restored. It was like 
the clear shining of the sun through break- 
ing clouds at the close of day. Old hymns, 
long locked up in the darkend chambers of 
the brain, found again sweet and joyous 
expression. The day before he died he 
said, “God is so good” ; and his last mo- 
ments were as the going out of the light. 
He has met his comrades who have passed 
on before. He rests from his labors, and 
his works do follow him. This sketch 
would be incomplete without another ref- 
erence. On the first day of May, 1849, he 
was united in marriage to Miss Louisa 
George tta Esher, of Norfolk, Ya. It was 
a happy union. The husband doted upon 
the wife ; the wife was thoughtful and con- 
siderate of the husband. Seven children 
were born to this wedlock. Two alone 
survive — one engaged in business in Nor- 
folk, the other an honored member of this 
Conference. The wife preceded the hus- 



band by more than two years to the spirit- 
land. At the unveiling of the mysteries of 
life how much of the godly training of chil- 
dren, and of the success that attended the 
labors of the husband, will be found, under 
God, to the honor and the glory of the 
quiet and unobtrusive ministry of Louisa 
Georgetta Edwards! 

David M. Wallace, for forty-five years 
a member of this body, fell on sleep, as a 
weary reaper at eventide, with his sheaves 
around him, on the 8th of April, 1898. He 
was the son of D. M. and M. E. Wallace, 
born in Leesburg, Loudoun county, Vir- 
ginia. His parents removed with him to 
Vicksburg, Miss., where he was left an or- 
phan at an early age. His earliest religious 
convictions were received through the Rev. 
Dr. C. K. Marshall, of Vicksburg, and ma- 
tured in conversion in Leesburg, under the 
preaching of the Rev. James A. Duncan 
and in the pastorate of the Rev. D. P. 
Wills. He immediately sought to prepare 
himself for the work 'of the ministry, to 
which he felt called ; but, having delicate 
sensibilities, he fell into doubt as to his call 
to preach, and gave himself to prayer for 
more light. God gave him more than a 
hundred seals to his ministry before he 
joined the Conference in 1853. His first 
circuit was Lunenburg. He found kind 
friends, and saw the fruits of his work. 
Then to Mecklenburg, as junior, with the 
Rev. J. MeMullan. There was a golden 
harvest of two hundred souls. In 1855 to 
Rock Creek and Howard was his appoint- 
ment — there was increase ; in 1856 to Prince 
William Circuit — many converts ; in 1857 
to Wesley Chapel, in Petersburg — an ex- 
tensive revival. Brother W allace was mar- 
ried in 1858 to Miss Sallie A., daughter of 
the Rev. J. D. Rowlett, of Chesterfield 
county, Virginia. She made him a true 
and faithful wife, sharing in his toils. In 

1858 he was sent to Manchester, Virginia — 
souls converted and church debts paid ; in 

1859 to South of Dan — very large revivals, 
several hundred conversions during the 
two years’ pastorate. In 1862 he taught 
school while awaiting the cure of a lung 
damaged while preaching. In the autumn 
he resumed regular work and received Hal- 
ifax as his charge, with many seals to his 
ministry. In 1865 Pittsylvania Circuit— a 
successful year ; in 1869, Bovdton — contin- 
ued success in saving souls, besides build- 
ing a six-thousand dollar church and re- 
ceiving many tokens of love. Boydton 
became a station. In 1872, Brunswick 
Circuit — wide and large revivals; suffered 
much from illness and lost two children. 
In 1875, Sussex — disease and death deso- 
lated his family and ruined his constitution, 
but he worked on, and God honored his 
ministry with many converts. In 1876-80, 
Henrico Circuit — his wife and himself af- 
flicted, yet converts ; amid the great 
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trouble, God delivered him. In 1880-83, 
went in tears, but “reaped in joy”; great 
success ; made it a first-class circuit, Duilt 
a nice parsonage, many souls converted, 
and unrivaled financial success ; made 
many dear friends; lost the wife of his 
youth, a noble woman and a true help- 
meet. She left him with two small chil- 
dren and great trouble. The Lord direct- 
ed, and he married Miss M. Fannie Bass, a 
sensible, lovely, consecrated woman — the 
friend of his former wife. It was a happy 
choice. In 1883 he went to Scottsville Cir- 
cuit; a reward of many souls for heavy 
work. In 1884, Atlantic Circuit; souls 
converted and debt on the parsonage paid. 
In 1886, Norfolk Circuit ; found it prostrate, 
yet brought better times — built and fur- 
nished a nice parsonage and a very fine 
church, and raised in finances an average 
of thirteen dollars per member. Never 
were more demonstrations of sorrow made 
on the departure of a pastor. In 1888, 
South Brunswick Circuit. This was the 
field of his early conquest. Some of his 
converts greet him, after thirty-three years, 
but the majority have crossed the flood. 
He enjoyed a new parsonage, a superior 
circuit, and many friends, old and new. 
In 1890 he superannuated, and died in that 
relation. During this period he was tor- 
tured by disease, yet he taught a large 
Bible class and superintended the Sunday 
school. So long as his feeble frame could 
sustain the fatigue, he preached and assist- 
ed in revivals. When confined to the couch 
he wrote sermons. And so he wrote out 
his life in the good cause. The last six 
weeks were a long agony. The spirit 
seemed expelled from the casement of clay, 
inch by inch at the point of acute pain. 
On the 8th of April, 1898, he ceased to labor 
and to live. His pastor, the Rev. C. W. 
Turner, gave him Christian burial. He 
awaits the bugle that shall summon the 
blessed in the grounds near the parsonage 
of Dinwiddie Circuit, where he died. He 
leaves five children. Brother Wallace was 
of small stature, but compact, symmetri- 
cal, elegant. His face showed refinement 
and intellect. He was a student of the 
best Methodist works. His sermons were 
strong, well knit, and vascular. They 
compelled respect for their intrinsic worth, 
and drove home the great truths of the 

g ospel by the propulsion of native force. 

rother Wallace was equipped on the con- 
troverted differences in Church doctrine, 
and could bring out with weighty thoughts 
the reasons for the faith that was in him. 
His pulpit manner was graceful, easy, and 
impressive, and he was always neat in per- 
son and dress. He held himself to the high 
behavior of a Christian gentleman; his 
conversation became the gospel. His min- 
istry brought into the Conference two 
preachers. He had the confidence of his 
brethren, and was honored for his zeal and 



loved for many fine qualities. This is a 
mere outline of a career measuring beyond 
a third of a century and full of noble deeds. 
He inherited an ambition and aptness for 
Church work, for his father, an intelligent 
and zealous Methodist, was the Sunday- 
school teacher of one and the class leader 
of another eminent minister. When it is 
borne in mind that he was for decades a 
victim of exhausting disease, and that much 
of his vitality was consumed in mastering 
pain and repelling the raids of maladies, 
we can understand the fortitude and force 
of the man. Had he been a person of ro- 
bust frame and free from disabling ills, his 
achievements would have ranked with the 
works of great evangelists. He must quell 
a riot or suppress an insurrection in the 
citadel before he could take the field against 
the public foe. And he kept death at bay, 
and won laurels. He was a domestic hero. 
Greater is he who, like Hercules, slays the 
serpent that lurks around his cradle and 
then advances upon the Nemean lion, than 
he who inherits health, hopes, and happi- 
ness, and so makes life a pleasant pastime. 
Life takes value from the scalps at the belt, 
not from the perfumed gloves given by fair 
hands at masquerades in glittering palaces. 
Read the long lists of converts registered 
by the recording angel to the honor of that 
little withered old man, gnawed to the 
marrow by the excruciating tooth of dis- 
ease, and who can deny him the rewards 
of apostolic labors? Men who can chloro- 
form by intense passion for souls the keen 
hurt of ‘ ‘ the thorn in the flesh ’ ’ are wor- 
thy to see the third heaven and hear the 
dialects of unspeakable wonders. The 
tiny crumb of clay is fast returning to its 
kindred dust in the old shire of Dinwiddie, 
but the deathless spirit once in this earthen 
vessel is robed in a garment like unto His 
own glorious body. And so he is ever with 
his Lord.

Simeon D. Peeler was born April 25, 
1822, near Midway, in Davidson county, 

N. C., and fell asleep in Jesus on the 17th 
day of January, 1898. He joined the North 
Carolina Conference, Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, at Pittsboro, N. C., in 1854. 
He traveled as an itinerant preacher for 
thirty-two years, and served the following 
charges : 1854, Bladen Circuit ; 1855-56, no 
record at hand; 1857, Nash Circuit; 1858, 
East Rowan Circuit ; 1859, Onslow Circuit ;

Shoals Circuit; 1876-79, Yadkinville Cir- 
cuit; 1880-81, Alexander Circuit; 1882, 
Newton Grove Mission ; 1883-84, Snow 
Creek Mission; 1885, Abbott’s Creek Mis- 



sion. In 1886 he was superannuated. In 
1856 he was ordained deacon by Bishop

tor, a good, practical preacher, and a zeal- 
ous worker in his Master’s vineyard. He 
was well educated, and possessed a vigorous 
native intellect, all of wmch he consecrated 
to Christ and his Church. He possessed a 
clear conception of the great doctrines of 
the Holy Bible and of Methodism, and 
failed not to preach them with an earnest- 
ness born of a burning zeal for the salva- 
tion of immortal souls. Many souls saved 
by his life and preaching will doubtless rise 
up in the morning of the resurrection and 
call him blessed. During the eleven years 
of his superannuation he seemed to possess 
the sweet spirit of resignation. A few days 
before he died he said that no one knew 
how hard it is to give up the active work 
of the pastor but those who had tried it; 
“but,” said he, “I am in the hands of the 
Lord as the clay in the hands of the pot- 
ter.” In answer to a question, he said: 
“My faith is strong; I am happy in the love 
of God, and I am trusting in the precious 
blood of Christ.” With sorrow and weep- 
ing we laid his body to rest in the cemetery 
at Kernersville, to await the morn of the 
first resurrection. He leaves behind a son 
and a daughter, his wife having passed 
over the river some years before. Though 
dead, he still lives. A hero of the cross, an 
ambassador for Christ, he has entered into 
his reward.

George L. Hewitt was born in Blounts- 
ville, Blount county. Ala., August 22, 1854; 
died at Oneonta, Ala., July 17, 1898. He 
was converted in young manhood, and 
soon after received license to preach. He 
was admitted on trial in the traveling con- 
nection of the North Alabama Conference 
at Athens, December. 1878; admitted into 
full connection in 1881 ; ordained deacon 
by Bishop McTyeire. He was ordained eld- 
er by Bishop McTyeire in 1883. He served 
the following charges : Clear Creek Mission, 
1879-80 ; Jasper Circuit, 1881-84 ; Warrior 
Mission, 1885; Yernon Circuit, 1886-88; 
Jasper and Cordova, 1889; Coalburg and 
Horse Creek, 1890 ; Morris Circuit, 1891 ; 
located at the close of this year and con- 
tinued in the local ranks for two years. 
He was readmitted into the traveling con- 
nection in 1893. In 1894-95 he served the 
Carbon Hill Circuit; 1896-98, the Oneonta 
Circuit. His early life was shadowed by 
the loss of his father. Upon him rested 
the support of a widowed mother, thus be- 
ing deprived of educational advantages. 
But possessing a vigorous mind, a genial 
disposition, and a magnetic personality, 
sanctified by divine grace, in the itinerant 
ministry, that matchless school, he became 
more and more efficient with advancing 
years. The experience of his early life 
broadened his sympathy and fitted him to 
minister to the wants of his people. Of 
him brother R. J. Wilson thus writes : “He 
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possessed in the true sense that rare nature 
which gives no offense and is free from 
everything repulsive, and awakens the feel- 
ing in others which knows naught but to 
confide and praise. Being thrown with 
him as a sort of helper the last two years 
of his ministry, and appreciating the fact 
that some of the conditions affecting his 
work as a pastor were unusually hard, I 
looked very naturally for alienation at 
some point or in some particular. But so 
prudent, so Christlike was he that he was 
able to dispose of the most delicate matters 
affecting his charge and to heal the tender- 
est wound without awakening a breath of 
suspicion as to his ability and sincerity or 
the pureness of his motives. He was truly 
the shepherd of his flock, and no one in this 
relation ever enjoyed more fully the un- 
questioning confidence of those over whom 
the Lord made him overseer. He was a 
pastor to the people ; he drew all to him ; 
all loved him ; and when he died, not only 
the members of his own charge, but the 
members of other churches in the com- 
munity, and the irreligious people, were 
placed under a deep sense of loss. ’ ’ In the 
vigor of manhood, while giving promise of 
many years of active and efficient service, 
he was prostrated with typhoid fever, 
which rapidly developed fatal symptoms. 
During these hours he was conscious of ap- 
proaching death and spoke with confidence 
of his ultimate triumph, which faith was 
justified in the issue. Having sent mes- 
sages of love to his brethren and commit- 
ted his family to the trust of his Confer- 
ence, and to the providence of God, he 
entered joyfully the ranks of those who 
share in the triumphs of redemption.

John Thomas Norris died June 25, 1898, 
at Cartersville, Ga. He was born in Co- 
lumbus, Ga., January 21, 1836. When six- 
teen years of age he entered Emory College 
and graduated with first honors in 1857. He 
joined the Georgia Conference immediately 
after his graduation, and was effective in 
the work for thirteen years, being stationed 
at Washington, Savannah, Eatonton, and 
other points in Georgia. He was married 
October 30, 1860, to Miss Ella De Jarnette, 
of Putnam county, Georgia. His health fail- 
ing, he located in Cartersville, Ga., in 1869, 
and from that date occupied a supernumer- 
ary relation to the Conference until its last 
session, when he was placed on the super- 
annuated list, without his request. Broth- 



er Norris was in feeble health for two or 
three years before he bade us good-by and 
went home to heaven. Those who knew 
him intimately say there w r as not a more 
devoted Christian, a more companionable 
friend, a purer spirit, or a better man. 
Everybody loved brother Norris. It has 
been said of him often that he was the 
finest-textured man one ever knew. If he 
had been cloth, he would have been silk. 
When brother Norris prayed, he literally 
talked to God like a mother pleading for 
her children. Few men could put the Eng- 
lish language together as he did. Every 
word was a pearl, and every sentence a 
string of pearls. And oh, how he could 
preach! There was the fragrance of flow- 
ers, the sweetness of honey, and the bril- 
liancy of thought in every sentence that 
fell from his lips. Brother Norris was pa- 
tient in all his afflictions ; he was submis- 
sive in his losses; he was unmurmuring 
at the providences which surrounded him. 
He married the second time a daughter of 
brother Bass, of Floyd county. She was 
faithful and kind and loving to him. His 
loss was infinite w r hen he buried the wife 
of his youthful choice, but he found much 
consolation in the wife of his after choice. 
He also left three daughters and one son. 
They were all loving and kind to him ; and 
oh, how he loved them all ! He was good 
to them ; they w r ere good to him. His su- 
preme wish and desire was that they might 
meet him in the better world. Cartersville 
and thousands of friends over the state, 
who knew him while he lived, mourn with 
his loved ones because the> have lost much, 
while his immediate family has lost much 
more. We will cherish liis memory; we 
would emulate his example in all things; 
we would meet him on the golden shore. 

Miles Hill Dillard was born in Ogle- 
thorpe county, Ga., near old Cherokee 
Corner Church, May 17, 1851. He was for- 
tunate in the strength of Christian char- 
acter possessed by his parents. Fielding 
Dillard and America Chafin. His grand- 
father, Fielding Dillard, came from Halifax 
county, Va., about 1803. From an autobi- 
ography by our beloved brother we quote 
here and after many words of importance. 
“My grandparents were Primitive Bap- 
tists. My father heard his first sermon at 
the old Cherokee Corner Camp Ground 
when he was fifteen years old. In a mis- 
sionary collection which followed he put 
in all the money he had. ’ ’ True to his con- 
victions of right, led by the Spirit in a re- 
markable way, he was “the most useful man 
in Church affairs, more helpful to the young 
than any man of his day in his vicinity.” 
His mother still lives as “an example of 
sincerity, frankness, and devotion to all 
, that is right.” He went to school eight 
years, and was prepared to enter the ju- 
nior class' at Emory College, and deeply 
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regretted that he did not do so. “I was 
convicted of sin at the age of six or seven 
years, and have always prayed and tried 
to live right. At fourteen years of age I 
had learned that my failures in my rellgigps 
life came from the fact that I had riot expe- 
rienced a change of heart. At the Chero- 
kee Corner at tne 2 o’clock service, August 
8, 1865, I was gloriously converted. I nad 
been groping under conviction for a whole 
week — had lost my appetite for food, and my 
love for the society of my dearest friends. 
When the change did come I became a 
new creature indeed. My conversion was 
so clear and glorious that I have never 
doubted it. I joined the Church that day. ’ ’ 
He felt a distinct call to preach in 1870 ; but 
unwilling to submit, he became cold. “I 
never exactly refused, but my way seemed 
blocked. The devil split all my life’s plans 
asunder, and drove me into sin and de- 
spair. I concluded that I had committed 
the unpardonable sin, and lived on the verge 
of destruction three years. But at last the 
light broke in. God, my Father, again 
smiled and bade me preach. I applied for 
license to exhort in 1876, and in October 
for license to preach, and in December at 
Sparta for admission into the North Geor- 
gia Conference, and was admitted on trial.” 
“The first Conference deeply impressed 
me. 1 looked on every preacher over 
thirty years of age as a hero— as a man 
of unselfish life and perfect consecration.” 
His first two years were spent as junior 
preacher to the Rev. W. H. Trammell, on 
the Lincolnton Circuit. Following the 
death of his saintly comrade in the second 
year there was a remarkable revival. He 
then gladly crossed the Blue Ridge to the 
Morganton Mission to win souls, and dur- 
ing the next two years built two new 
churches. At St. Luke’s in Augusta he 
spent four years, and took in five hundred 
members and built the present church. At 
Grace Church. Atlanta, he spent one year, 
doubling the Church roll. The next two 
years he doubled the membership of Mer- 
ritt’s Avenue Church, Atlanta, and repaired 
the building. He served Jackson three 
years. He says: “As far as sincerity of 
purpose, consecration to dvty, and abun- 
dance of labors and devotion to my God 
and Church are concerned, I feel easier 
about these three years than any I have 
ever spent in the itinerancy. Methodism 
had never flourished in this county. Rev. 
J. J. N. Kenny and I took a gospel tent to 
evangelize this section. In two years we 
doubled the number of churches and mem- 
bers in this county, built three pretty new 
churches, one parsonage, and organized 
the Jenkinsburg Circuit, left it all free of 
debt, and sealed Butts county forever for 
prohibition.” This was a great work. In 
1891 he had a good year on the East Put- 
nam Circuit. He then spent two good 
years at Conyers, leaving it a station. The 



next year, on the Hogansville Circuit, he 
had great success, particularly at Second 
Church in La Grange. Two pleasant and 
profitable years were then spent in the 
mountain town of^Toecoa, starting a beau- 
tiful new church edifice. He then went to 
Oconee Street Church in Athens for his last 
two years’ work, God leading him back 
near the scenes of his childhood, that he 
might touch those he knew best with his 
loving hand of blessing before he too went 
to his reward. His health utterly failed, 
but he tried in every w r ay to tell the good 
tidings. God married his heart in 1886 to 
Miss Leila Jackson, of Meriwether county ; 
and no preacher ever had a nobler help- 
meet. Full of faith and consecration, her 
strong intellectual nature, highly cultured, 
was a rich comfort and blessing to him. 
He leaves her to rear his four precious chil- 
dren. As a husband he was ever full of 
love. As a father he was tender, patient, 
but firm as Gibraltar. As a friend and 
brother he was as true as a man could be. 
As a preacher he preached God’s w ord, 
and felt sure that God would accompany 
it with his blessing. He “ reasoned of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judgment to 
come,” until his hearers must be saved or 
run from the word. He had a passion for 
souls, and hunted them everywhere, think- 
ing nothing of taking a drunkard out of the 
gutter and nursing him to soberness, that 
he might plead with him for his immortal 
soul. He never compromised in public or 
private with sin, but pointed to a mighty 
Saviour. God made his peculiar knowl- 
edge of human nature a great means for 
the entrance of the gospel to sinners’ hearts. 
He was truly a “man of God,” clean in 
life, filled with great masculine love for 
humanity, and using all his rich human 
nature, "his bubbling humor, and strong 
common sense to open the lives of strong 
men and women to the fear of God and the 
love of Jesus. We quote the words of his 
brother, the Rev. W. B. Dillard, in refer- 
ence to his departure to be with God. After 
more than a year of patient, even cheerful 
suffering and sickness, he came consciously 
tow r ard the pearly gates : “Just a few days 
before his translation he enjoyed a most 
glorious experience. He had his wife to 
read some passages to him, and as he ex- 
pressed it to Captain Oliver, ‘ I am picking 
out some strong to wens to hide behind.’ 
When he said, ‘O Lamb of God, blessed 
Lamb of God ! ’ he shouted aloud, ‘ Praise 
the Lord ! Oh, glory be to God ! Hallelu- 
iah ! Oh, who would go out in the dark 
when all the world is full of light — eter- 
nal light ? ’ Then he quoted, after he had 
me to read all the hymn, the last verse of 
No. 880 : 

‘Yet save a trembling sinner, Lord, 

W f hose hope still hov'ring round thy word, 
Would light on some sweet promise there, 
Some sure support against despair.’ 
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He added, ‘ That is where, i lit and have 
been there for years. ’ Turning to his wife, 
he said : ‘ Teach my children that their fa- 
ther died an Arminian ; I am not a Calvin- 
ist.’ I will add one other, which was his 
daily quotation and the last thing he ever 
said: ‘The angel of the Lord encampeth 
round about them that fear him, and de- 
livereth them.’ When he could not talk, 
just before he left, I asked him if the angel 
was still there, and he smiled and answered, 
‘Yes.’ Of course we know where to find 
him, and I know it is well with him.” 
Like David, with his pebbles from the 
brook of simple gospel truth he fought 
every enemy of God in his path, and with 
humble consecration laid many a Goliath’s 
soul at his Master’s feet. He rejoices to- 
day not over the rich crown filled with liv- 
ing stars, but that he can lay it lovingly at 
his Redeemer’s feet, and be counted worthy 
to go on missions of probably still greater 
usefulness for his crucified and risen Lord. 

Edmund Green Dunagan, son of John 
Dunagan, was born in Hall county, Ga., 
December 15, 1866 ; was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, when about twelve years old ; was 
licensed to exhort October 5, 1885 ; was 
licensed to preach October 4, 1886 ; and 
he was ordained deacon, by Bishop Hay- 
good, at Gainesville, Ga., December 8, 
1898. April 8, 1894, he was married to 
Miss Margie L. Coker, a very excellent 
Christian lady. In the fall of 1894, at 
Rome, Ga., he was admitted on trial into 
this Conference, and appointed pastor of 
the Blairsville Circuit, where he served 
with great acceptability, in 1895-96. In 
1897-98 he was appointed senior pastor of 
the Lincolnton Circuit, where he preached 
his last sermon to mortal men. On the 
12th day of April, 1898, while at Nichol- 
son, Ga., attending the burial of his father, 
the Master called him, on very short no- 
tice, from labor to refreshment. No man, 
perhaps, who has labored among us so 
completely mastered his circumstances and 
accomplished so much in so short a time. 
Being the only son of a very greatly afflict- 
ed father, his early life was passed amid 
such surroundings as afforded very little 
opportunity for mental culture. At the 
age of eighteen, when he began to forge 
his own way in life, he was unable to solve 
a problem involving common fractions ; 
when he was twenty-six he had satisfac- 
torily completed the A.B. course, through 
the sophomore year, in Emory College. 
In preparing for college he walked, for 
quite awhile, six miles to school. No one 
perhaps, except the all- wise God, knows 
the difficulties he had to encounter while 
preparing himself for the work to which 
he felt divinely called. His work, while 
connected with this Conference, has the 
approval of all. So far as he had gone in 



the course of study prescribed for young 

E reachers he had mastered it. As a pastor 
e looked after every interest committed 
to his care, and was very much beloved by 
all among whom he labored; and as a 
preacher of the gospel he was equal to any 
of his age. He prepared his sermons with 
great care, writing many of them out in 
full, and preached them with wonderful 

E ower. Time, no doubt, would have made 
im one of the leading preachers of this 
Conference. But above all and better 
than all the striking qualities he possessed, 
he was a Christlike man. This noble qual- 
ity seemed to permeate the whole sub- 
stance of his being. The commandment of 
Jesus Christ was stamped upon his very 
face. Amid all the struggles of his life he 
never lost the sweetness and simplicity of 
childhood. From such a life and death we 
learn the sweetest lessons. May the purity 
of his life, his devotion to the Master, his 
love for men, be lessons to those who knew 
him and ripen into a blessed fruition ! 

Thomas J. Edwards was born in Green- 
ville District, S. C., February 17, 1833. 
His father removed in 1839 to Alabama, 
where he abode for a short while; then re- 
turning to Georgia, he settled at Hickory 
Flat, Cherokee county. Here the subject 
of * this memorial sketch, inured to the 
trials of farm life and almost totally de- 
prived of educational advantages, grew up 
to manhood. When barely of legal ma- 
jority he wooed and wedded Miss Mar} 7 
Meadows, daughter of Jedediah Meadows, 
for many years a useful and honored local 
preacher in the community in which he 
lived and labored. Irreligious at the time 
of his marriage, he was soon, through the 
pious example and godly life of his wife, 
brought to a serious consideration of his 
own spiritual state. He saw himself a 
miserable sinner, and, under the throes of 
deep conviction, sought and found pardon 
and peace through faith in the blood of the 
Lamb. So far as we are informed as to 
his after-life history, he never halted nor 
wavered in his onward Christian course. 
Soon after conversion he felt himself called 
to preach. Recommended by the Church, 
he was licensed to preach in 1856. For 
twenty years after receiving his high com- 
mission he served the Church faithfully 
and efficiently as a local preacher. ‘ ‘ Ready 
for every good work,” he often spent 
weeks at a time away from family and 
farm engaged in revival services. The 
work of soul-saving was his “loved em- 
ploy”; and never did he seem happier 
than when praying for the penitent or 
shouting with the pardoned. In 1873 he 
served on the Blairsville Mission as a sup- 
ply. At the Annual Conference of that 
year he was admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection. He served as fol- 
lows: Blairsville, 1874-76; Ellijay, 1877; 
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Porter Springs Mission, 1878 ; Spring 
Place, 1879-80; La Fayette, 1881-82; Sub- 
ligna, 1883 ; Homer, 1884 ; Danielsyille, 
1885-86; Snellville, 1887-88; Logansville, 
1889; Alpharetta, 1890-91; Cedartown Cir- 
cuit, 1892-93; Flowery Branch, 1894-95; 
Dacula Circuit, 1896. Early in this last 
year he was smitten down by a disease 
which sapped the foundations of his hardy, 
vigorous manhood, and from which he 
only partially recovered. The “pitcher 
broken at the fountain” — the Conference 
at its next session placed him upon the 
honor roll amongst the superannuated vet- 
erans, where he quietly, uncomplainingly 
remained until the Leader of the militant 
host said to the warworn soldier, “Lay 
aside your sword and put on your crown.” 
There are some men — as well as women — 
whose worth can never be weighed and 
estimated according to earthly standards. 
Financial and social conditions, shut off 
from sources of information, denied access 
to fountains of worldly wisdom, many 
men pass through the world unknown 
to fame, yet who in the divine estimate 
stand, like Ben Adhem, at the head of the 
list as “lovers of their fellow-men.” But 
for words of high commendation from the 
lips of the Saviour, the widow with her 
two mites and the woman of the “alabas- 
ter box” would long since have been for- 
gotten. Men are not to be estimated and 
measured by the head, but by the heart; 
not by the quantity and quality of literary 
furnishings, but by the temper and dispo- 
sition of the soul. Estimated according to 
scriptural teachings of purpose and life, 
brother Edwards won and deserves a high 
place in the memory and affection of the 
Church he served long and faithfully. In 
the discharge of duty he was prudent but 
heroic. As a Methodist he was loyal to 
the doctrines and polity of his Church. 
He went where he was sent, asking no 
questions, uttering no complaints. As a 
preacher he was clear and forceful in the 
presentation of the cardinal teachings of 
the gospel. He labored for results; and 
everywhere he served, the Church felt the 
touch of his guiding hand, and multitudes 
of souls were converted. As the world es- 
timates, he had poor appointments. From 
a human standpoint, the wonder is how he 
lived and reared a family. But he did — 
did it well. The reason of it all is to be 
found in the precious truth announced in a 
text upon which he delighted to preach : 
“ The angel of the Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear him, and delivereth 
them .” Animated by faith in this precious 
promise, he bore the cross and fought life’s 
battle till God said, “Enough.” He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Marvin in 1872 ; 
elder by Bishop McTyeire in 1878. On the 
evening of March 26, 1898, after giving di- 
rections as to his business, his burial and 
funeral, giving his parting blessing to each 



member of his family, singing a song and 
delivering a farewell message to his breth- 
ren of the Conference — “Tell the boys all 
is well ’ ’ — he sweetly fell on sleep. 

F. F. Reynolds was born February 20, 
1814, and died at Battle Hill, Ga., October 
8, 1898. He was licensed to preach in 1842, 
and joined the Georgia Conference in 1845. 
He was twice married, and several chil- 
dren survive him. Reaching the ripe and 
mellow age of eighty-four years, he was 
expectantly waiting for the harvester when 
he came. Brother Reynolds filled many 
hard appointments, but did not complain. 
On the contrary, his zealous plowing and 
soul-saving made the wilderness bloom 
with roses of Sharon. He was a most 
original thinker and unique preacher, of- 
ten startling his audiences in his concep- 
tion and expression of truth. When he 
drew his bow and let fly the gospel arrows, 
his sight was strained to see immediate re- 
sults. Many giant sons of Anak became 
ready captives to the cross by his strong 
and tactful hand. That rare gift of reach- 
ing the heart and moving great congrega- 
tions of men was his. Frequently, as the ' 
opening hymn was sung he would kneel 
and pour forth his heart in wrestling 
prayer. He believed in the baptism of 
fire from above as the necessary qualifica- 
tion for preaching. When his soul went 
through these spiritual throes, he arose 
like Samson before his locks were shorn, 
and the powers of darkness were discom- 



fited and powers of light triumphant. In 

E rotracted meetings and camp meetings 
e was the Peter to whom the leadership 



naturally fell. Many great battles of his- 
tory were not so far-reaching in results as 
conflicts which he waged and won for 
Christ and souls. But the time came when 
he could no longer wield the sword, though 
he never sheathed it. His work was done. 
Now the last and crowning vocation — that 
of suffering — was laid upon him. He en- 
dured as “seeing Him that is invisible,” 
and, perfected like his Lord by suffering, 
he was translated triumphantly above. 
His Conference history is as follows: Ad- 
mitted on trial, 1845. Admitted into full 
connection, 1847. He was ordained dea- 
con in 1847, by Bishop Andrew ; and elder, 
by Bishop Capers, in 1849. The Confer- 
ence records for the first ten years of his 
ministry do not give his appointments. 
Those recorded were as follows: 1855, Wat- 
kinsville ; 1856-57, Hancock ; 1858-59, Put- 
nam and Colored Mission ; 1861, Watkins- 
ville ; 1862, Wilkes and Colored Mission ; 
1863-64, Springfield ; 1865-66, not found ; 
1867, Louisville ; 1868-70, not found ; 1871- 
72, Lawrenceville ; 1873, Ellijay ; 1874, For- 
estville; 1875, Rome Circuit; 1876-77, Villa 
Rica; 1878-79, Haralson Mission. Since 
then, until his going hence, he sustained a 
superannuated relation.

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Alfred R. Sellars was born in White 
county, Ark., August 18, 1861, and was 
the only child of his father’s family. His 
grandfather, the Rev. Mr. Murray, was a 
faithful Methodist preacher, serving the 
Church for many years in Mississippi. 
Soon after his father and mother were 
married they removed to Arkansas. His 
father enlisted from that state in the Con- 
federate service early in the war and soon 
fell in battle, dying when Alfred was but 
a child. His mother returned to Missis- 
sippi soon after the war, and, in poverty- 
stricken widowhood, fought the battles of 
life for eleven years. She then married 
again and moved to Fannin county, Tex., 
where she still resides. Alfred’s boyhood 
was spent on the farm, and his education 
was limited to what he could obtain from 
short terms at country schools, supple- 
mented by hard study at home during lei- 
sure hours. He therefore never had the 
educational advantages that he desired 
and would have improved. But he was a 
faithful student, and wfith his limited op- 
portunities he acquired much useful knowl- 
edge, which he used for the glory of God 
and the good of men. He was married to 
Miss Julia E. Kemp, near Whitewright, 
Tex., August 18, 1881. He was converted 
in August, 1883, at Leonard camp meeting, 
Fannin county, under the ministry of the 
Rev. T. L. Miller, and united with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. South. At 
this time he felt his call to preach the gos- 
pel, but hesitated on the plea of incompe- 
tency, and went to work as a section hand 
on the railroad— however, jealously main- 
taining his hold on the Lord. Finding no 
rest from a consciousness of failing to per- 
form his duty, he asked his Quarterly Con- 
ference for license to exhort, w^hich was 
granted at Leonard, Tex., September, 1888 
— Rev. T. C. Eason, preacher in charge, 
and Rev. W. H. Hughes, presiding elder. 
In the exercise of the functions of this of- 
fice he felt the sweet peace of soul that 
follows the discharge of duty. In 1889 he 
removed to the Indian Territory, and find- 
ing there great spiritual destitution and 
need, the impression that he must preach 
the gospel was stronger than ever. It 
was a great struggle, and he shrank at 
the thought of the responsibility, saying : 
“Lord, anything else 1 will do, but I can’t 
preach.” He fully realized that preach he 
must or live a miserable life. At this time 
he removed to Denton county, Tex., and 
was licensed to preach May 3, 1890, at Bol- 
ivar — Rev. W. F. Easterling, preacher in 
charge, and Rev. C. L. Ballard, presiding 
elder. He had prayed much that the will 
of God might be expressed by the vote of 
the Quarterly Conference, and so accepted 
it. He labored as a supply on Greenwood 
Mission, Gainesville District, 1890-91, and 
as a local preacher in the bounds of the 
Denton Circuit, 1891-92. He was admit-

ted on trial into the North Texas Confer- 
ence, 1892, at Sherman, and appointed to 
Mountain Springs Circuit. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Wilson at Wichi- 
ta Falls, 1893, and appointed to Green- 
wood Circuit. He was received into full 
connection at Bonham. 1894. and appoint- 
ed to Holliday Circuit, where he served 
tw T o years. He was ordained elder by 
Bishop Keener at Paris, 1896, and appoint- 
ed to Sunset Circuit. His health had 
failed the previous year, but it was hoped 
that he would soon be able to do full work. 
By February, 1897, however, he had grown 
so much worse that he was compelled to 
give up his charge, and in November fol- 
lowing he was given a superannuated re- 
lation. In December he moved to Bowie, 
Tex., and, purchasing a little home, set- 
tled down to fight the ravages of dis- 
ease and death. It became a settled fact 
that he must die soon unless he could get 
relief. There was but one remedy, and 
that a very dangerous one in his case — the 
surgeon’s knife. After seriously debating 
the matter and getting the advice of the 
best physicians, he deliberately made up 
his mind to take the last chance afforded 
him for recovery. One who w’as present 
wiien he bade his family farewell says : “I 
never expect to witness a more touching 
scene than that which took place in his 
home.” Just before leaving for Fort 
Worth he took up his well-used Bible and 
called his devoted wife and six children 
(three boys and three girls) around him, 
with the attendant friends, and read out of 
it the precious promises of God, and led 
the company in prayer with a fervor that 
brought heaven and earth so close together 
that one could realize afresh that death is 
but a transfer to a higher sphere of exist- 
ence. The true character of the man was 
focalized in that prayer, for he was a 
deeply spiritual and successful itinerant 
preacher. He died under the shock of the 
surgical operation at Fort Worth, January 
15, 1898. His funeral was preached by the 
Rev. F. O. Miller in the Methodist church 
in Bowie to a large audience, and his body 
was laid to rest in the cemetery to await 
the resurrection of the just. He was a 
good man, and according to his abilities 
and opportunities served the Church well ; 
was a blessing to those who knew him, 
honored God, and died with the Chris- 
tian’s faith and hope. 

William M. Robbins was born in Lee 
county, Va., in 1836, of Charlie and Jane 
Robbins. In his tenth year he was happi- 
ly converted under the ministry of tne 
Rev. W. P. Read, at Crab Orchard, Ky.

ical enthusiast, but informed himself upon 
every issue so as to cast his ballot on the 
right side. Colonel Weaver was a modest 
gentleman, never intruding on any one 
with unsought-for advice, but, being a nat- 
ural-born leader of men, when trouble 
came upon the country his friends natu- 
rally Hocked to him for counsel and lead- 
ership. When the political storm-cloud of 
1861 arose, he espoused the Southern cause. 
At the head of a regiment he marched to 
the held of carnage, proving himself a foe- 
man worthy the steel of the bravest knight. 
He professed religion during a great re- 
vival held in Sulphur Springs in 1859, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. To nothing did he refer with such 
delight as to the time when he received the 
remission of his sins. It was a remarka- 
ble transformation, a renewal of the spirit 
of his mind, enabling him to center his 
thoughts on heaven and divine things. No 
greater was the internal than the external 
change wrought upon his life by grace. 
He was the salt of the earth. Always hold- 
ing responsible positions in the Church, he 
never allowed his temporal affairs to inter- 
fere with the duties which he owed to the 
Church. He carried every interest of the 
Church on his heart, and paid thousands 
of dollars to advance the Redeemer’s king- 
dom. The Church loved and honored 
him, placing him in the lead in local af- 
fairs, sending him as a delegate to the 
District, Annual, and General Conferen- 
ces. He was a great friend to the young. 
Twenty-five years ago he organized a band 
of young people in Sulphur Springs, giv- 
ing them the name of “Gospel Support- 
ers.” This organization he kept up as 
long as he lived. Their contributions were 
given to the cause of missions and to aid 
in church and parsonage building. But 
this grand old servant of God has finished 
his work on earth. While surrounded by 
his kindred and friends, in the quiet still- 
ness of a Sabbath morning, heavenly mes- 
sengers came and bore the redeemed spirit 
of Colonel Weaver to the saints’ everlasting 
rest.

William C. Adams was born in Lowndes 
county, Mississippi, April 10, 1835. In 1856 
he was married to Miss C. N. Jones, the 
faithful wife who still survives, and in the 
same year removed to Arkansas. He was 
licensed to preach in 1859, and admitted on 
trial in the Little Rock Conference in No- 
vember of that year and appointed to 
Rockport Circuit. In 1860 he was appoint- 
ed to Lacy Circuit. In 1861 he was read 
out as junior preacher on Clark Circuit, a 
nominal appointment, as the minutes state 
in a marginal note that he was in the army. 

In 1862 he was discontinued. In 1865, at 
the first Conference after the war was over, 
he was again admitted on trial and ap- 
pointed again to Rockport Circuit. In 
1866 he was ordained deacon and apipoint- 
ed to Clark Circuit; in 1867 to the same 
work ; in 1868 to Arkadelphia colored 
charge. In 1869 he was granted a location. 
He was ordained elder as a local preacher 
in 1876. Subsequently he resigned his cre- 
dentials and lived out of the Church for 
several years, but in 1885 he was for the 
third time admitted on trial in the Little 
Rock Conference and appointed to Lehi 
Circuit ; in 1886-88 to Richmond and Rocky 
Comfort; in 1889 to Liberty ; in 1890 to Des 
Arc and Hickory Plains. In 1891 he was • 
transferred to White River Conference and 
appointed to Jacksonville Circuit. In 1892 
he was transferred to the Little Rock Con- 
ference and sent to Old River Circuit, and 
returned to the same work in 1893. In 
1894 he was granted a superannuated rela- 
tion. In 1897 he became effective, and was 
appointed to Sheridan Circuit. Here he 
finished his work. Sunday, April 10, 1898, 
was his birthday. He had completed his 
sixty-third year. He preached morning 
and evening, lay down and fell asleep in 
Jesus. He was a fervent, earnest, zealous 
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preacher, moving the heart and conscience 
of his hearers.

Joseph Bonaparte Martin, son of Jesse 
and Cecilia Martin, was born in Henry 
county, Va., March 1, 1824. His inherit- 
ance, physical, mental, and social, was 
much above the average. His grandfa- 
ther, General Joseph Martin, was one of 
the giants of Revolutionary times, and as 
warrior and statesman did much to push 
civilization westward. His father, also, 
w r as a soldier, serving in the war of 1812. 
Brother Martin’s early life was the invig- 
orating and developing life of the country 



boy, alternating betw r een the schoolroom 
and farm, with some experience in stores 
and shops. His early surroundings were 
not religious, but he was converted during 
a quarterly meeting held in Franklin coun- 
ty, Va., July 30, 1844, by the Rev. S. S. 
Bryant, presiding elder, and the Rev. R. P. 
Bibb, preacher in charge, He joined the 
Methodist Church; was early in the next 
year licensed to exhort, and a little later to 
reach. During a part of that year he 
elped his pastor, the Rev. R. P. Bibb, in 
Franklin county ; and at the session of the 
Conference held in Washington, N. C., 
though not present, was received on trial 
in the North Carolina Conference. The 
length of his ministry was thus exactly 
that of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, which was organized at Louisville, 
Ky., in 1845. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Andrew at Greensboro in 1847, and 
elder at Oxford in 1849. He received for- 
ty-six appointments, serving the following 
chal*ges : Mocksville Circuit, 1846, assisting 
the Rev. R. P. Bibb; Jonesville Circuit, 
1847; Guilford Circuit, 1848-49; Beaufort, 
1850. His throat failing him in March of 
that year, he returned to recuperate, but 
was able to give valuable assistance dur- 
ing the year to his pastor there. Roanoke 
Circuit, 1851-52, the Rev. R. O. Burton 
assisting; Bladen Circuit, 1853, the Rev. 
S. D. Adams assisting ; Bladen Circuit, 
1854, the Rev. C. M. Pepper assisting; 
Whiteville, 1855 ; Sampson, 1856-57, the 
Rev. A. D. Betts assisting the latter year. 
At the Conference of 1857 he was appointed 
to Evans Chapel, Fayetteville, assisting the 
Rev. W. H. Bobbitt, of Hay Street, but w as 
early in the year removed by his presiding 
elder to Robeson Circuit to assist the Rev. 
P. J. Caraway. Agent of Trinity College, 
1859, raising in cash and bonds $5,000 ; Tar 
River Circuit, 1860-61 ; Pittsboro Circuit, 
1863-64. The first year he was largely in 
charge of the work, though nominally sec- 
ond to Dr. Peter Doub; the second year, 
preacher in charge. Snow Hill Circuit, 
1865-67. The year 1865 was a great trial to 
him, as to his brethren, and he w r as obliged 
to seek rest and support part of the year at 
his wife’s home in New York state ; but as 
soon as the way opened he was again at 
his post. Pittsboro Circuit, 1868-70 ; Chap- 
el Hill and Haw River, 1871-74. At the 
Conference of 1874 he was appointed to 
Kenansville Circuit ; but in February, 1875, 
being on the verge of nervous prostration, 
was obliged to surrender the work. Flat 
River Circuit, 1876; Orange Circuit, 1877- 
79 ; Haw River Circuit, 1880- 83 ; Granville 
Circuit, 1884-85 ; Cary Circuit, 1886-87 ; 
Durham Circuit, 1888-89 ; Alamance Cir- 
cuit, 1890-91, his last appointment. Dur- 
ing 1891 his health failed so completely 
that he was obliged to ask a superannu- 
ated relation at the Annual Conference. 
During the remainder of his life he resided 
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at Chapel Hill, N. C., which had been his 
home since 1872. During his last days he 
endured much suffering in his body and 
affliction in his family ; nevertheless he 
was able to be of no little assistance to the 
cause he loved, aiding in protracted serv- 
ices as his strength would admit. The life 
of a Methodist circuit rider in the fifties 
was one of labor and hardship, but from 
the first brother Martin manifested the 
courage and zeal which the older members 
of this body know so well as characteristic 
of him. In the face of many difficulties he 
persevered, not only circuit riding, but 
sometimes circuit walking, and hosts were 
added to the Church through his ministry. 
Among these, it is thought, were the fol- 
lowing preachers : W. M. Robey, W. C. 
Gannon, O. J. Brent, J. E. Thompson, M. 
G. Whitington, and S. B. Turrentine. He 
was preeminently a revival preacher, but 
was not negligent of the other interests of 
the .Church, as bear testimony — societies 
organized, churches and parsonages bbilt, 
repaired or finished, and large amounts 
raised for the general interests of the 
Church.* Brother Martin was one of a 
large family. A sister and three brothers 
survive him : Mrs. George Richardson, and 
Calvin Luther and Patrick Henry Martin, 
of Virginia, and Jesse Graves Martin, of 
Kentucky. Four brothers died before him, 
three of whom were ministers. The Rev. 
John K. Martin was a Primitive Baptist, 
and the Rev. Brice Martin a Presbyterian. 
The Rev. Lafayette Martin was for several 
years a member of the North Carolina 
Conference, but was forced by ill health 
to retire, became a physician, and soon 
died. William Martin was a physician. 
Brother Martin was thrice married — first 
to Miss Mary Carver, of Cumberland coun- 
ty, N. C., November 29, 1858. She died at 
Blockersville, less than three years later, 
leaving one son, Walter, who now lives at 
Four Oaks, N. C. This son showed true 
nobility in claiming the privilege of paying 
all expenses in connection with the burial 
of his sainted father. The second mar- 
riage was to Miss Mary Fletcher Clegg, 
of Chatham county, October 4, 1859, who 
died August, 1862, leaving no children. 
His last wife, who survives him, and to 
whose love, devotion, and skill he owed 
much of the comfort of his declining years, 
was Miss Clara Scarborough, of Masena, 
St. Lawrence county, New York, whom he 
married in Pittsboro, N. C., where she was 
teaching, December 28, 1863. To this union 
were born seven daughters and one son. 
Two daughters — Mary, wife of Dr. Stephen 
B. Weeks, and Clara — died in a few weeks 
of each other in 1891. The oldest living 
child, Miss Lizzie Reid Martin, is a conse- 
crated and successful worker of the Wom- 
an’s Foreign Mission Board in China. The 
others are Mrs. R. L. Uzzell, Roanoke, 
Va.; Mrs. Frank Page, Biscoe, N. C.; and 



Misses Floy and Blanche, and J. B. Mar- 
tin, Jr., who are still under the parental 
roof. The last few months of brother 
Martin’s life were largely free from pain. 
He had unusual strength during the sum- 
mer and fall, and was able to visit several 
of his old churches and render efficient 
service by preaching in the protracted 
meetings. He was looking forward with 
anticipations of great pleasure to the ses- 
sion of the Annual Conference. But yield- 
ing to the requests of his brother and 
friends near Danville, Va., and to the nat- 
ural desire of mingling with many known 
and loved in other days, he went to Dan- 
ville to attend the session of the Virginia 
Conference, and then to his brother Pat- 
rick’s, near Danville, for a visit. While 
in Danville he was induced to submit him- 
self to treatment, which proved too severe 
to his feeble S} T stem, and, after some days 
of great pain, he passed away December 
11, 1897, in hope of a glorious resurrection. 
His mortal remains were carried back to 
his home and laid to rest near those of his 
two daughters in the Chapel Hill cemetery. 
His funeral was conducted by Dr. E. A. 
Yates, assisted by his pastor, the Rev. N. 
H. D. Wilson, and Revs. J. N. Cole, G. A. 
Oglesby, Dr. Thomas Hume, of the Uni- 
versity, and the Rev. D. G. Currie, of the 
Presbyterian Church, Chapel Hill, N. C. 
For more than half a century Joseph B. 
Martin has been a member of this Confer- 
ence. His work abides. Strong in the 
Lord, with a courage that knows no fear, 
with a burning zeal, he fought a good 
fight; he kept the faith. In Christ he is 
victorious. 

John C Alton McCall, son of Hugh and 
Sarah A. McCall, was born in Richmond 
county, N. C., June 17, 1867, and died at 
his old home near Laurinburg, January 14, 
1898, and was buried in the family cemete- 
ry. He was converted while upon his knees 
at his bedside and joined the Church at St. 
John’s Station in 1883. He graduated at 
Rutherford College in 1889, and afterwards 
attended Vanderbilt University. He was 
licensed to preach by the Laurinburg Cir- 
cuit, joined the North Carolina Conference 
at Greenville in 1891, was ordained a dea- 
con by Bishop Duncan at Wilmington in 
1893, and an elder by Bishop Wilson at 
Elizabeth City two years later. He was 
stationed at Tarboro as assistant pastor, 
at Greenville as assistant pastor, and at 
Murfreesboro. Less than thirty years were 

g iven him in which to do his life work, but 
e did it well, as those who sat under his 
ministry, or were intimately acquainted 
with him, can testify. Gentle and pure as 
a woman, kind and courteous, modest 
and sweet-spirited, intelligent, charitable, 
Christlike in conversation and conduct, 
he deeply impressed all with whom he 
came in contact as a man of God. No ef- 
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fort was made to appear pious, but as nat- 
urally as the flower emits its fragrance, 
the goodness and beauty and loveliness 
of his character were revealed. One who 
knew him well said of him: “I never heard 
him speak a word which would have been 
wrong if uttered by an angel.” His resig- 
nation to God’s will was almost perfect. 
Of course it cost a struggle to give up his 
life work before he was twenty-eight years 
old. Writing to an old schoolmate, he 
said: “The state of my health compelled 
me to ask for a superannuated relation at 
Conference. It was not so hard to give 
up the work there, for then the tempest 
was over, the billows were sweetly at rest. 

I am satisfied since He leadeth me. It is 
the Lord who lets me call him Father, and 
the father will do what is best for his 
child.” Only a few daj T s before his death 
he wrote a poem, “Another Superannuate’ s 
Plea,” full of hope and trust arid resigna- 
tion. We quote from it : 

It seems hard to see one’s life-plans 
And one’s fondest hopes decay, 

But to know that God is leading 
Brings peace and comfort day by day. 

I had dreamed of years of labor, 

Prayed for service in the field; 

But the Master’s voice recalled me, 

And to his voice I gladly yield. 

I had thought to die in harness, 

In the thickest of the strife, 

Would surely be the sweetest closing 
Of a faithful preacher’s life. 

But I find my thoughts are changing 
As the shadows nearer roll; 

For to die where Christ is present, 

That is sweetest to the soul. 

Brother McCall was a systematic student. 
From the study of the Bible he obtained 
spiritual food and inspiration for his Chris- 
tian life as well as material for his ser- 
mons. So keenly did he feel the responsi- 
bility of his high calling that he rarely 
went into his pulpit without careful prepa- 
ration. The thought of his sermons was 
clear, expressed in pure English and de- 
livered so as to profit and to please. His 
congregation loved him tenderly. He 
grappled them to his soul with hooks of 
steel. Had he lived he would have become 
one of the most useful and influential 
members of the Conference. Let us thank 
God for such a choice spirit even for a few 
short years. By cherishing the memory of 
his Christlike character we shall enrich our 
own spiritual lives. To have known and 
loved him makes it impossible to have a 
low estimate of human nature. To his 
four sisters and two brothers he leaves a 
rich spiritual legacy. One of his brothers, 
the Rev. F. B. McCall, is a useful member 
of the North Carolina Conference. Broth- 
er McCall knew the end was near when he 
wrote : 

So give me a place among the worn-out 

For just a little while at best; 

Soon I expect to take a transfer 

To the Conference of the Blest. 



The Great Bishop transferred him to the 
Conference of the Blest, and, we believe, 
stationed him near the throne. Some time 
before he died he said, “There is not a 
shadow between me and God.”

S. B. Carson was born in Hickman coun- 
ty, Tenn., October 13, 1816; was converted 
at a private house in August, 1832; was 
admitted on trial at Jackson, Tenn., in 
1848; admitted into full connection and 
ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew at 
Holly Springs, Miss., November, 1842; or- 
dained elder by Bishop Janes in 1844 ; and 
died at Arcadia, Fla., October 10, 1898. 
He leaves an aged and infirm widow, who 
had been his faithful companion for many 
years, and their children to mourn their 
loss. Brother Carson’s early opportunities 
were meager, hence his education was very 
limited, having been received in the com- 
mon schools of that day ; but he was a man 
of more than ordinary preaching ability, 
of an ardent temperament, great physical 
strength, deeply spiritual, and preached 
the “word in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power.” He was at times a son of 
thunder, under whose preaching the masses 
were greatly moved and multitudes con- 
verted to God. For twenty-two years 
brother Carson was a superannuated mem- 
ber of this Conference. The last several 
years of his life were spent in Florida, 
where he continued to preach up to near 
the close of his life ; and while we have no 
special facts as to his closing days, we have 
sufficient reason for believing that he went 
from this to his home and reward in heaven. 

Joseph B. Harris, son of the Rev. 
Charles B. and M. J. Harris, was born in 
Maury county, Tenn., June 22, 1834; was 
converted in Lafayette county. Miss.. July 
15, 1855 ; licensed to preach at Holly 
Springs, Miss., September, 1855; admitted 
on trial in the Memphis Conference in 
1855; received into full connection and or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Paine at Jackson. 
Tenn., in 1857 ; ordained elder in Mem- 
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phis by Bishop Andrew in 1859 ; and died 
at Kelly, Miss., September 3, 1898. Broth- 
er Harris was thrice married, the last time 
to Miss Blanche Hollowell, of Hollandale, 
Miss. He was a member of the Memphis 
Conference from 1856 to 1869, of the Illi- 
nois Conference from 1869 to 1877, of the 
North Texas Conference from 1877 to 1883, 
and of the North Mississippi Conference 
from 1883 to 1898. In these several Con- 
ferences brother Harris served acceptably 
as circuit rider, station preacher, and pre- 
siding elder. At the last session of our 
Conference he was appointed to the Cor- 
nersville Circuit, Holly Springs District. 
Though in feeble health at the time, he 
went to his circuit and did the work as 
best he could as long as he was able to 
travel. He then returned to his home at 
Kelly, where he passed away. Brother 
Harris was a plain gospel preacher, and a 
good revivalist. Having implicit faith in 
the word of God, he lived by its precepts, 
pillowed his head on its promises, and tri- 
umphantly passed away. A good man 
has gone. He loved his Church ; was a 
true friend, an affectionate husband and 
father. A short time before his death he 
wrote to his niece that he was fully pre- 
pared for the change, and had been for 
many years. 

Heslip Riley Tucker, son of R. W. and 
L. A. Tucker, was born in Hardin county, 
Tenn., September 2, 1851; converted at 
Corinth, Miss., September 13, 1870; li- 
censed to preach at Kossuth, Miss. ; admit- 
ted on trial at Macon, December, 1878 ; ad- 
mitted into full connection at Columbus, 
December, 1880 ; ordained deacon (local) 
at Macon, December, 1878, by Bishop 
Paine ; ordained elder at Corinth. 1882, by 
Bishop McTyeire. When the itinerant la- 
borers of the North Mississippi Conference 
dispersed from Oxford to their respective 
charges last December no one marked 
another as a speedy victim of fatal disease. 
Each went with high hopes and full pur- 
pose, if not with cheerful satisfaction, to 
the chosen field to do what he might in the 
Master’s holy service. Our beloved broth- 
er, H. R. Tucker, was in the front line, and 
moved with knightly spirit and earnest 
zeal to the work he loved so well. It was 
his fourth year on the Corinth District, and 
to complete his mission there in still greater 
development of its spiritual and material 
resources engaged all his consecrated pow- 
ers. Without delay he began his round 
of Conferences — preaching, advising, ex- 
horting, adjusting, marshaling his forces. 
While thus engaged he was called to Mem- 
phis by the unexpected death of his aged 
mother. There he remained some days, 
ministering comfort and consolation to the 
bereaved family, and receiving into the 
Church his youngest brother and that 
brother’s little son. This event gave him 
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the greatest satisfaction, and filled his 
heart with profound thanksgiving. From 
this scene of new and richer experience, 
taking his venerable father with him, he 
returned to his home in Booneville. The 
three following days of hallowed life were 
spent in that restful home. Then the itin- 
erant is in the saddle for a long ride on a 
chilly day in February to be at his appoint- 
ment next day — Saturday. On Sunday 
morning his text was Rev. ii. 10, “Be thou 
faithful unto death, and I will give thee a 
crown of life” — a fitting close to a faithful 
ministry. That afternoon he rode a few 
miles to a brother’s house to be nearer 
his next quarterly meeting, which he was 
to hold on an adjacent circuit the fol- 
lowing Tuesday. Monday morning found 
him with a distressing headache, which in- 
creased through the day, and culminated 
in rigor and prostration. Pneumonia set 
in. Physicians were called ; faithful nurses 
were at his side. The loving wife was 
there ministering with her service and 
prayers. The nearest preacher came to 
offer sympathy, watching, and prayer. 
With the sick man ail was well. In this 
last battle he had the victory. On Friday, 
when the beloved J. H. Shumaker came in, 
the shouting man of God, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, embraced him just outside the 
gate of heaven. Then came that scene of 
ineffable beauty and glory, when those 
three — the patient, his heart-stricken wife, 
and brother Shumaker — joined in song and 
prayer and praise, and the Lord came to 
them in the power of another transfigura- 
tion. But nothing could stay the march of 
disease. Seven days’ struggle brought the 
fatal end, and at eight o’clock on the morn- 
ing of March 7, 1898, he left his “house of 
clay” to enter that “not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens.” His body was 
tenderly borne back to Booneville, and 
with suitable and solemn services con- 
ducted by his brother preachers of the dis- 
trict, in the new church, and attended by 
the whole people in sorrow for a brother, 
was laid to rest in hope of the resurrec- 
tion of the just. We knew not what we 
had possessed until we were suddenly be- 
reft of his presence and service. On the 
18th of September, 1873, brother Tucker 
was united in marriage with Miss Abigail 
J. Deloach. To them were born four sons 
and three daughters, brought up “in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord.” 
One son preceded the father to paradise; 
two others had entered the itinerant ranks, 
following in his steps. The eldest daugh- 
ter, in her opening womanhood, has caught 
the spirit of her father and will show by 
her life how that “he being dead, yet speak- 
eth.” May the shield of faith defend them, 
and the word of the Lord comfort and 
guide them till the day of glorious meeting 
and revelation ! There shall be no more 
death.

James M. Wesson, son of Thomas and 
Mary Wesson, was born in Ratcliff Square, 
London, England, July 18, 1819. His par- 
ents were pious people, both of them being 
teachers in what was known as the St. 
George Sunday school, a parish church 
of the Wesleyan Methodists. He states in 
his reminiscences that so faithful were his 
parents in his early instruction in the prin- 
ciples of Christianity that at the age of 
five years he was fully impressed with the 
importance of accepting Christ by faith. 
In this early training was laid the founda- 
tion of that character which made it possi- 
ble to say of him, as it is recorded of Da- 
vid, “Having served his day and genera- 
tion according to the will of God. he fell 
on sleep.” Reared in an humble but pious 
home, with the example of godly parents 
before him every day, it may be said of 
him as of Timothy, that “from a child he 
had known the Holy Scriptures,” and they 
made him wise unto salvation through 
Jesus Christ. As a child in the home he 
was affectionate, truthful, and obedient; 
as a youth, faithful, loving home and coun- 
try, honoring his father and mother; as a 
young man, assuming life’s duties in the 
fear of the Lord. At the age of about thir- 
teen or fourteen years he joined a Marine 
Society, an organization for the training 
of sailors. Your committee was much im- 
pressed with one statement made by broth- 
er Wesson himself. He says: “About this 
time the movement for the suppression of 
intemperance was set on foot by the forma- 
tion of temperance societies, the members 
of which were pledged to abstain from the 
use of spirituous liquors. Our family 
joined. I was eight years old when I 
signed the pledge. I have ever blessed 
God for this. It kept me from a thousand 
temptations by keeping me out of evil 
company.” We have every reason to be- 
lieve that the pledge was never violated 
down to his dying day. This early train- 
ing so implanted the principles of virtue 
and uprightness that he became in all life’s 
affairs firm, unflinching, and unmovable 
where principle was involved. Gentleness 
and love were twin graces in his character, 
and if he ever thought evil of any one his 
life did not give utterance to the thought. 
To do good was the ambition of his life. 
We read from his own pen : “On the 10th 
day of April, 1886, 1 left London bound for 
New York, arriving there the 10th day of 
June. I determined to try my fortune in 
the ‘New World.’ I at once became an 
apprentice to the carpenter’s trade.” He 
was converted in Rochester, N. Y., Janu- 



ary 8, 1889, in a protracted meeting con- 
ducted by Noah Levering. He at once 
joined the Methodist Church, and was ever 
afterwards an active working member. 
In 1840 he decided to go West, and on Sep- 
tember 5, 1840, he arrived in Cincinnati; 
from there he went to St. Louis, and finally 
landed in New Orleans, November 19, 
1840. He left New Orleans in a few days 
on board a ship for Galveston, Tex. The 
same ship brought Bishop Waugh to Texas 
to organize the first Conference in Texas. 
He arrived in March, 1841 ; and depositing 
his Church letter the first opportunity, be- 
came an active worker in Texas Meth- 
odism ; attended his first camp meeting at 
Moone Prairie, June 2, 1841, conducted by 
Robert Alexander, presiding elder ; Father 
Hayne, preacher in charge. He was li- 
censed to preach at Bastrop, November 10, 
1848 — John Clark, presiding elder— and at 
the same time was recommended for the 
traveling connection in the Texas Annual 
Conference. At the session held near 
Huntsville, Tex., in December, 1843, he 
was admitted on trial and appointed jun- 
ior preacher on Franklin Circuit. He re- 
ceived notice of his admission and appoint- 
ment January 14, 1844. The Rev. J. W. 
Whipple was his presiding elder. He ar- 
rived on his circuit March 30, 1844. March 
31 was Sunday. He preached his first ser- 
mon in the house of a sister Curry on Sun- 
day evening, March 31, 1844, from the text 
found in Mark j. 15. He was ordained 
deacon at the Conference at Houston. Jan- 
uary 7, 1846. by Bishop Soule ; ordained 
elder by Bishop Capers January 2, 1848. 
He was married three times. On April 1, 
1847, he was married to Miss Almira F. 
Hoskins, whose valuable life and labors 
were spared to him but a few years, she 
passing away July 7, 1851. On July 1, 
1852, he was married to Miss Nancy Byrd. 
This wife lived and labored with him 
through all the years up to November 2, 
1884. Some years after the death of his 
second wife he was united in marriage 
with Miss Elizabeth Collins, who died De- 
cember 29, 1897. During his long and suc- 
cessful ministry, stretching over a period 
of over fifty years, he served the following 
charges as pastor and presiding elder : In 
1844, Franklin Circuit; 1845, Brazos Cir- 
cuit ; 1846, Richmond ; 1847, Brazoria ; 
1848-49, Galveston ; 1850-51, Galveston Dis- 
trict ; 1852-54, Rutesville District ; 1855, 
Austin Station; 1856-57, Washington; 
1858-59, Huntsville Station ; 1860-61, Gal- 
veston Station ; 1862-63, Anderson Circuit ; 
1864, Huntsville Station ; 1865, Waco: 1866, 
Plantersville ; 1867, no record ; 1868. Hunts- 
ville District; 1869, Navasota; 1870-72, 
Galveston District; 1873, Huntsville Dis- 
trict; 1874, Navasota; 1875-76, Huntsville 
District; 1877-78, Plantersville and Court- 
ney ; 1879, Madisonville Circuit ; 1880, 
Bryan Circuit; 1881-82, Agent American 
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Bible Society ; 1883, Chapel Hill Station ; 
1884-85, Miliican and Welborn; 1886, Bur- 
ton Circuit ; 1887, superannuated ; 1888, 
Montgomery Circuit ; 1889, superannu- 

ated ; 1890, Plantersville and Courtney ; 
1891, superannuated, since which time his 
name does not appear on the effective list 
of the Conference. After retiring on the su- 
perannuated list, honored by all his breth- 
ren, he did much effective work, laboring 
in those places where his services were 
most needed, and assisting his brethren 
wherever he could be of service to them. 
During his last years he was much afflict- 
ed, but he was patient and calm. His sun- 
set, as his whole ministerial life had been, 
was radiant with the light that beams 
down from the cross: a happy close to a 
long, bright day, a day filled full with la- 
bors for the Master. He fought a good 
fight, side by side with the foremost of 
those whose names enrich the annals of 
Texas Methodism. He held a place the 
peer of the wisest and the best. He was 
endowed with a strong, active physical 
constitution. January 22, 1898, in the vig- 
or and buoyancy of a green old age, happy 
and serene in the full view of the sunlight 
shores of his future home, he entered into 
rest. Death came, but there was no sur- 
prise. His lamp was trimmed and burn- 
ing — that had been trimmed for more than 
half a century. When the final hour came 
he was conscious of his mortal peril, and 
with a heart thrilling responsive to the 
voice of his triumphant faith, he said, “All 
is well” ; and as the life ebbed away they 
saw him rounding the point with the light 
just ahead. So life’s voyage was ended, 
and he anchored safely in the harbor of end- 
less peace. Thus he went from us, but we 
look longingly after him and cry: 

Go, spirit of the sainted dead, 

Go to thy longed-for, happy home: 

The tears of man over thee are shed, 

The voice of angels bids thee come. 

If life be not in length of days. 

In silvered locks and furrowed brow, 

But living to the Saviour’s praise, 

How few have lived so long as thou!

Daniel W. Barnes was born near Ozark, 
Ala. , May 22, 1860 ; was converted in early 
life, licensed to preach in 1882, admitted on 
trial into the Alabama Conference in 1883 ; 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Wilson at 
Union Springs, Ala., December 20, 1885; 
ordained elder by Bishop Keener at Greens- 
boro, Ala., December 11, 1887. He served 
the following appointments : Gravilla Mis- 
sion, 1884-85 ; Repton Circuit, 1886-88 ; 
Powelton Circuit, 1889-90; Arlington Cir- 
cuit, 1891-94; superannuated at the Con- 
ference of 1894, and remained in that rela- 
tion until his death. He was married to 
Miss Alline Chapman, February 22, 1887, 
and died September 14, 1898. fiis funeral 
was conducted by the Rev. W. S. Wade, 
assisted by the Revs. B. C. Glenn and L. 

W. Powell, September 16. 1898. These 
are the significant dates in the life of 
one whose heart God touched, changed, 
and guided. They are significant dates in 
the life-history of any man, the full mean- 
ing to be revealed in the other world. 
His father died when he was ten years 
old, and he was left to the guiding hand of 
his mother. Perhaps no life is a clearer 
demonstration of the wise and lasting in- 
fluence of a pious mother. This mother he 
loved and called her blessed. He was edu- 
cated in the schools of his county, with one 
session at the Southern University. His 
conversion he never doubted. His call to 
the ministry was clear, and the itinerancy < 
was the joy of his life. He was a good 
preacher, clear in his analysis, and made 
out well what he had in hand. His ser- 
mons were clear expositions of the texts 
selected. As a preacher and pastor he was 
greatly admired and loved. From the 
time of his conversion to the day of his 
death, brother Barnes exhibited a constant 
exemplary piety. His piety was ardent, 
not stoical, With a heart full of divine 
love, he entered upon his high calling. He 
cultivated those feelings which St. Paul 
had when he exclaimed, “My heart’s de- 
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sire and prayer to God for Israel is, that 
they might be saved.” He loved and cher- 
ished Methodism, watched over its inter- 
ests, and labored to maintain it in all its 
original integrity. The preachers esteemed 
him highly. One said of him, “He was a 
noble spirit, ” and another, “He was a man- 
ly man.” The officiating minister at the 
funeral said of him, “He was a guileless 
man.” What a charming thought! A 
transparent man, pure to the very core! 
Charitable, meek, quiet, without hypocri- 
sy, no guilty secrets, no double-minded- 
ness, thought elevated, motives unimpeach- 
able, and spirit sweet. Such a character 
was the Rev. D. W. Barnes — pure, gener- 
ous, and noble. His home life was beauti- 
ful. A more devoted husband and father 
never lived. His friends he loved with an 
undying love. His sufferings during the 
long nights and days for four years at a 
time were great, but he murmured not. 
For several weeks before his death he 
seemed better, and would sit up during the 
entire day. The day he died he sat up 
most of the time, and did some writing. 
A little while before he died he called his 
loved ones and bade them goodby. And 
in the quiet evening of the day he was 
waiting and watching for the summons. 
He was dying, and he knew it. One said 
to him, “Perhaps it is not death.” “Yes, 
it is death,” he said, “for I have tasted it, 
and though solemn, it is sweet.” His 
breath departing was like that of an infant, 
so gentle that not a muscle moved, and 
without a struggle his pure spirit went 
home to his Lord. He leaves a wife and 
three little children to mourn their loss. 
His aged mother and several brothers and 
sisters are on this side of the river. They 
know where to find him. The funeral 
took place where he died — there where he 
first saw the light, where he spent his child- 
hood days, whence he went out as a young 
preacher, and where he spent his last days. 
The people came in crowds, and wept on 
their way to the grave as if they had been 
following the remains of their father. The 
melancholy tidings of his departure spread 
through the community and the fountains 
of sorrow were unsealed. He was one of 
the best men we ever knew. No purer 
spirit ever passed from earth to heaven. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart, for they 
shall see God. ’ ’ 

Walton Columbus Kersh, was born in 
Bibb county, Ala., in 1866, and died Janu- 
ary 1, 1898, at Livingston, Ala. He was 
converted and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, in 1884; was licensed 
to preach in 1890 ; was married to Miss 
Katie Hickman in 1894, and was received 
on trial in the Alabama Conference at 
Brewton, Ala., in December of the same 
year. At this Conference he was appointed 
to Cottonwood Circuit ; at the next Confer- 



ence, to Coffee Springs Circuit, where he 
discharged faithfully his duties as pastor 
till dread disease sapped the leaning walls 
of life, disqualifying him for work, and 
forced his attention from his spiritual la- 
bors to his physical condition. In October 
of his second year at Coffee Springs phys- 
ical weakness compelled him to resign his 
charge and take a superannuated relation, 
which he did with that reluctance which 
characterizes every faithful soldier of the 
cross under similar circumstances. Heart- 
crushed, but resigned to the will of his 
God, he left his field of labor and went to 
his father’s home near Greensboro, Ala., 
from thence to Livingston, Ala., where he 
remained until called home to Him who 
said, “I go to prepare a place for you, 
that where I am there ye may be also.” 
Brother Kersh was gentle in manner, as 
entle and sweet-spirited as a woman, yet 
e possessed that steady firmness of char- 
acter necessary to success in the high call- 
ing for which he was born. He was pious 
and studious from childhood. Our own 
great institution, the Southern University, 
aided much in developing the inherent 
powers of his nature, which gave promise 
of a great and noble manhood. As a son 
he was faithful and obedient, as a brother 
he was affectionate, as a husband he was 
devoted. His career was short. He died 
upon the threshold of manhood; thus it 
seems his mission was to teach us how to 
die, while others teach us how to live. He 
was loath to leave us, but now he is enjoy- 
ing the sweet fruition of our own high 
calling’s glorious hope. But he loves us 
still, and while we speak he is near. The 
storms of life are o’er, all confusion and 
strife are ended. Brother Kersh has been 
transferred to the Conference above, where 
he awaits the coming of his brethren. His 
end was peace. 

Joseph M. Scott was born in North 
Carolina in the year 1823, but when he 
came to Alabama we have no means of as- 
certaining. He was ordained in the Meth- 
odist Protestant Church, November 10, 
1856, and continued in that Church as a 
faithful minister until 1869, when he was 
received into the traveling connection in 
the Montgomery Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, at Union 
Springs, Ala., Bishop Paine presiding. He 
continued to preach and travel, and to 
perform faithfully the duties of a pastor in 
our Church until the year 1889, when he 
was granted a superannuate relation. His 
home was at Elmore Station in the Robin- 
son Springs Circuit. There he did all he 
could for the Church; and although weak 
and poor, insisted on contributing his part 
toward sustaining his pastor. He died 
August 29, 1898. During his ministry of 
more than a quarter of a century he was 
found in every way to measure up to the 
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standard of a true and worthy minister of 
the Church of God. As a preacher he was 
helpful and impressive, never failing to 
convince his hearers that he believed and 
realized in his own soul the great truths of 
life he proclaimed to them. He accepted 
his many appointments in cheerful, hope- 
ful spirit, and went to work with a feeling 
of gratitude for even a small place in his 
Master’s vineyard in which to labor. Very 
many are they who can call his name 
“blessed,” having been helped by his 
preaching to a higher life. To the young 
itinerant he was especially tender, and al- 
ways gave a father's admonition and coun- 
sel. He loved God and loved the Church. 
He, and all he had, was consecrated to the 
Master. He labored to the end. Always 
earnest and thoughtful, he preserved a 
blameless character, and has left to his 
loved ones and brethren the noblest her- 
itage of all — a good name. He grew old 
gracefully. He died in perfect peace. A 
good and true man has gone from us to 
that land of eternal day. Having point- 
ed others to Christ, he himself has led the 
way. 

G. M. Calhoun was born in Barbour 
county, Ala., December 25, 1860; was con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1878; was licensed to 
exhort by the Quarterly Conference of 
Reager Circuit, Waxahachie District, 
Northwest Texas Conference, in 1888 ; was 
received into the Northwest Texas Confer- 
ence in 1889; ordained deacon by Bishop 
Fitzgerald in 1891 ; ordained elder by Bish- 
op Galloway in 1895. In the Northwest 
Texas Conference he served the following 
charges : Abilene Mission, Anson Circuit, 
Moran Circuit, Throckmorton Circuit, Eli- 
asville Circuit — each one year. In the lat- 
ter part of 1894 he was transferred to the 
Alabama Conference and appointed to As- 
bury Circuit, which he served two years, 
1895-96. He was appointed to Green Cir- 
cuit for 1897, and to the Marion Circuit, 
1898, which work he served faithfully and 
acceptably until August, when he was 
stricken down by disease while holding a 
protracted meeting. After a little more 
than two weeks of suffering, in which he was 
wonderfully sustained by the grace of God, 
he calmly and sweetly fell asleep in Jesus. 
A devoted Christian wife and five precious 
little children mourn not his but their loss. 
They sorrow not as those without hope, for 
both the life and triumphant death of the 
departed one give assurance that they shall 
meet again where sickness and sorrow, 
parting and death, are felt and feared no 
more. Brother Calhoun was a happy, 
cheerful Christian, carrying sunshine 
wherever he went. He was a faithful pas- 
tor, a good preacher, and was growing 
more and more in favor with his people 
every day. His body was laid to rest in 



Mt. Zion Cemetery, Marion Circuit. His 
name and influence will long abide in the 
hearts and homes of the people he so cheer- 
fully and faithfully served. 

George Washington Hinton was born 
in Autauga county, Ala., at the old home- 
stead near Billingsby, December 11, 1867, 
and died at the home of his brother, T. J. 
Hinton, in Prattville, Ala., October 24, 1898. 
He was buried the following day at the 
family burying-ground, where beside oth- 
er members of his father’s household he 
awaits the resurrection of the just. In 
September, 1882, under the influence of the 
ospel preached by the Rev. F. A. Rodgers, 
e became convinced and convicted “of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of speedy judg- 
ment”; and after some days of earnest 
prayer and wrestling with the Spirit, he 
was a genuinely converted man, and joined 
the Methodist* Episcopal Church, South. 
In April of 1890 he felt called to preach the 
gospel. He was licensed by the Quarter- 
ly Conference of the Prattville Station. 
While discharging the duties of a local 
preacher, he did his best to equip and fur- 
nish himself for his great life-work. At 
the session of the Alabama Conference 
held at Brewton, Alabama, in December, 
1894, he applied for admission on trial, was 
admitted, and sent for 1895 to the Perry- 
ville Mission. He did his work faithfully 
and well, and was returned to the same 
charge for 1896. In 1897 he served the Au- 
taugaville Mission, and at the following 
Conference was sent for 1898 to the Rob 
inson Springs Circuit, where he did his last 
and best work, falling at the post of duty. 
He was a member of the class of the fourth 
year, and would have been ordained an 
elder at this session of the Conference had 
he lived. Toward that hour and time he 
looked, and of it he often spoke with much 
joy and interest. But he is gone. His 
brief ministry is ended, and although it 
was but of a few years, in them he accom- 

g ’ished much for God and the Church. 

e is said to have been a good boy from 
his extreme youth, scorning everything 
that pertained to or looked like deceit anti 
falsehood — always glorying in the truth. 
He was one of a large family of sons and 
daughters. His parents, limited in their 
means, could not give to each child those 
privileges and opportunities necessary to a 
complete education, but they did not fail 
to impress upon George and the others 
those ideals of truth, honesty, devotion 
to principle, to duty, and to God toward 
which they had struggled all their lives. 
With such home-training, and being pos- 
sessed of unusual zeal and energy, and a 
sacred ambition to do and to be, it is not 
surprising that his ministry brought forth 
uncommon results, and that he was beloved 
wherever he went. He promised much 
for the Church. He was as simple-hearted, 
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as teachable as a child, and was profound- 
ly grateful for every manifestation of in- 
terest in him. He had a worthy desire to 
learn, to be a workman not ashamed, and 
he took advantage of every opportunity 
and association that would improve him in 
this regard. It is said by those who have 
been with him in meetings that he was no 
ordinary preacher, but proclaimed with 
power and gracious results the gospel of 
the Son of God. He gloried in tribulation 
and in sacrifice for others. His illness 
which proved fatal was brought on by 
ministering to his flock at Elmore during 
an epidemic of typhoid fever. From house 
to house he went, giving comfort and help, 
until he could go no longer, and God took 
him home. He died as he lived, full of 
faith in God. We cannot of course under- 
stand the providence that called him hence 
ere his faculties were matured or his influ- 
ence for good had reached its zenith, yet 
we know it must be best since God has 
willed it so. And while we sorrow, let us 
thank God that faith sees the whole horizon 
filled with light, because we know that 
that is but the golden gate of that upper 
temple into which he has been ushered to 
be crowned and enthroned forever amid 
its radiant light and bursting halleluiahs. 

Life’s duty done, as sinks the clay, 

Light from its load the spirit flies; 

While heaven and earth combine to say, 

“ How blest the righteous when he dies!” 

Mark Samuel Andrews was born Feb- 
ruary 23, 1826, in Oglethorpe county, Ga., 
and died May 14, 1898, in Mobile, Ala. 
He was buried in Montgomery, Ala., May 
16, 1898. His parents moved to Alabama 
in 1834, while yet the country was occupied 
by wild Indians, and settled near Oak 
Bowery in Chambers county. Here young 
Andrews grew to manhood and was pre- 
pared for college. In the fall of 1846 he 
entered the junior class at Emory College, 
where, by his manly, honorable, industri- 
ous, pious conduct, he won the high esteem 
and confidence of both faculty and stu- 
dents. Here also he was confirmed in the 
faith of the gospel and settled in the prac- 
tice of the high moral and civil virtues 
which marked his course through life. 
After graduating he returned to Alabama 
and taught school in Montgomery county. 
This was in 1849. The next year he took 
charge of the Oak Bowery school, which 
now had grown to the dignity of a collegi- 
ate institute. Under his energetic admin- 
istration the school had still greater pros- 
perity, but his health failing, he resigned 
the school and began the study of law, 
which had been his ambition from early 
boyhood. In his infancy his devout moth- 
er had solemnly consecrated him to the 
ministry of the gospel, and had a “secret 
of the Lord,” which was to her a “promise 
sure and steadfast,” that her act of conse- 
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cration had been accepted. “All along 
during my childhood,” he said, “mother 
had told me. ‘You are to be my preacher.’ 
This thought now haunted me like an ap- 
parition. and while the law-book was in 
my hand, in vain would I say, ‘This is not 
the call of the Spirit, but the influence of 
mother’s wishes.’” It was a fearful tri- 
al. He says himself : “1852 was a year of 
trouble. Sore conflicts, doubts, questions, 
fears, hesitations, and almost desperate re- 
solves marked most of the time.” His old 
friend, Bishop Andrew, with whom he 
boarded while at college, held the Ala- 
bama Conference at Mobile in 1851, and 
read out young Andrews as a “ supply ” 
in the relation of junior preacher on the 
Oak Bowery Circuit. He had not been li- 
censed to preach, and the appointment was 
made, no doubt, at the earnest solicitation 
of Pilley and Star, his preacher and presid- 
ing elder, who were near neighbors of 
his father. Bishop Andrew wrote him a 
kind and fatherly letter, telling him to 
go to work, that the license could be ob- 
tained afterwards; but the young man re- 
fused to do so. The next fall, however, 
he was licensed to preach, and joined the 
Annual Conference at Marion. Believing 
that his talents fitted him for the law. he 
had seen a brilliant future in that profes- 
sion and gave up that plan of life with 
greatest reluctance. It was an awful strug- 
gle, but the decision once made was irrev- 
ocable. To the day of his death he stood 
manfully by his promise and vow of faith 
and obedience. His personal business mat- 
ters were not permitted to interfere with 
his ministerial service. For forty-six years 
he went and came at the bidding of the 
Church, and no man in Alabama surpassed 
him in the sum of his usefulness. His abil- 
ity was recognized by Bishop Capers at the 
Conference where he joined. Eufaula was 
his first appointment. He went with fear 
and trembling and counted on being re- 
moved in a few months for inability to 
meet the demands of so cultured a people. 
His success greatly surprised him. His next 
year was in the church at Tuskegee, an- 
other congregation of highly cultivated 
people. The third year he acted as agent 
for the Female College at Tuskegee, which 
had been hardly more than projected by 
the Methodists of that city. He worked 
diligently, and his success in raising funds 
was really marvelous, and was the begin- 
ning of the great movement in the Church 
that resulted in the erection and endow- 
ment of the male colleges at Auburn and 
Greensboro. When the college organized, 
Dr. A. A. Lipscomb was president, and 
Dr. Andrews went in as professor along 
with G. W. F. Price, W. H. C. Price, and 
others. But teaching did not suit his 
health, and he returned to the pastoral 
work: 1857, Dayton; 1858-59. Franklin 
Street, Mobile; 1860, Macon, Miss.; 1861- 
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62, Tuskegee. In 1861 he went as chaplain 
of the Twelfth Alabama regiment to the 
army of Virginia, but remained only a few 
months. 1863, organized and served a 
small church at Opelika, living on his own 
farm in Macon county ; 1864-66, Auburn ; 
1867-70, Montgomery District; 1871, Sel- 
ma District ; 1872-75, Selma Station ; 1876- 
78, Montgomery District; 1879-82, Court 
Street, Montgomery ; 1888-84, Eufaula ; 
1885-88, St. Francis Street, Mobile; 1889- 
92, Pensacola District; 1893-94, Prattville 
District; 1895-97, Eufaula; 1898, Mobile 
District. In these several charges Dr. An- 
drews was a successful minister of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. He had but one pur- 
pose, which was to save souls and build up 
the Church. For this he constantly and 
earnestly strove day and night in thought, 
prayer, and work, and made every re- 
quired sacrifice. He looked after the tem- 
poral interests of the Church, cared for its 
good name and labored to enlarge and pu- 
rify its spiritual life. Always bearing him- 
self as a gentleman, he was respected by 
the highest and the lowest ; full of sympa- 
thy, he was kind to the poor ; full of cour- 
age, he could withstand the strong; true 
to every class, he had the esteem of all. 
His theology was closely Methodistic ; Wes- 
ley, Fletcher, Clarke, and Watson were his 
teachers. His sermons were always pre- 
pared. They were delivered with earnest- 
ness and abounded in facts and illustra- 
tions. Sometimes they were very power- 
ful, but in every instance they were in- 
structive. Outside of his personal charge 
he was deeply interested in the general 
welfare of the Church — missions, educa- 
tion, literature, the good name of the breth- 
ren, the legislation of the Church. On all 
matters of this kind he was well informed, 
and his opinions were of great value. He 
w'as a wise counselor, a prudent leader. 
For these qualities his brethren trusted and 
honored him. Five times he was elected 
to the General Conference, and three other 
times was chosen alternate delegate. He 
was appointed by the bishops to attend the 
Ecumenical Council of Methodism in Lon- 
don, and served on nearly all important 
boards and committees of the Annual Con- 
ference. During the last years of his life 
his brethren have noted that his personal 
communion with Christ had become more 
intimate and joyous. This appeared both 
in his sermons and conversations, so that 
when the time of his departure came he 
seemed to be indeed a sheaf ready to be 
garnered. In 1854, December 6, he was 
most happily married to Miss Sarah S. 
Glenn, daughter of the Rev. J. B. Glenn, of 
Auburn. In every respect she was indeed 
a helpmate to her husband. Had she been 
other than she was, her husband could 
never have been the successful and distin- 
guished minister he became. Six of their 
children, four sons and two daughters, 



have grown to maturity, and are in the 
Church of their parents. He died as lie 
lived. Yes, we may say his last days were 
his best days; his last hour the time of his 
sublimest victory. May God give us all 
grace to be faithful, and to die the death 
of the righteous as he died! 

Allen Skeen Andrews was born in 
North Carolina August 16, 1822, and died 
at Union Springs, Ala, December 4, 1898. 
He was licensed to preach and joined the 
North Carolina Conference in 1844. After 
serving several inconspicuous charges, he 
entered Trinity College and worked his 
way through, receiving his diploma in 
1854. In the meanwhile, however, he held 
a position for a year or two in Greensboro 
(N. C.) Female College. In 1855 he came 
to Alabama and took charge of a very 
flourishing institute at Glenville, over 
which he presided two years. At this 
place his first wife died, leaving him two 
children; and he returned to the regular 
pastoral work. His appointments were 
as follows; Glenville school, St. Francis 
Street, Eufaula, Dayton, chaplain in the 
Confederate army, Columbus (Miss.) Fe- 
male College, St. Francis Street, Presi- 
dent of Southern University, Court Street 
Opelika, Selma. President of Southern 
University, Greenville, and Union Springs. 
While at Opelika he served for one year 
without pay as the first editor of" the 
Alabama Christian Advocate. His sec- 
ond marriage was to Miss Virginia Hud- 
son, of Columbus, Ga. All of his children 
are members of the Church. Two of his 
four sons are traveling preachers. Dr. An- 
drews, in the beginning of his career, had 
to fight hard against great odds. The 
struggle was long and wearisome, but with 
the stimulus of the splendid woman who 
was his wife he at last gained the victory, 
and stood forth a soldier thoroughly trained 
and equipped for every department of 
Church service. For many years he filled 
the most conspicuous positions and re- 
sponsible trusts in Alabama Methodism, 
and never failed to meet the demands of 
the Church and expectations of his friends. 
He was a member of the Ecumenical Con- 
ference in London, and was many times 
elected to the General Conference. He dis- 
charged his duties always with credit to 
himself and honor to his Church. He fre- 
quently wrote for the newspapers and 
magazines, and his articles were always 
elegant, sensible, and strong. But the 
great work of his life was done in the pul- 
pit and classroom. As a teacher he had 
the rare art of awakening in young men 
the consciousness of spiritual power and of 
fixing in them an unalterable purpose to 
accomplish something in life worthy of 
their highest and best nature. Consequent- 
ly he pushed young men to their best work 
and kept them there until the result of self- 
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control and hard study brought forth their 
legitimate fruit in character. To his pu- 
pils he was uniformly kind and sympathet- 
ic. They loved and revered him, and often 
worked with no higher motive than to 
please their honored preceptor. No teach- 
er in Alabama ever turned out of college a 
larger number of strong, well-balanced, 
successful young men than did Ur. An- 
drews. As a preacher he made thorough 
preparation for every occasion, knowing 
the very words he would utter before en- 
tering the pulpit, and never failing to seek 
for special divine help for each special oc- 
casion. He was always serious and strong 
in the pulpit. At times he transcended his 
own powers and came upon his congrega- 
tion with such overwhelming force and 
ersuasion as to carry everything before 
im. His sermons were logical and clear 
presentations of divine truth, sometimes 
abounding in sweetest pathos and beauti- 
ful rhetorical displays. His congregations 
loved and admired and revered him. In 
social life he was a most charming com- 
anion, full of apt anecdotes and over- 
owing with wit and humor. This side of 
his character never appeared while preach- 
ing, but came out everywhere else, greatly 
to the delight of his friends and family. 
Four years ago he resigned the presidency 
of the Southern University and returned 
to the pastorate. He was two years at 
Greenville and two years at Union Springs. 
The last Sunday before Conference he 
preached from the text, “Have faith in 
God,” and the sermon was delivered with 
unusual physical energy, clearness and 
beauty of thought, and great spiritual unc- 
tion. After preaching he retired to his 
study. His wife, passing through on her 
way to the parsonage, exchanged with him 
a few pleasant words about the sermon, 
kissed his forehead, and went on into the 
house. In less than half an hour he was 
dead — stricken with paralysis. Thus closed 
the splendid career of a splendid life, and 
there passed from us into heaven one of the 
grandest and best men the Alabama Con- 
ference ever had in all its history. 

O that without a ling’ring groan 
I may the welcome word receive! 

My body with my charge lay down. 

And cease at once to work and live!

Robert Smith Finley, son of James and 
Keziah Finley, was born in Jefferson coun- 
ty, Alabama, February 28, 1816, and de- 
parted this life April 25, 1898. In these few 
words the East Texas Annual Conference 
is officially notified that one of her leaders, 
one of her strongest men, true and tried, 
has been removed from the field of battle 
to a throne of victory. The East Texas 
Conference is officiall} 7 notified of her pov- 
erty, caused by the demise of our beloved 
brother. He was one of the old guard ; 
and may we not say, the last one of these 
noble men in our Conference has gone. 
John W. Fields, Sam Williams, Napoleon 
Burks, Fowler, Belamy, and Woolam. with 
others not named in this paper, have gone 
to their reward ; and now this last sentinel 
has gone ; but he fell at his post, with the 
banner of his Lord about him. When a 
great leader falls, his true followers rush 
forward, not only to fill his place, but to 
carry on the great work so intensely loved 
by this fallen leader. The fall of a leader, 
or any number of leaders in our front, shall 
not cause our ranks to waver or to fall 
back. We mourn our loss. We cannot 
help this. Our hearts are human, touched 
and softened by God's love, and our tears 
will flow. While we write and read, and 
hear these lines read, we can see Dr. Fin- 
ley’s face and hear his voice. How clear 
that voice, how pleasant that face! But 
we will not see the one nor hear the other 
on these shores again. Dr. Finley was the 
youngest son in a family of six sons and 
four daughters. He was born at a period 
in the world’s history when mothers were 
not ashamed of their children, nor of the 
number. Godly women glory in the num- 
ber of their boys. Dr. Finley was not an 
educated man, as the term is defined to-day. 
He was not a college-bred man. What 
would the Church have been in Dr. Fin- 
ley’s day had she been left in the hands 
alone of college men? What would be- 
come of her now, in this day of light and 
knowledge, if the so-called uneducated 
ministers were withdrawn from her fields 
of labor? God has use for all classes of 
men ; and let not Paul despise Apollos, nor 
Apollos dislike Peter. His early advan 
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tages were few, but he wisely used all that 
he had. His strength of mind and his un- 
yielding energy tided him over all difficul- 
ties, until he became a tower of strength 
and a giant among men. He measured up 
for occasions, and was an everyday and an 
all-round preacher. He was a revivalist in 
the pulpit as well as in the altar. The 
Holy Ghost came down with the sermon, 
and Christians shouted, sinners were con- 
victed, and penitents were converted. He 
was also a defender of the doctrines and 
polity of his Church. He has been known 
to completely turn the tide in favor of his 
Church when all seemed to be going the 
other way. If you ever saw him in the al- 
tar with penitents and heard him sing “O 
Jesus, my Saviour,” you would never for- 
get it. He was skilled in leading repenting 
sinners to a forgiving Saviour. He was 
converted when only fifteen years of age, 
and thus the Church received the benefits 
of his youthful impulses, and he had the 
benefits of the power of the Church to help 
in the development of his mind and heart. 
Men converted in mature life may make 
good men, and sometimes strong preach- 
ers, but the men converted in their teens, 
and trained by the Church, make the safer 
men, the better soldiers. Our brother gave 
the Church a Christian life for sixty-seven 
years. Christ in the soul for that length 
of time, the hope of glory, no wonder he 
was a success. God can make something 
out of such a man. We learn that an older 
brother was the first of this large family to 
come to Christ. He was off from home on 
business and happened to come upon a 
Methodist camp meeting. He had never 
seen a Methodist, nor heard of one only as 
they were spoken against, and branded as 
ignorant, ranting hypocrites. Curiosity 
led him to listen, and God sent an arrow 
to his heart and brought him to the Mas- 
ter’s feet, where he was converted. This 
brother became a missionary to his own 
family, and with God’s blessing he brought 
them all to Christ. This older brother 
and the subject of this paper, and one oth- 
er, became ministers of the gospel of the 
blessed Master. Dr. Finley was licensed 
to preach in his twentieth year (1836), and 
at once entered the Alabama Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. This, 
you remember, was about ten years before 
the Church agreed to separate. (You know 
they did agree to separate.) In Dr. Finley 
the two periods were connected together ; 
we do not know of another in the Confer- 
ence. His license to preach was signed by 
Asbury H. Shanks. He was ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Morris, and elder by Bishop 
Andrew. He remained in the Alabama 
Conference for seventeen years. Ten of 
these years were spent on circuits and sta- 
tions. Then he was transferred to the Tex- 
as Conference, but stopped in the bounds 
of the East Texas Conference, and there he 



remained until God took him to the better 
world. His whole ministerial life was 
spent in the itinerancy, except one year, 
and that was a year of labor and success. 
Dr. Finley was a successful circuit preach- 
er, perfectly at home in a station, and a 
fine presiding elder. It is believed that he 
had a revival on every work served by 
him. At times these revivals would sweep 
the whole country. From beginning to 
the close of his ministry he was a success. 
He did not need the help of another, only 
a neighboring pastor, that the labor might 
be divided. Why was he a success? He 
answers this question himself, and we all 
ought to hear it. Three things contributed 
to his success. First, his religion was a 
living, vital reality — not a doubt in his 
mind as to his conversion. It was not a 
cloudy religion, but bright as the light. 
Secondly, his call to preach was just as 
clear as his conversion. He had the wit- 
ness within himself that he was called, and 
no outside purpose could deter him from 
this duty. A greater curse never befell a 
Church than an uncon rerted and an un- 
called ministry. He knew he was convert- 
ed, and that he was called to preach. The 
third reason he gives is, The covenant he 
entered into with God had two sides to 
it. Man’s side was to preach and trust; 
God’s was to care for and defend. Dr. 
Finley determined to keep his side, and 
not materially meddle with God’s side. 
These are his reasons for success. Breth- 
ren, if we keep our side, God will keep his. 
Your bread and water will be sure. You 
may remain poor, but God will look after 
ou and yours. Our brother never put off 
is armor — he fell asleep in the home of his 
son (Judge Finley) in Dallas, Tex. A little 
while before his death he expressed a great 
desire to be absent from the body and to 
be present with the Lord. For over fifty 
years he and his wife had journeyed to- 
gether toward heaven; a few months be- 
fore, she had gone up on high. He was 
lonely, so lonely that he longed to join her 
with the Master. He leaves eight children 
and their families to mourn their loss. He 
joins a host of blood-washed souls who 
were brought to the Master by his preach- 
ing. He joins a troop of ministers with 
whom he labored shoulder to shoulder, and 
fought, and shouted victory through the 
blood of the Lamb. He joins father, moth- 
er, brothers, sisters, and his sainted wife. 
Better than all, he joins the blessed Jesus, 
in whose blood he was thoroughly cleansed.

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James Walter Dickson, son of B. F. 
and M. J. Dickson, was born in Anderson 
county, S. C., August 19, 1849; attended 
the scnools near his home, then completed 
with credit the college course at Wofford 
College, graduating in June, 1872; joined 
the Church in 1865, was converted in 1866 ; 
entered the South Carolina Conference in 
December, 1872; married Miss Annie M. 
Schorb, of Yorkville, June 10, 1875 ; served 
a mountain mission, then on circuits, sta- 
tions, and districts ; and died in Anderson, 

S. C., July 14, 1898, during the fourth year 
of his service on Columbia District and the 
twelfth of consecutive appointment to that 
important post. In every place and sta- 
tion he exhibited distinguished fidelity 
and ability and rejoiced over marked and 
ever-increasing success. Souls were saved, 
Christians were strengthened, charges . 
were built up in spiritual and material in- 
terests, and the Church and her Lord were 
loyally glorified. All the while he com- 
manded the confidence of true men, and 
found his way into the hearts of thousands. 
Brother Dickson was a man of choice spirit 
and untainted character. In the home, in 
the Church of God, everywhere and al- 
ways, he was faithful. He was a Christian 
of sound experience. He was always ready 
to give a reason for the hope that was in 
him. When he knew he was near the dark 
river, he said, “I have examined the 
foundation, and it is all right.” There was 
a falling tear, a tremor of voice, but the 
face shone with that love and faith which 
give victory over death, and the voice rang 
clear and true with the triumphant tone 
of a conqueror. He never stinted labor for 
God ; indeed, some believe that his early 
death was caused by his unceasing and un- 
measured toil. He thought for Zion, and 
for her all the might of hand, head, and 
heart was at command. While friendly to 
all branches of the Church of God, he loved 
Methodism with a surpassing devotion. 
He was a preacher of special gifts and 
power. The word was in demonstration of 
the Spirit, and its thought and illustration 
were sound, strong, clear, convincing. 
His preaching moved his hearers — sinners 
to seek Christ, saints to rejoice in God’s 
goodness. Besides delivering messages of 
great force, he knew the rest of a preach- 
er’s duty — how to pray, how to manage an 
assembly, how to direct a penitent, how to 
persuade men, how to encourage and build 
up the believer. It was his habit to attend 
to all the duties of a Methodist preacher. 
He was unusually endowed for the admin- 
istration of Church affairs. He succeeded 
where many would have despaired. As a 
presiding elder he was among the best. 
Sympathetic and painstaking, his brother 
preachers were safe in his hands and 
charges were sure of proper appointees. 
The humblest preacher and his smallest 
charge were cared for by him as faithfully 



as the most prominent men and places. 
But it is useless to multiply words. Wal- 
ter Dickson was known of all, and to-day 
there are none but those ready to speak his 
praises. Better than all the changing 
words of men, his ears have heard the 
welcome of the King, “Well done, good 
and faithful servant ; enter into the joy of 
thy Lord.” Oh that all of us, when we try 
the foundation, at last may say, “It is all 
right! ” 

Simpson Jones, at the time of his death 
the oldest member of the South Carolina 
Conference, was born November 12, 1812. 
He was converted and joined the Church ; 
entered the Conference in January, 1888; 
served faithfully on circuits and missions 
for forty-one years; was supernumerary 
and superannuate eighteen years, and fell 
on sleep July 8, 1898. He had few educa- 
tional opportunities in boyhood, but his 
robust mind more than made up early dis- 
advantages, and the school of the itiner- 
ancy completed his self-cultivation until 
he could and did hold his own with the 
thoughtful and trained of more favored

>avis, and with her spent long years of 
happy wedded life. Three daughters sur- 
vive her and are still living. Brother 
Jones was emphatically a manly, upright, 
industrious, sensible, self-reliant, self-re- 
specting man. Strong in body, mind, and 
spirit, he feared nothing but God, and had 
contempt for all that was little and low 
among men. He had opinions of his own, 
and dared defend them anywhere and with 
any one. Of sound business judgment, he 
could live where many would starve, and 
he never allowed the canker of debt to 
bend his spirit or sully his reputation. He 
preserved not only good report, but forced 
all to respect him, and won fully the hearts 
of those who knew him best. As a Chris- 
tian his characteristics took the impress 
of his individuality. Sham and pretense 
were despised, the genuine and true hon- 
ored among high or low. His experience 
was as solid and sound as the granite, and 
he was ready to own his faith in the face 
of foes as well as among friends of his 
Lord. He never wavered or wandered, 
but steadily walked the narrow way to 
higher and still higher graces. He was a 
clear, strong preacher.

William Wooten Tidwell, son of Mat- 
thew and Elizabeth Tidwell, was born in 
Putnam county, Ga., May 22, 1818. He 
was married to Miss J. A. Worrel, June 
20, 1841 ; was licensed to preach and joined 
the Georgia Conference in 1854, and re- 
mained in the itinerant ministry until his 
death. He departed this life August 19, 



1898. Brother Tidwell was a good and faith- 
ful preacher. His eloquence was not of 
the vehement kind; it did not rush, like 
that of others, in an impetuous torrent, 
sweeping down the barriers of depravity 
with an almost resistless energy. It dis- 
tilled like the dew of heaven, penetrating 
the minutest fibers of the soul, setting in 
motion the secret and delicate springs of 
human action, and rousing the dormant 
sensibilities to themes and objects worthy 
of their highest and holiest exercise. The 
brightness of hope, the vigor of faith, the 
ardor of love, the tenderness of patience 
glowed more intensely on the moral can- 
vas as it received the touches of that pen- 
cil with which he painted for eternity. It 
was not the gift of schools, not the result 
of artificial training, not the fruit of elabo- 
rate scholastic discipline, that he exhibited. 
His mind was never molded in the modes 
of an exact logic. He respected that 
science, but had his own way of preaching 
the truth; or rather, he studied the ways 
of the Bible; “his delight was in the law 
of the Lord, and in his law he meditated 
day and night.” He studied logic with 
Paul, rhetoric with David, history with 
Moses and the evangelists, prophecy with 
Isaiah, the art of preaching with Him who 
spake as man never spake. Humility is 
said to be the loveliest flower that blooms 
in the vale of tears. This he possessed. It 
was one of the graces of his character — the 
certain precursor of that exaltation in pub- 
lic esteem to which he rose with no pre- 
meditated effort of his own. Good people 
loved to hear him preach because their 
souls were fed; the desponding, for they 
were cheered and reassured. Rev. T. R. 
McMichael says of him : “ I had the pleasure 
of having him go with me to my appoint- 
ment in the country, and enjoyed the priv- 
ilege of hearing him preach the day before 
he was eighty years old. While I was very 
busy in my meetings, I visited his bedside 
several times during his sickness. Two or 
three days after he was taken sick he said 
to me: ‘Brother Me., the Lord is going to 
wind up this business with me, and I’ll go 
home to glory.’ And sure enough, in a 
few days he was gone.” Sleep on, dear 
old soldier ; we miss you, oh, we miss you 
much, but we know where to find you! 

Hamlin Ragan Felder was born iu 
Orangeburg District, South Carolina, 
March 1, 1835. His parents removed to 
Georgia and settled in Perry, Houston 
county, when he was yet a boj T . His fa- 
ther was a local preacher of considerable 
note and great usefulness. Comfortably 
situated in life, he gave to his children a 
liberal education. Hamlin was sent to 
Emory College and remained there until 
his graduation. Like many others who 
have gone out from that Christian college, 
he was happily converted while there. l a 
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1853 lie married Miss Kate Duncan, of 
Perry, by whom he had three children, 
when his first great sorrow came in her 
death. He was happily married the second 
time in 1871, to Miss Carrie W. Hoke, who 
was his faithful companion during his ca- 
reer as an itinerant Methodist preacher, 
and who, with five of the six children given 
them, survives to mourn the absence of a 
most devoted husband and father. Brother 
Felder was licensed to preach in 1870, and 
joined the South Georgia Conference at 
Americus, Ga., in 1875. His first appoint- 
ment was Albany, Ga. Afterwards he was 
preacher in charge at Hawkinsville, Beth- 
any, Talbotton, Cuthbert, Macon (First 
Street), and Quitman. His record as an 
itinerant preacher is one- of rare uniformi- 
ty in the matter of efficiency and accepta- 
bility. His preaching was not in the ‘‘en- 
ticing words of man’s wisdom,” but rather 
in the “power and demonstration of the 
Holy Ghost.” Its appeal was not so much 
to the intellect as to the heart and con- 
science. The people heard him gladly. 
He had extraordinary gifts as a pastor. 
Genial and sympathetic he was easily 
touched with a feeling of human infirmi- 
ties and quickly responded to any call of 
distress or grief. He knew how to comfort 
the sorrowing and soothe the broken-heart- 
ed. He was ready always to weep with 
those who wept, and to rejoice with those 
who rejoiced. He was a peacemaker, and 
singularly apt in the restoration of the er- 
ring. Few could resist his fervent appeals 
to the best impulses of human nature. In 
many an instance, 

Touched by his loving hand, 

W akened by kindness, 

, Chords that were broken 

Would vibrate once more. 

He won men by the persuasive power of a 
Christlike love. Ham. Felder was every- 
body’s friend ; and better still, he was the 
“friend of God.” No doubt in every 
charge he ever served he is held to this 
day in loving remembrance. Our departed 
brother was a “good man and faithful 
above many.” His personal piety gave 
potency to both his pulpit and pastoral 
work. He adorned the gospel of God our 
Saviour by a well-ordered life. His piety 
was not of the somber type. He carried 
sunshine wherever he went. In his home, 
on the streets, everywhere and always! 
there was a smile on his face and a kind 
word on his tongue. He was rarely, if 
ever, seen in a melancholy mood. "The 
last few years of his life were years of 
much physical suffering, but he seldom 
spoke of it, and was always cheerful. His 
superannuation at the last session of this 
Conference, made necessary by his fast- 
iailing health, was a sore trial, but accept- 
ed in sweet Christian submission. His de- 
voted wife, writing of this and of his last 



hours, says : “I felt anxious and distressed 
on his account when he had to come back 
from Conference without an appointment. 

I knew what a sore trial it was, and feared 
he would wonder why God thus dealt with 
him, and be tempted to doubt his faithful- 
ness and love. But oh no! he was the 
same sweet, patient spirit, trusting God 
as in the days of his prosperity, declaring 
that all things worked together for his 
good — that nothing was unprofitable or un- 
seasonable to a child of God. He seemed 
to feel that his affliction was his best op- 
portunity of glorifying God. He died as 
he had lived, leaving one child.” He had 
not long to bear this trial. Only about 
three months after the close of the session 
of our Conference, on the 14th of March, 
1&98, he bade affectionate adieu to weeping 
wife and children and sorrowing friends 
and left his little cottage in Quitman, Ga., 
and went away to join the blood-washed ' 
throng in the heavenly home. 

William Johnston Robertson, son of 
George L. and Rebecca S. Robertson, was 
born in Savannah, Ga., February 7, 1852, 
and died in Ellijay, Ga., August 10, 1898. 
The death of his father left nis mother a 
widow with small children to rear, and 
Willie received only a common school ed- 
ucation, in the city and at Bethesda, or 
Whitefield, Orphan Home. In 1871 he 
was converted and received into Wesley 
Methodist Church, Savannah, and soon 
gave promise of usefulness in the service 
of the Master. In 1877 he was married to 
Miss Marv J. Hawk, who with one son 
(William Haygood) survives him. While 
engaged in a prosperous mercantile busi- 
ness he became deeply impressed with the 
conviction that it was his duty to preach 
the gospel. He struggled against this im- 
pression for a time, but finally surrendered 
his will to the imperious demand of duty. 
He received license to preach and was ad- 
mitted on trial in the South Georgia Con- 
ference at Hawkinsville in December, 1880. 
His first charge was the Waynesboro Cir- 
cuit. which he served in 1881-82. Then, in 
the following order, he was pastor suc- 
cessively at McRae, 1883; Jones Chapel, 
Macon, 1884-85 ; Cochran, 1886-87 ; Perry, 
1888-89; Millen, 1890; Albany, 1891-93; 
Talbotton, 1894; East Macon, 1895-96; and 
Eastman. 1897-98. From the beginning of 
his ministry to its close, brother Robertson 
gave evidence of more than ordinary qual- 
ities, both as a preacher and a pastor. He 
was a student who read and studied the 
Bible carefully and systematically. He 
read only the best books, and possessed the 
faculty of assimilating what he read, re- 
producing it in his own thought, and pre- 
senting it with a freshness, beauty, and 
vigor that often charmed his hearers and 
carried conviction to their minds. That 
he steadily grew as a preacher is evinced 
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by the class of appointments which he 
served during the last eight years of his 
life. A pamphlet published by him a year 
ago, containing three sermons on baptism 
and apostasy, show careful study, a clear 
understanding, and a vigorous handling of 
these mueli-controverted doctrines. Alter 
hearing them delivered from the pulpit, 
the leading men of his charge requested 
their publication, believing that their wider 
circulation would accomplish much good. 
Brother Robertson was a conscientious and 
diligent pastor. He visited his members 
regularly, inquired into their spritual state, 
and thus knew how to adapt his preaching 
to their wants. He was eminently method- 
ical in his mental make-up, carried system 
into every department of his work, and 
deserved the name Methodist as fully as 
any disciple of the immortal John, the 
founder of Methodism. His reports were 
models of fullness and accuracy ; every 
detail of his work was looked after and re- 
ported. He was successful in raising the 
various assessments on his charge, because 
he began early in the year and worked 
steadily to the close. No charge went 
down under his ministry, but there was 
growth and development on almost ev- 
ery line. He was affable and pleasant 
in his intercourse with his brethren and 
his people, genial and warm-hearted, but 
never lost the consciousness of his sacred 
calling and his office as a minister of Jesus 
Christ. For more than a year his health 
had been steadily declining, but he bore up 
bravely under personal affliction, and re- 
mained at the post of duty until compelled 
by feebleness to surrender his charge. His 
faith in God and his assurance of salvation 
through the atoning blood sustained and 
cheered him to the end. When the sum- 
mons came he was ready to meet God ; and 
while we mourn his loss, we are persuaded 
that he has entered into rest, and joined 
the ranks of the redeemed in paradise. 
When our work is ended, may we meet 
him and others who have been our fellow- 
laborers in the kingdom and patience of 
Jesus Christ! 

Benjamin F. Bales was born in Glasgow 
county, Ga.. January 7, 1864. He married 
Miss Lizzie Flanders, of Johnson county, 
in 1880. He was converted the same year, 
and was called to preach in 1886. He 
joined the Conference at Eastman, Ga., in 
1888. His appointments have been as fol- 
lows : Hortense Mission, 1889 ; Summer- 
town, 1890; Brewton Circuit, 1891; Ten- 
nille Circuit, 1892-98. In October, 1893, he 
was transferred to the Montana Confer- 
ence. He returned to the South Georgia 
Conference in 1895, and was sent to the 
Jacksonville Circuit, where he spent his 
last two years. His widow and five chil- 
dren survive him. If the force of a life 
may be measured by the difficulties which 



it overcomes, the momentum of this broth- 
er was more than ordinary. With few ed- 
ucational advantages, through grinding 
proverty, with no influential friends, and, 
for the most part, poor health, brother 
Bales wrought his way, in a few years, to 
real respectability of mental attainment, 
and to some true success as an itinerant 
preacher. While there were in his ser- 
mons occasional fragments of fancy — deli- 
cate, volatile, evanescent — they were some- 
times graced with flights of humor like 
moonlight on a jewel; yet for the most 
part brother Bales was a very serious man. 
One would imagine that he had been im- 
pressed with the illusiveness of life, the 
tragedy of history, the swift and utter fall- 
ing away of all earthly things. Zeal and 
conscience were his striking characteris- 
tics. While he was denied the sacred pas- 
sion of eloquence, it may be said there was 
great fervor and fidelity in his preaching. 
Brother Bales was a true Christian gentle- 
man in the sweetness of his spirit, the 
courage of his convictions, the modesty of 
his bearing, and the purity of his life. 
Bright be the place of his soul ! 

George P. Pournelle was born in Eu- 
faula, Ala., June, 8, 1845; died in Terrell 
county, Ga., November 12, 1898. His fa- 
ther, Rev. George W. Pournelle, was mar- 
ried to Miss Rebecca Hall, of Apling coun- 
ty, Ga., and joined the Alabama Confer- 
ence the day he was married. This father 
remained a member of the Alabama Con- 
ference until his death. Besides George 
P. there were three other children in the 
family, the eldest, Mrs. Myra Grady, dying 
in Eufaula several years ago : Mrs. B. Mc- 
Donald, of Dawson, Ga., is still living; .and 
Mr. A. M. Pournelle, the youngest, is in. 
the mercantile business in Gainesville, Fla. 
Being thrown upon his own resources at a 
very early age by the death of his father, 
brother Pournelle remained in Eufaula, 
Ala., until the outbreak of the civil war. 
when he joined the Eufaula Rifles. At the 
time he was only fifteen years of age. This 
company was present at the inauguration 
of Jefferson Davis. He served through the 
four years of the war, returning to Eufaula 
in 1865. In that year he was appointed 
marshal of Eufaula, holding this position one 
ear and then went to Mobile, Ala., where 
e remained only a short time owing to 
the yellow fever epidemic of 1866. He left 
Mobile and returned to Eufaula. He went 
into business with Mr. Haywood Grady at 
Georgetown, Ga. ; but this business not be- 
ing prosperous enough for two, brother 
Pournelle left Georgetown, going to Flori- 
da, where he followed various occupations. 
Returning to Georgia, he gained a position 
as clerk in a mercantile establishment at 
Albany, Ga. Leaving here, he went to Daw- 
son, Ga.; while there, he was married in 
1871 to Miss Dora Floyd, daughter of Pro- 
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bus Floyd, of Daugherty county. Remain- 
ing in Dawson two years after his mar- 
riage, brother Poumelle returned to Alba- 
ny, going into the livery business; but ow- 
ing to adverse circumstances, he was com- 
pelled to retire from business. While here, 
their oldest child was born, Eddie Floyd, 
wife of the Rev. H. C. Jones, of the South 
Georgia Conference. Three other children 
were born to them— George O., Alex. F., 
and Annie Kate — all of whom are still liv- 
ing. Leaving Albany, brother Pournelle 
went to Schlatterville and engaged in the 
sawmill business ; this was in 1874, remain- 
ing two years. Leaving here, he went to 
Dale’s Mill, where he remained about four- 
teen years. While here, brother Pournelle 
lost his wife ; she died in December, 1882. 
Two years after her death, brother Pour- 
nelle was converted and joined the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. In 1885 he 
was again married, and Miss Gennie Smith, 
of Effingham county, Ga., was his second 
wife; she lived only a few months after 
their marriage. After her death, brother 
Pournelle was licensed to preach at Jesup, 
Ga., in 1887. Deciding now to break up 
housekeeping, his children were sent to 
the South Georgia Conference Orphan’s 
Home at Macon, Ga. In 1888 brother 
Pournelle joined the South Georgia Con- 
ference, and was sent to Josselyn, in Lib- 
erty county. Remaining here one year, 
he was sent to Hortense Mission. While 
here he was again married, to Miss Cecil 
Glendora Forrester, the daughter of Alex, 
and Jennie Forrester, of Waynesville, Ga. 
Brother Pournelle remained on this circuit 
two years. In 1892 he served Hazelhurst 
charge, remaining two years. In the sec- 
ond year of his service here, he again lost 
his wife ; she died on the 8th of May, 1893. 
Two children were born to them, only one 
still living — Cecil Glendora, four years old, 
now with her aunt, Mrs. H. Gignlat, of 
Brunswick. The next year brother Pour- 
nelle was sent to the Empire Circuit ; while 
here he was again married, to Miss Georgia 
Annie Rawlins, of Eastman, Ga., daughter 
of Thomas and Harriet Rawlins. He went 
from Empire to Ellaville Circuit; remaining 
here two years, he went out on the Dover 
Circuit, where in July of this year he was 
taken violently sick, and suffered much 
during a long illness of consumption ; but 
he endured his affliction well. He went to 
his reward November 12, 1898. Brother 
Pournelle was a good preacher ; his preach- 
ing was acceptable to any congregation. 
He loved God with all his heart ; he loved 
souls; he delighted to engage in revival 
work. He was eminently successful in 
winning souls to Christ. The Conference 
has lost one of its best members. His re- 
mains were laid to rest at Dawson, Ga. 

Jeremiah Lawton Rast was born in 
Middleburg, Fla., January 8, 1867, and died 



in Hagan, Ga., November 22. 1898. He 
was the son of the Rev. J. Rast. for years 
a member of the Florida Conference ; and 
in that itinerant home were the spiritual 
atmosphere and religious forces which 
largely lifted the life of our deceased broth- 
er to the high plane on which he lived. 
He joined the Church in 1875 ; was con- 
verted ten years later ; was in Emory Col- 
lege in 1887-88; returned to Florida and 
joined the Florida Conference in 1890, 
where he served well and wrought faith- 
fully until 1895, when he transferred to the 
South Georgia Conference. Throughout 
the Jacksonville District where he labored 
his name is as ointment poured forth. 
Never did he serve a charge where his in- 
fluence diminished by the length of his 
stay, and the memory of his Christly spirit 
is a boon in every place in which he labored. 
In December, 1894, he was married to Miss 
Susie Bearden, of Milledgeville, Ga. Dur- 
ing his three years in the South Georgia 
Conference he has labored efficiently in the 
Master’s cause. At Hagan, his last ap- 
pointment, he had bought and paid for 
a parsonage, and partially built three 
churches. One of his greatest faults was 
the lack of appreciation of his own abili- 
ties. Modest and retiring, truthfully could 
it be said he lived “in honor preferring 
others. ” As a preacher he was systematic, 
logical, thoughtful, spiritual, but not emo- 
tional — a man who always caught and held 
the attention of thinking people. He was 
a strong preacher in the pulpit, yet the 
most forcible preaching was by his life and 
conversation in the everyday walks of 
men. He was a voice in the busy streets, 
telling of the peace and power of a life 
“hid with Christ in God.” He leaves a 
wife and three children who mourn their 
loss; but they mourn not as those who 
have no hope. The day before he died he 
gave them assurance that all was well. 
His life, to those who knew him, will be a 
blessed memory.

William C. Jordan was born in Ala- 
bama in 1833 ; and was spiritually born in 
the seventeenth year of his age ; became a 
minister in 1855 ; and died in Polk county, 
Florida, June 20, 1898. The last charge 
which he served before his translation to 
the joy of his Lord was the Kissimmee 
Station. Entering upon the work with 
great hopefulness and zeal, at the begin- 
ning of the year, he prosecuted his labors 
with fidelity and success until a short time 
before the meeting of his District Confer- 
ence, when he was prostrated with the ill- 
ness which closed his useful and devoted 
life, terminating a ministry of forty years 
blamelessly and honorably. The greater 
part of his ministerial life was spent in 
southern Florida, serving the Church as 
pastor on missions, circuits, stations, and 
as presiding elder. In every sphere in 
which he labored he met the demands of 
his position and fulfilled the expectations 
of his brethren. To few men is it given to 
make larger increase in the wisdom of God 
than did he, and it may be said that he im- 
proved his talents to the good of his fellow- 
men and the glory of God. He was an 
earnest-spirited man and Christian. Be- 
lieving heartily the great cardinal doc- 
trines of the Bible, he preached clearly and 
forcibly on the themes which move men. 
His style was sententious; packing his 
thoughts in good plain English words, he 
delivered the truths upon which he des- 
canted with a vigor and insistence which 
arrested the thought, inspired the mind, 
and stirred the conscience of the listener. 
It is not strange, therefore, that his minis- 
try was fruitful in saved and sanctified 
souls. His faith was simple and beautiful. 
There were no “caves of gloom” in the 
book which was his mentor and comfort. 
He knew how to draw water from the wells 
of salvation. Often, in private conversa- 
tion, his face would shine with the soft 
luminance betokening the presence of the 
Holy Spirit in his heart. The wrangling 
voices of higher critics did not mar the 
deep and abiding peace his soul possessed. 
God has his uplands: only there do elect 
spirits walk, and there our departed com- 
rade found his highest and holiest compan- 
ionships. He underwent the crucifying of 
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his fleshly nature, and as “gold is tried hy 
fire and the heart is made pure by pain,” 
so he experienced the blessedness of those 
worthy ones “who walk in white raiment.” 
His family life was even, consistent, and 
beautiful. While other lives are conspicu- 
ous by the brilliancy of some elements, his 
was as the clear shining of the sun — “shin- 
ing more and more unto the perfect day.” 
He cherished humble views of his attain- 
ments in grace, but so luminous was his 
life that all beholding him realized that he 
had been with Jesus and had learned of 
him. He loved to converse with his breth- 
ren on the subject of personal religion. 
His talk was of God and his goodness, and 
he expatiated with tear-dimmed eye and 
tremulous voice upon the salvation which 
delighted his soul and enabled him to re- 
alize his heirship with' our Lord in the 
kingdom of his love. Of course he passed 
away in holy triumph. A life of lowly de- 
votion was crowned with a victorious end- 
ing: and while we mourn his departure 
from the militant Church, we rejoice that 
he was faithful even unto death, and has 
entered into “the rest which remains for 
the people of God.” The closing years of 
his life were marked by great and sore 
troubles. Failing eyesight interfered with 
the freedom of his movements, but he used 
all the light his enfeebled eyes received in 
ursuing the vocation into which he had 
een called. He often said that he “re- 
joiced that, while he could see material ob- 
jects only with difficulty, the eyes of his 
soul Were so clear that he could gaze upon 
Jesus.” The death of his wife was a sore 
grief to him, but he believed that heaven 
held in store greater joys in the reunion 
which he felt would not long be denied 
him. And so he waited until the Master 
he loved and served called him to the glad 
surprises of his heavenly home, conscious 
that for him to die was to gain Christ, and 
thus he would be “ever with the Lord.” 
While we think of the words of the apos- 
tle, “ Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord,” the sun of our souls struggles out 
from behind- the clouds of sorrow, and 
picks out every letter of the Apocalypse in 
gold!

Henry J. Harris died at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. A. E. Wyatt, Tampa. Fla., 
January 15, 1898. Had he lived till Febru- 
ary 1, he would have been seventy-six years 
old. His daughter’s words, in writing of her 
father, are so true and appropriate that it 
seems most befitting to reproduce this trib- 
ute of affection : “Iscarcely know what to 
tell you of papa’s life, only that he never 
faltered in his Master’s work, nor lost faith 
in his promises. Up to the very last time 
in which he was able to attend church, 
which was the first Sunday in December, 
he gladly filled his place in the house of 
prayer. His last act of divine service was 
to administer the sacrament, and at that 
time he was so happy in the love of Christ 
that he spoke of the fullness of his blessing 
to the pastor of the Methodist church at 
Tampa, Fla. He was taken sick with chills 
and fever on the second Sunday in Decem- 
ber. With occasional slight improvements 
he grew steadily worse, having several vio-* 
lent convulsions. His mind failed, and he 
was indeed a perfect child in all save age, 
although physically strong. He never rec- 
ognized his loved ones for weeks before the 
end came. The morning of January 12 he 
would try to sing, but his words could not 
be distinguished. That afternoon he was 
taken with another chill, followed by high 
fever. He turned on his side, closed his 
eyes and lips, and fell into a profound 
slumber, from which it was impossible to 
wake him. On Thursday night his spirit 
took its flight to a better land. We longed 
for a parting word of love and blessing 
from his dear lips, but none came. He was 
lonely here on earth without our angel 
mother, who had trod the rough paths of 
the world by his side for over fifty-eight 
years, and who went home to heaven just 
one year and twenty-seven days before he 
did. He commenced preaching at the age 
of seventeen, gave himself up wholly to the 
itinerancy, and was always happy in his 
work. Even a few days before he died he 
expressed a longing to be again in the act- 
ive work of the Conference. He trans- 
ferred some years ago to the Texas Confer- 
ence, and filled fine appointments there for 
four years. Then, as he expressed it, he 
became ‘ homesick for the Mississippi breth- 
ren,’ and came back to live and die among 
them. We had his body embalmed and 
sent to Centerville, Miss., to be laid beside 
mamma’s. He died so peacefully, so gent- 
ly, that we scarcely knew when he left us. 
He was born at Columbia, Miss. Next to 
his religion he loved his masonry, and his 
memoranda show that at one time he was 
an Odd Fellow. Of ten children — five sons 
and five daughters — only three of each are 
left to mourn and to miss him. The other 
four went on before to welcome him home. ’ ’

Brother Harris was thoroughly identified 
with the Mississippi Conference. Its his- 
tory and his labors are bound up together. 
For very many years he was secretary of 
the Conference. Faithfully and efficiently 
he served in that capacity. He was a ready 
scribe. He was quick in conception, rapid . 
in his movements, thoroughly versed in 
the law and in the terminology of his 
Church,— qualifications that fitted him to 
become, as he did, a most accomplished 
secretary. The sessions of the Conference 
were at several times enlivened by pleas- 
ant episodes when his brethren, through a 
chosen spokesman, testified their apprecia- 
tion of his secretarial services in kindly 
words and substantial tokens. Brother 
Harris was ajnost acceptable preacher, at 
times filling some of the most important 
positions in the Conference. He served in 
all positions — presiding elder, station and 
circuit preacher, and missionary. In all 
of these he left behind impressions for 

f jood. In his earlier days he was eminent- 
y successful as a revivalist. A number of 
men famous in the professional and polit- 
ical ranks of Mississippi’s sons were con- 
verted under his ministry, and became 
ministers or useful workers in the vine- 
yard of the Lord. He possessed a peculiar 
aptness in moving men to immediate ac- 
tion. It is remembered that at a camp meet- 
ing a fine sermon had been delivered, but 
it fell without impression upon the people. 
An earnest and continued effort by the 
preacher to get persons to indicate a desire 
for a blessing utterly failed. The occasion 
seemed to be spiritually lost, and the feel- 
ing as cold as an iceberg. Brother Harris 
arose and made an exhortation, simple, 
heartfelt, tearful, and the altar was crowd- 
ed with weeping penitents. He was es- 
pecially gifted in bringing poor perplexed 
sinners from darkness to light. He was 
useful in more ways than one. As a boy, 
he learned the art of printing. He loved 
his trade, and made it profitable to himself 
and others. He had a good, practical 
knowledge of the laws of his country, and 
as magistrate and mayor he rendered most 
valuable service to the neighborhood in 
which he lived. He was a most excellent 
writer. His style was flowing and natural. 
The reminiscences of early experiences of 
Methodism which he contributed at various 
times to the periodical press furnished most 
interesting reading, and were valuable in- 
deed in perpetuating local history. It is a 
great loss to the Church and to secular his- 
tory that the volume of his life’s labors and 
observations, which he was striving to pub- 
lish, never saw the light. Brother Harris 
was possessed of a most genial nature and 
of a most sympathetic heart. He loved his 
Church better than his own life, and his 
brethren in the ministry were drawn to his 
heart by most tender and sacred ties. How 
blessed the thought that these sacred ties, 
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now so ruthlessly torn asunder by death, 
shall be reunited around our Father’s 
throne, and that the living over again to- 

f ether of our joys and sorrows, of our la- 
ors and triumphs, of our sowings and 
reapings, shall brighten the experiences 
even of that glorious realm. 

George Washington Ferrer was born 
in Georgia, March 15, 1850. His father was 
a minister in the Baptist Church. Thus the 
godly training of both father and mother 
made deep impressions upon him while 
yet a child, and at the early age of seven 
ears he professed religion and united with 
is mother’s Church. After leaving home, 
and when about the age of twenty-five, he 
left the Church of his early choice and 
united with the Methodists. He was li- 
censed to preach in 1884, and the same 
year was admitted on trial in the Alabama 
Conference. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Keener at the Conference held at 
Greensboro, 1887, and at Mobile the follow- 
ing year was given a certificate of location 
signed by Bishop Hargrove. In 1891 he 
was readmitted into the Mississippi Con- 
ference, and at Natchez in 1892 was ordained 
elder by Bishop Granbery. He served the 
following appointments in the Mississippi 
Conference : Whitington Circuit, 1892-98 ; 
Augusta, 1894-95; Mount Carmel, 1896; 
Westville, 1897 ; Clarksburg, 1898. Decem- 
ber 7, 1886, brother Ferrer was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Emma E. Johnson, of Melvin, 
Ala., who bore cheerfully with him all the 
hardships and privations of an itinerant 
preacher’s life, and still survives him to 
mourn her irreparable loss. During the 
summer of 1897 brother Ferrer's health be- 
-gan to fail, and in September he had a hard 
spell of fever, from which he never fully 
recovered. In June of the following year 
he began declining rapidly, and in July 
was compelled to give up his work to an- 
other. Everything that could be done by 
skilled physicians and the kind and tender 
hands of friends and loved ones was done 
for his recovery, but to no avail ; he grew 
gradually worse until the end. The loving 
attention of the neighbors of all churches 
was a glowing tribute to the esteem in 
which they held this man of God. On Fri- 
day and Saturday morning he seemed per- 
fectly conscious, talking to his wife of his 
prospects for the future, and repeating fa- 
vorite and cheering passages of Scripture, 
and assuring her that all was well. He felt 
no alarm at the approaching end, but was 
sweetly submissive to the Lord’s will. 
Saturday afternoon, September 8, 1898 — sur- 
rounded by his wife and children, brother 
Linfield, of the Misssisippi Conference, and 
some of his friends— our brother beloved 
sweetly “fell on sleep,” and his pure spirit, 
released from the prison house of clay, 
went to dwell with Christ on high. A good 
man, a good preacher, a faithful pastor has 



gone to his reward, while his wife and six 
small children are left behind. The funeral 
services, conducted by his presiding elder, 
Rev. W. W. Simmons, assisted by brothers 
B. F. Lewis and W. L. Linfield, took place 
on Sunday in the Methodist church of Pela- 
hatchie, Miss., the town in which he lived 
at the time of his death, after which his 
body was laid to rest in the cemetery near 
by, to await the resurrection of the just. 
He is gone, but we shall meet him again 
where parting will be no more.

Christopher R. Godfrey was converted 
in Baton Rouge in 1851 or 1852, under the 
ministry of R. J. Harp. We are entirely 
without data as to his birth, the time of his 
entering the ministry, the time of his join- 
ing the Conference, or the appointments 
he filled. It is thought he first joined the 
Mississippi Conference, and transferred 
to the Louisiana Conference more than 
twenty years ago. He was a member of 
this Conference up to his death, which oc- 
curred November 26, 1898, in Olla, La. 
About all we can say is that since his con- 
nection with this Conference brother God- 
frey has been a faithful itinerant preacher, 
and has ever maintained an unsullied 
Christian character. He filled many of 
our prominent circuits, and gave general 
satisfaction. He continued in the effective 
work until his health failed and he was 



forced to take a superannuated relation, 
which relation he sustained at the time of 
his death. A brother minister, who was 
with him and performed the burial services 
at the grave, says he died in great peace. 

Enos B. Foust was born in Lafayette 
county, Miss., July 19, 1844, and died at 
his home in Rayne, La., April 26. 1898. 
He was the son of William and Eveline 
Foust, who were Christian parents, and 
trained him in “the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord. ’ ’ He joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in his thirteenth 
year as a seeker of religion, and the follow- 
ing year was happily converted. In 1871 
he was admitted on trial in the traveling 
connection in the Memphis Conference and 
appointed as junior preacher on the Holly 
Springs Circuit. At the close of that year 
he was transferred to the Louisiana Con- 
ference, where he filled acceptably the 
following appointments: Big Cane, 1878; 
Lake Charles, 1874-75 ; Simsport, 1876 ; 
Abbeville, 1877-80 ; Moringsport, 1881 ; 
South Bossier, 1882-83; North Bossier, 
1885-88; Fort Jessup, 1889; Oak Ridge, 
1890. At the close of this year, on account 
of his helpless condition, he was granted a 
superannuated relation, which relation he 
sustained until God called him from labor 
to refreshment. Brother Foust was a sol- 
dier in the Confederate army, in which he 
did good and faithful service. He was 
wounded and taken prisoner, and from the 
terrible suffering endured in prison his leg 
had to be amputated. In 1890 his other 
leg became diseased, and after much suffer- 
ing he had to have it amputated. With 
almost superhuman courage he submitted 
to the surgeon's knife a second time with- 
out a murmur; and through divine grace 
he was sustained through it all. With both 
legs taken off above the knee, he was forced 
to use a wdieel-chair for getting about the 
rest of his life ; yet he succeeded in supple- 
menting a living by his energy and good 
management. This was with great diffi- 
culty, yet he was never heard to murmur or 
complain. Through his affliction he was 
brought into a closer relation with Christ. 
He kept up regular appointments for 
preaching, and his preaching was with 
power, and doubtless many souls were led 
to Christ by his ministry. He was always 
an earnest and acceptable preacher. He 
was faithful in every line of itinerant work, 
as his reports to the Annual Conference 
show. Brother Foust was twice married : 
to Miss Edith Bihm, April 1, 1875. She 
lived only one short year and a half. Then, 
on November 3, 1880, he w T as married to 
Miss Adelia M. Harkens, by the Rev. J. M. 
Johnston. There were no children by the 
first marriage ; by the second there were 
seven children, five of whom are still living, 
and with the broken-hearted mother mourn 
their irreparable loss. His holy and faith-

fal life assures ns of his triumphant en- 
trance into the city of “many mansions,” 
and from the Master he has doubtless re- 
ceived the welcome plaudit, “Well done, 
good and faithful servant.” God takes the 
workmen, but still he carr'es on the work.

Jose Maria Sandoval was born October 
12, 1833, in the town of Avo Chico, Third 
county, State of Jalisco. His parents were 
Rafael Sandoval and Marcelina Hernan- 
dez. Wishing to facilitate his intellectual 
advancement, his father sent him to school 
at Ahualuleo, where he soon passed through 
the primary and secondary grades, and ac- 
quired some knowledge of bookkeeping. 
At the age of eighteen he obtained a posi- 
tion as paymaster at the Hacienda del Car- 
men, which position he filled for six years. 
In 1852 he married Miss Soledad Rojas, and 
through the forty-six years of their mar- 
ried life remained a good and devoted hus- 
band. In 1858 he took charge, as teacher, 



of the boys’ municipal school at San Mar- 
tin de la Cal. In tliat same municipality 
he discharged the duties of Director Politi- 
co and Receptor de Rentas. After three 
years he returned to his native town to 
teach in the public school, and fill at the 
same time the office of notary of that par- 
ish. Having thus become an eyewitness to 
the abuses perpetrated by the curate of 
that place on the poor, he began to enter- 
tain anti-clerical views, and to side with 
the liberals. Two years later he removed 
to the town of Jesus Maria, where he was 
made secretary to the board of aldermen. 
But as he did not conceal his views, he 
soon brought upon himself the hatred of 
the citizens of that place, so that he was 
compelled to leave for Guadalajara. Dur- 
ing his stay in this latter place he filled suc- 
cessively the offices of municipal treasurer, 
agent of public works, teacher, and in- 
spector of the public schools of the State 
of Jalisco. In 1880 all the members of his 
family, except his wife, were baptized; 
and as he had already read the Bible, he 
did not object to it, but, on the contrary, 
praised them for it, and left them at liberty 
to fulfill the duties which thej 7 had assumed 
by becoming members of the evangelical 
Church. In December, 1888, he and his 
wife joined the evangelical Church estab- 
lished in Tlajomulco, being baptized. On 
the 15th of May of the following year the 
Quarterly Conference of the Tlajomulco 
Circuit licensed him to preach, and that 
same year he was appointed preacher in 
charge of said circuit. He served this 
church for four years, being appointed next 
to the Ciudad Guzman Circuit, where he 
remained four years, and then was sent to 
the Ahualuleo Station, this being the last 
church he served. It was brother Sando- 
val whom Dr. Lambuth embraced not very 
long ago, in this place, saying, “Old sol- 
dier, I congratulate you!” He was an old 
soldier, with a foot in the grave ; but still 
fought the good fight among us, using al- 
ways the arms of the Spirit. And now, 
farewell, brother Sandoval. Your work in 
Mexico has not been in vain. Christians 
never die ; they are immortal. The Mexi- 
can Methodist Church shall forever treas- 
ure your name.
